ART ASSOCIATION SHOWING 
PAINTINGS BY JOHN ENSER 

John F. Enaer, whose paintings go 
on exhibition at the Library Art 
Gallery under the auspices of the 
Winchester Art Association commenc- 
ing Jan. 9, makes has home in Lex- 
ington and is painting instructor at 
Middlesex School in Concord. He 
was discovered several years ago 
in his native state of Texas by Her- 
man Dudley Murphy, internationally 
known artist, who formerly lived in 
Winchester and who is now a mem- 
ber of the art advisory committee of 
the public library. 

Mr. Murphy was sketching in Texas 
when he met Mr. En.-er, who was also 
sketching and trying to paint the 
Texas scenery. Mr. Murphy became 
interested in* the young man, and 
convinced that he had talent, advised 
him to come North and study • 

Mr. Enser took the advice and his 
rapid progress more than justified 
Mr. Murphy's faith in his ability. He 
•was soon painting New England 
landscapes that were accepted in some 
uf the big exhibitions and galleries, 
and delighting such critics as A. J. 
Philpott of the Boston Globe who 
said of one of Mr. Enser 's Boston 
exhibitions: "It will Rive especial 
satisfaction to those art lovers who 
like to see a painting carried beyond 
the sketch stage and into the finished 
xtage— who like to see a painting in 
-which it is evident that the artist is 
first of all a sound craftsman .... 
this exhibition proves that a great 
landscape painter has been developed 
in Mr. Enser. fhe work speaks for 
itself. There is nothing accidental 
about it. It requires no alibis." 

Irma Whitney, another Boston 
critic, says of him: "He is a crafts- 
man who knows his job thoroughly 
and who has a mind to look at nature 
with keen appreciation. In passage 
after passage Enser builds up satis- 
fying harmonies in paint." 

Mr. Enser is represented with 
paintings in the Boston Postoffice, the 
Lexington Library and the Mayor's 
office in Brockton. Many of the pic- 
tures which have been favorably com- 
mented upon by critics in his previ- 
ous exhibitions will come to Winches- 
ter, and the public is cordially invited 
to see them at the library. A tea and 
preview of the local exhibit for mem- 
bers of the Art Association will be 
held at the library Sunday after- 
noon from 4 until 6 o'clock when it 
is hoped that Mr. Enser will be pres- 
ent.

The women of the Winchester Re- 
publican Club met Wednesday after- 
noon, Jan. 4 at Waterrield Hall. The 
Club regretted that Mrs. Vincent 
Clarke was unable to preside but the 
meeting was very ably conducted by 
Mrs. William R. "Baker. 

Mrs. Warren C. Whitman enlight- 
ened her audience with terse com- 
ments on the facts behind governmen- 
tal corruption and suggested that the 
districts in which state men vote for 
such iniquities as the recent freeing 
of Patriaca should be stirred up. She 
spoke of the order given the state 
examiner to pass certain of ex-Gov- 
ernor Hurley's friends in the non- 
competitive civil service exams. She 
mentioned the National Labor Rela- 
tions Board as an example of injus- 
tice and unfairness to both the em- 
ployer and the employee and said that 
it had not only discriminated against 
the A. F. of L., showing partiality al- 
ways for the C. I. O., but that it had 
injured business and hurt those for 
whom it was ostensibly working. 

In regard to the present agricul- 
tural policy she showed how the cur- 
tailment of crops, necessitating im- 
portation, caused the taxpayer to pay 
double, first for the curtailment and 
second for the tariff. Mrs. Whitman 
concluded her discussion of current 
events with just and caustic remarks 
against the T. V. A. 

Mr. Paul Nafe of the Christian 
Science Monitor, chief speaker of the 
afternoon, gave an optimistic 
hopeful talk on "Ideas and Their 
lation to Success asd Prosperity," 
stating that there can he no depres- 
i sion where there are progressive 
I ideas and suggesting that we look 
inward for help, he cited 400 large 
| companies which have made increas- 
i ing profits during recent years with* 
j out penalizing labor. The cry "de- 
pression" is simply a failure to keep 
abreast of the times, he said, and he 
proved that many businesses have 
been restored over night by the ap- 
plication of a new idea.

Water has been pouring into Lake 
Mead, world's largest man-made lake, 
for almost four years, but it isn't full 
yet. The huge reservoir began to form 
when Boulder Dam shut its main out- 
let gates on February 1, 1938 and 
checked the Colorado River near 
Boulder City, Nevada. 

At present Lake Mead could flood 
the State of Connecticut 10 feet deep, 
says a bulletin from the Washington, 
D. C, headquarters of the National 
Geographic Society. From the dam, 
backwater extends to the Grand Can- 
yon more than 100 miles away. Never 
wider than 8 miles, the lake is deeper 
than Lake Erie. 

Source of Potential Power and 
Pleasure 

When Lake Mead is full, it will 
hold twelve times as much water as 
the Aswan Reservoir on the Nile in 
Egypt, nearest rival in size at pres- 
ent. Its eventual shoreline would 
reach from Washington, D. C. to N. 
Y. C. and back, or from Cleveland to 
St. Louis. Maximum depth at the 
dam will be 582 feet. The world's 
record dive in a diving suit would 



have to be bettered bv some 82 feet 
m order for a diver to touch bottom 
there.

Because of these periodic floods, 
I ake Mead grows by fits and starts. 
From March to July it rises rapidly, 
but usually deo-eases between August 
and February. Oddly enough, the rec- 
ord high water mark of 52R9 feet 
was reached last September 23. This 
was due to a late run-off from moun- 
tain snows. 

The variable character of the Col- 
orado makes it difficult to estimate 
just when Lake Mead will be com- 
pletely filled. Last February author- 
ities gave it three more years. When 
full the lake will weigh about 42 bil- 
lion tons — greatest burden ever 
placed in a small area by man's lab- 
ors.

LEST WE FORGET 

To the Editor of the Star: 

The people are slowly learning what 
the wise knew long ago, that the pres- 
ent Administration is incompetent, 
unwise and sinister. Given a free 
iiand, unlimited means and a choice of 
assistants, six years on a job is long 
n<>ugh to test any man's ability and 
fitness for the task alloted him. Pres- 
ident Roosevelt has been tested for 
more thpn six years.

Vice President 
Garner. Senators Bvrd. George, Tyd- 
ings and Carter Glass are birds of 
a different feather and would be out 
of place in such company.

The death of Kemal Ataturk, first 
i and lifetime president of the Turkish 
Republic which rose in lf)23 from the 
ruins of the Old Ottoman Empire, 
wiped out one of the world's most 
dynamic personalities, 
j To him, Turkey owes its position 
I as a modern power, points out a bul- 
letin from the Washington, D. C, 
headquarters of the National Geogra- 
phic Society. His vigorous driving 
force, plus a keen psychological sense, 
has virtually uprooted an Asiatic 
land sunk in lethargy and fatalism. 
Social and Economic Changes 
With the exception of Soviet Rus- 
sia, probably no other nation has 
made such swift and complete changes 
in social and economic character. To- 
■ day, although most of Turkey's lb 
million citizens and some 294,000 
miles of territory are in Asia, the 
country as a whole looks toward Eu- 
rope — and America. Votes for women, 
I farm machinery, dynamos, typewrit- 
■er's, and jazz are only a few of the 
j Western innovations. Rails are being 
1 pushed across the country. Planes 
| are manufactured at Kayseri. A reg- 
j ular airline runs between Istanbul 
I (former capital at Constantinople) 
and the new capital of Ankva, that 
modern miracle town, once ' i »wn as 
1 the home of Angora wool and Angora 
I cats. 

I Born in Salonika in 1881, Mustafa 
! Kemal, a young man of ambition and 
determination, rose rapidly in school. 
| entered the army, joined the Vatan 
I (a revolutionary party), and was im- 
prisoned later he served with distinc- 
tion in the Turkish Army, becoming 
Military Attache in Sofia. Bulgaria, 
just before the World War. 

After the Armistice, when defeated 
Turkey was available to almost any 
bidder, Kemal returned to Constanti- 
nople. The occupation of Smyrna in 
1919 by the Greeks resulted in his 
appointment as Commander in Chief 
of the Turkish forces. The victory 
for his country :n 1922 earned for 
him the title of "Gazi," or Conqueror. 
The vule of the Ottomans, dating 
from the first Sultan, Osman, in the 
13th century, was over. 

That same vear Kemal abolished 
the Sultanate. ' On October 28, 1923. 
Turkey became a republic, with Mus- 
tafa Kemal its "George Washington."

LARGEST NON - POLAR ICECAP 
STRETCHES OVER 235 MILES 
IN ALASKA AND YUKON 

i 

Discovery of what is believed to be 
the world's largest ice field and glac- 
ier group outside the polar regions 
has been announed in dispatches from 
Bradford Washburn, leader of the 
Harvard University-National Geogra- 
phic Society Expedition to Alaska. 

Heads of the Martin River and 
Miles Glaciers are also connected to 
the long icecap reaching from Cape 
Sit. Elias, in Alaska, to the Alsek 
River valley, in Yukon, discovered on 
our flight of Aug. 20, Mr. Wash- 
burn wired to the Society's Washing- 
ton, D. C, headquarters. 
More Ice Than All European Glac- 
iers Put Together 

On a spectacular flight which 
circled Mount Ix>gan and Mount St. 
Elias, second and third highest peaks 
on the North American continent, the 
expedition made aerial photographs 
of an unexplored area of south-east- 
em Alaska, to be used later in map. 
ping, the report to the Society con- 
tinues. 

This flight over icebound fastne.s, 
previously un visited by man, reveals 
that the Bering Glacier and the Mal- 
aspina Glacier, whose known extent 
had already won for them the titles 
of the worlds largest non-poiar riv- 
ers of ice, are merely two overflows 
from a va.-l highland ice field shroud- 



ing a stretch of Alaska about 235 
miles long, equal to the distance from 
New Y'ork City to Washington, D. C. 

Explorations of the Harvard Uni- 
versity - National Geographic Society 
Expedition have outlined a coast 
range of mountains, stretching from 
the Copper River valley above Cor- 
dova, Alaska, to the Alsek River val- 
ley in Canada's Yukon, which walls in 
a mighty reservoir of ice. Completely 
hidden behind the mountain wall, the 
mammoth octopus of ice has lain un- 
seen and unapproachable, its size to 
be guessed only from the tentacles of 
glaciers it has clamped around the 
coastal range, largest of the numer- 
ous streams of ice overflowing from 
this giant ice bowl, cupped high 
among peaks two and three miles 
above sea level, are the Bering and 
Malaspina Glaciers— 30 and 50 miles 
wide, after they have broken through 
the mountain wall and ground their 
way down to the sea. 

In a single flight of discovery over 

Alaska's newly revealed ice giant, 

members of the expedition saw more 

ice than is known in all the famous 

glaciers of Europe put together. 

Glaciers Link Names of Explorers 

and Geographers 

Most of the newly discovered ice 

bowl lies athwart and to the west of 

, the Alaska-Canada boundary line, just 

where it turns due north to the Are- 

; tic ocean. In surveying this frontier, 

I famous as one of the longest straight- 
■> 



line borders ever marked, some of the 
difficulties in running the line along 
the 141st Meridian were due to the 
eastward overflow of glaciers from 
the then unknown ice field. The mas- 
sive glacier bowl pours its slow and 
irresistible flood across the border 
southeastward, between Mount Logan 
and Mount St. Elias, into the Seward 
Glacier, which in turn adds its con- 
gealed volume to the great Malas- 
pina. 

The great, glacier system explains 
why there is no land communication 
between the southern "panhandle" of 
Ala ha. containing the capital, and 
the major portion of the Territory to 
the north. The land link is "broken" 
by a glacier barrier of more than 
200 miles of perpetual ice. 

The Malaspina Glacier is so exten- 
sive that it was not recognized as a 
glacier until 1880; ricks and soil ever 
the ice around the edges, and forests 
take root in the ice-borne earth. It 
is a composite ice stream formed by 
about a dozen coalescing glaciers, the 
largest of which is the Seward, named 
for the Secretary of State who ne- 
gotiated the purchase of Alaska by 
the United States. One of the east- 
ern fringes of the newly discovered 
giant ice field is the Hubbard Glacier, 
named for Gardiner Greene Hubbard, 
the first President of the National 
Geographic Society. 

When the new glacier system is 
mapped, there is 'ittle doubt that 
Alaska will be confirmed as the 
world's largest stronghold of the Ice 
Age outside the polar regions. 

The South Pole is capped by ice 
covering Antarctica and grinding 
down from the polar plateau in glac- 
iers which break off at the sea and 
launch huge icebergs into the south- 
ernmost ocean. The North Pole, cov- 
ered with water, must wear its ice- 
cap slightly askew on the nearest 
terra firm a — Greenland.

In 
March, in parts of Southern Califor- 
nia, bridges and roads were washed 



First Arctic Flights by Moonlight 

During an expedition of many j 
months in search of Sigismund Le- ; 
vanevsky and five Russian associates | 
who were lost while flying in the 
Arctic, Sir Hubert Wilkins made the I 
first Arctic flights by winter moon- I 
light. The search, which was unsuc- 
cessful, terminated in March, 1938. 
During the course of his flying, Wil- I 
kins explored approximately 170,000 j 
square miles of the Arctic Ocean i 
never before seen by man. He re- 
ported that there is no land in the 
Beaufort Sea and the area westward i 
to the 170th degree of Longitude 
West, between the northern edge of 
the North American Continent and ! 
the North Pole 

Another definite ascertainment of i 
no land was announced by Dr. Lauge 
Koch, leader of the Danish Greenland ' 
Expedition who, after an 11 V2 hour ! 
flight, found only water between 
Spitsbergen and Peary Land, the lat- j 
ter the northernmost tip of Green- j 
land. The area was the supposed lo- | 
cation of the mysterious Fata Mor- 
gana Islands. Dr. Koch also discov- j 
ered that Peary Land, with the 1 
Roosevelt Range, is almost an island, 
beini nearly separated from tne rest | 



out and homes floated from their 
foundations after five days of con- 
tinuous rain. In April, Alabama flood 
waters drove 20,000 people from their 
homes and menaced 90,0(10. 

In June China's Yellow River rose, 
I causing 700.000 people to flee from 
J their villages. One month later 400 
: people were killed in Kobe, Japan, by 
floods when a six-foot wall of water 
swept into the city. Tokyo and Yoko- 
hama were severely crippled in Aug- 
ust by the worst typhoon to strike 
those cities in 86 years. 

In July, excessive rains fell over 
the eastern part of the United States, 
rivers over-flowed their banks, and 
many cities and towns, particularly 
in New York and New England, were 
damaged by high water. Southern 
states, while not as hard hit, received 
unprecedented ami damaging precipi- 
tation. 

Two giant trans-Pacific airplanes 
were lost during the year. In January 
one fell into the sea near Samoa. 
Seven persons, all members of the 
crew, were killed. In July a second 
trans-Pacific plane, with 15 passen- 
gers and crew aboard, disappeared 
between Guam and the Philippines. 

One of the worst airplane disas- 
ters in the history of the U. S. Navy 
occurred in February off the Cali- 
fornia coast during aerial maneuvers. 
Two bombers collided in the air dur- 
ing the night, plunging the planes 
into the sea with a loss of 11 lives.

The wreck of Russia's largest dir- 
igible, the U S S R-V6 was the out- 
standing disaster of the year among 
lighter than air craft. It struck a 
mountain near Kandalaksha, Russia, 
Feb. 8. Of its crew of 18, 13 perished. 

Major fire of the year was the 3,- 
000,000 blaze which swept the busin- 
ess district of Marseille, France, in 
October, causing a loss of »73 lives. 
In November 2.000 men fought a 
stubborn forest fire in southern Cali- 
fornia that destroyed valuable homes 
and threatened others near Holly- 
wood. Value of property destroyed 
was estimated to exceed $5,000,000. 

Earthquakes shook Greece. Bel- 
gium, Turkey and Hawaii. In July 
fissures in the earth near Athens swal- j 
lowed houses; railway service was dis- 
rupted and 20 lives were lost. A 
auake in the North Sea in April 
damaged buildings on the European 
continent to the extent of $1,000,000. 
In Turkey during the same month 
50,000 people were forced to flee from 
their homes by earthquakes. Eighteen 
villages were utterly destroyed. In 
Hawaii tremors in January 1938 were 
the most severe in the islands in 11 
years.

BOARD OF APPEAL DENIES AP- 
I'K M. OF COUNT! BUILDING 
SUPPLY COMPANY

Jouirht to Build Small 
in West Side Hiil 
District 



In a well written decision, dated 
Jan. 7, 1939, the Board of Appeals 
denied the appeal of the County 
Building Supply Co., Inc., arising from 
the refusal of Town Building Com- 
missioner Maurice Oinneen to errant 
to the appelant permits to construct 
ten houses on building lots located 
at 69 High street, 1, 7 and 11 Em- 
erson road, 8 Squanto road, 96 and 
107 Arlington street extension and 11, 
15 and 28 Manomet road. 

At a hearing held by the Board 
of Appeal on Dec. 13, about 160 per- 
sons were heard, all but representa- 
tive* of the County Building Supply- 
Company recording themselves in 
opposition to the granting of permits 
for the proposed development. 

Feeling that the matter was of un- 
usual importance, the Board of Ap- 
peal requested the town counsel to 
make an investigation of the title to 
the land in question anil restrictions 
on this land and adjacent land, and 
to advise the Board on other matters 
pertinent to the questions involved. 
Before this investigation was com- 
pleted, however, the County Building 
Supply Company filed suit in equity 
in the Middlesex County Superior 
Court to compel the Board of Ap- 
peal to render a decision. As a result 
of this action the Board made its de- 
cision without having the results of 
the title search nor the benefit of 
the town counsel's advice in other 
pertinent matters. 

The land, on which the County 
Building Supply Company seeks to 
build, is highly desirable and situated 
on the margin of a district already 
occupied by a number of beautiful 
estates. It is also near the golf course 
of the Winchester Country Club 
■which was recorded in opposition to 
the granting of the proposed build- 
ing permits. Adjacent to the south 
is a large area restricted to large 
lots and houses of a fine type. To 
the north a development is in pro- 
gress in which the lots are large and 
the dwellings of artistic merit. Al- 
most immediately adjacent on three 
sides is a zoning district in which 
under Zoning By-Law building lots 
must be not less than 15,000 feet. 

The ten houses which the appli- 
cant seeks to build are one story 
dwellings, about 24x33% feet, con- 
taining three rooms and a combined 
living and dining room. Estimated 
cost of the houses is $4,200 with a 
selling price of about $.">,000. Oppo- 
sition to the development is based 
upon the inferior character of the 
houses proposed to be built.

The Art Association has brought 
another outstanding exhibition to 
Winchester in the group of 30 oil 
paintings by John F. Enser, now on 
display at the Library Art Gallery. 
There is great depth in Mr. En- 
j ser's pictures. One gets the first 
impression that they are restful, .sub- 
dued in tone, most realistic and gen- 
erally pleasing. The artist does not 
; need to use striking colors and a broad 
approach to cover defects in tech- 
nique. His well drawn pictures wiil 
! stand the closest scrutiny, both for 
: composition, and for color treatment 
which to him would seem a means to 
a balanced end rather the goal in it- 
self of your mere colorist. 

Mr. Enser is a master of landscape 
: painting, handling with equal facili- 
| ty delicate subjects such as his 
! Spring Landscape, with its suggestion 
of budding green freshness, October 
' Afternoon with its glory of autumn 
foliage; and rugged studies like Mt. 
Monadnock and After the Shower, the 
latter showing bits of blue between 
angry gry-black clouds above a sharp- 
1 ly outlined upland with a typical bit 
j of New England rocky evergreen 
' studded country land in the fore- 
| ground. 

Of the large studies, Mt. Monad- 
nock is most striking, the rugged 
quality of the scene being very faith- 
fully portrayed. The suggestion of 
depth, of wind-blown open space is 
effectively attained and the artist has 
been very successful in avoiding a 
sense of flatness in his handling of 
the mountain, which is cleverly light- 
ened and softened with clouds along 
the skyline. 

There is much charm in October 
Moonlight, showing a tall, regularly 
lined house standing among tall trees 
and shrubbery, with a single Hgh* 
shining from a corner window 
through the shrubbery under a deep 
blue sky. The suggestion of brood- 
ing calm in this study is finely por- 
t rayed. 

Among Mr. Enser's small pictures 
are several charming studies of the 
quaint rambling time-mellowed build- 
ings and quiet scenes that have made 
the English countryside famous. 
Cotswold afternoon is an intriguing 
view of a tree lined by-way winding 
past a gabled stucco house and an- 
cient outbuilding under a darkening 
sky, while Snow's Hill shows sharp- 
ly peaked roofs and a tall chimney 
i gainst a rolling upland. Devonshire 
Farm, a large canvas, with its spread- 
ing elm shading a pink walled low- 
lying outbuilding with tall barn and 
irregular stone wall in the right 
«,tr . . background will appeal to all lovers 
of the rural. 

A wholly charming small study is 
New England Farm with its typical 
weathered red clump of buildings 
nestling in a hilly setting. Espe- 
cially fine are the sky effects 
achieved in The Meadow and Dart- 
moor Farm. 

There is a world of rugged appeal 
in the sombre colors and masculine 
treatment of the Hill Country. Such 
studies as Rocknort Day, New- Eng- 
land Village and in New Hampshire 
show clearly the artist's ability faith- 
fully to portray the picturesque which 
is peculiar to this part of the coun- 
try. 

Mi-. Elisor's restraint in the mat- 
ter of color is shown most strikingly 
in his painting. The Native Hut, 
which would hardly meet the approv- 
al of those having a flare for the 
impressionistic. His skill in color 
contrast displays itself in The Red 
Maple, showine a single flaming tree 
against an old gray barn and the 
deep green of other foliage. 

Appealing both to the artistic sense 
and the imagination is The Minne- 
water with its non-descrint group of 
tumble-down buildings surmounted by 
a minaret-crowned weathered brown 
tower, nestling amidst a clumn of 
trees beside a shallow reed-grown bit 
.«f bi ie water. 

A sense of clear treshness is ap- 
parent in that fine study of trees and 
deep perspective called Humarock No. 
t. The single still life in the show- 
is that of a beautifully painted bou- 
quet of iris in a tall pewter flagon 
standing beside a low blue-green jar 
against a light plum-colored back- 
drop. 

The exhibition will remain at the 
library through January and all are 
urged to see and enjoy it.

I The Commissioner's estimate for 
! the State was $8.000. mm making 
! Winchester's share $38,800 and add- 
I ing- $1.20 to the tax rate. Also re- 
! quired by the Commissioner was the 
j amount of $749,490 underestimated in 
! 1937. of which Winchester's share was 
j $3598.12, adding 11 cents to the tax 
j rate. Total for these estimates was 
I $8,749,490 of which Winchester's 
j share was $42,398.12. adding $1-31 to 
the local tax rate. 

Actually, however, the 1938 tax as- 
j sessed to meet the bills of the out- 
i growing administration on Beacon 
' Hill was $17,000,000 of which Win- 
chester's sahre was $82,4.">0 adding 
$2.55 to the local tax rate. 

This staggering increase in the 
State tax means that for 1939 the 
Commissioner will require the in- 
clusion of the underestimate repre- 
sented by the difference between the 
actual and estimated state tax in 
1938. This figure is a mere $9,000.- 
000 of which Winchester's share is 
$43,650 boostinc the tax rate $1.35. 

The estimated 1939 state tax is at 
least $2">.00'i.OOO to which must be 
added the 1938 underestimate of 
s9.O00.O00 giving a total of $34,000.- 
000. 

Winchester's share of this amount, 
is $164,900 adding $o.l0 to the tax 
rate exactly $3.79 more than last 
year. 

If however, the Highway Fund 
distribution in 1938 can be used to 
■educe the 1939 tax rates there will 
h« a saving of $o.000.000 reducing 
Winchester's share $9,769.38 to $112.- 
732.50 and leaving an excess of $3.49 
over 1938.

PRESIDENT OF BEAVER COL- 
LEGE SPEAKS TO STUDENTS

It is almost 60 years since Henry- 
George wrote his book entitled "Pro- 
gress and Poverty" which shocked 
"orthodox" economists by expounding 
the theory that civilization would 
continue to have recurring industrial 
depressions until private ownership 
of land was recognized as a basic 
injustice to the people. He proposed 
as a practical equivalent to the aboli- 
tion of private ownership of lan.l. 
the single tax Idea. Although he was 
not the inventor of the single tax 
principle, he did more than any liv- 
ing man to disseminate the idea that 
land alone should be taxed and, so- 
ciety should collect the "economic 
rent created by the community." 

The single tax principle has per- 
sisted and is now enjoying a greatly 
increased popularity. This is evi- 
denced by the fact that in the last 
five years, starting from one class of 
M students assembled in Xew York 
City. 21,001 pel-sons have since en- 
rolled to study the ideas of Henry 
George and a $50,000 five-story build- 
ing has been purchased in New York 
for headquarters and classrooms for 
the Henry George School of Social 
Science. Funds for the purchase of 
this buildiny and maintenance of the 
school have been voluntarily poured, 
in by those who have read "Progress 
and Poverty." the textbook used by 
the school and in consequence consid- 
er that Henry George proposed the 
light solution to the problem of in- 
dustrial depressions with their re- 
sulting trails of woe and misery. 

Dr. Frank Chodorov, director of the 
school in New York, when asked to 
what he attributed the present great 
increase of interest on the part of 
the public, said "Well, every thing else 
has been tried (to solve depressions 
and poverty) and nobody seems to 
know the answers, so more and more 
people are turning to us." 

"It's also partly the way we teach 
and our wholly non-profit and non- 
political methods" Dr. Chodorov con- 
tinued. "We just follow the old So- 
cratic way of teaching. We don't 
ask anybody to accept anything they 
don't wish to; we don't make them 
swallow anything they don't like, 
and we don't mind arguments. No 
holds are ever barred in our class- 
rooms. We have Communists, Re- 
publicans, New Deal Democrats. 
Townsendites, Coughlanites, and what 
i have you. They're everything from 
j pawnbrokers to dentists, although. 
I lawyers and accountants are the 
i largest groups." 

Branch classes are being held in 
i over 200 cities of the United States, 
! where citizens may attend free lec- 
! tures concerning this very interesting 
and absorbing subject. 

Right here in Winchester, on Tues- 
day evenings at the American Legion 
Headquarters, a class has been in 
session.

I nomics or other sciences is necessary I 
! to gain a thorough understanding of j 
! this important subject, which should 
interest every thinking citizen in j 
these troublesome times. Part of the j 
evening is open to general discussion | 
which gives "each one a chance to ex- i 
press his own ideas, either for or j 
against the views of Henry George, j 
Everyone has a desire to do some- i 
thing constructive for the communi- 
ty. This is an excellent opportunity 
I to add your part to the progress of 
I the neonle as a whole. Should the 
j Henrv George single tax be adopted 
! in Winchester you, as a house owner, 
j or payer of rent, would pay lower 
i taxes than under the present plan of 
assessing.

At the outbreak of the world war. 
he joined the 3d Pioneer regiment | 
of the regular army, with the same; 
! rank. In August, 1917, he was pro-' 
1 moted to captain in the 60th Pioneer 
'regiment. He was honorably dis- 
I charged from the national forces in 
11919. 

I Returning home after the war. he j 
was selected to form company G, 
1 5th infantry. Shortly thereafter, on 
the reorganization of the state mili- I 
■ tia, he was assigned to organize a 
unit of the M. N. G. in Woburn, and 
formed the first supply train in June, 
1921. He rose to the rank of major 
in the national guard and was re- 
tired with a rank of lieutenant-col- 
onel on June 11, 1935.

AMERICA LEADS IN "SINGING 
TOWERS" 



Add "memory bells" to Poe's poetic- 
list of sleijrli hells, wedding bells, fu- 
neral bells, alarm bolls, a r»d assorted 
tintinnabulations. Completion of the 
Northcott Memorial Singing Tower 
in Luray, Va., will add one more in- 
stance of a memorial function in the 
I nited States for mass bell-ringing 
which all began back in the Nether- 
lands as alarm and time signals. 

The Luray carillon is the second in 
Virginia, the other being a World 
War .Memorial in Richmond. It starts 
the New World on the second half 
of a hundred of these Old World 
'"singing towers" whose voices are 
bells, says a bulletin from the Wash- 
ington, D. C„ headquarters of the 
N'ational Geographic Society. 

( nited States Now Has World's 
Largest 

Now the United States has more 
complete carillons in use than any, 
other country. In Belgium and the 
Netherlands, where medieval clock- 
striking on a large scale grew up to 
be the world's weightiest musical in- 
strument, the carillon, a number of 
singing towers have lost their voices 
because of war. light : ng, or age. 

Christmas-card style of riotously 
swinging bells has no place in these 
modern carillons. Each hell hanys 
"dead." bolted motionless in place. Its 
tethered tongue is poised by wires 
near the out-curving bell lip, ready 
to bong forth its one musical note in 
response to the carilloneur's tug on 
the wires via a keyboard. 

All American carillons, as opposed 
to that mo'e primitive form of bell 
music, the chimes have at least 2.1 
bolls of graduated size. Chimes may 
have from four to a dozen tones, and 
lack the more precise tuning of car- 
illon bells. Small bells, sometimes in 
pairs for double volume, take ca'e of 
high tinkling notes; and large ones 
runnintr into real tonnage look after 
the heavy booming. Of T •"•ay's 47 
bells, the smallest sopran ■> •" ighs 10 
pounds, the big has-; four n. A real 
giant, however, is the 20-tnn ivis* in 
New York City, probably the largest 
"s'nging" bell in the world. 
M:i*sachusetts Has Most Carillons 

The United States now has the lar- 
gest carillons in the world. Average 
number in the battalion of bells com- 
posing the American carillon is about 
4;'. But the Riverside Church in New- 
York City has 72 bells to shower 
their ringing notes down into the 
nearby canyons of apartment houses 
whenever traffic lulls permit audibili- 
ty. The same number of bells peal 
across the campus nf the University 
of Chicitro. One less is contain?d in 
the bell chorus of the Be>k Sineine 
Tower of Mountain Lake. F!a.. where 
concerts float down from the sky to 
drown out the bird sonsrs of the sur- 
rounding wild life sanctuarv. 

Next in number to the«e three 
mammoth bell regiments is the Rich- 
mond carillon, with 66 h'-nnze throat* 
to join in the mechanical song. Also 
numbering" over fH) bells are the car- 
rions of Cranbrook. Mich.: the 
Methodist Church tower of Philadel- 
phia; the Scottish Rit<^ Cathedral of 
Indianapolis: and the Trinity Church 
of Springfield. Mass.

In ad- 
dition to the giant carillon, Spring- 
field has a smaller platoon of bells 
at Hillcrest. The academic air of An- 
dover resounds with the chiming - mel- 
odies of Phillips Academy Carillon. 
Cohasset. Wellesley, and Norwood 
also have singing towers.

It has further found that 
these restrictions may not be ent'orc- 
ible at law because of the foreclos- 
ure of a mortgage given before the 
restrictions were imposed, although 
quitable right may exist. The B 'aid 
did find, however, that a standan for 
all buildings in the tract was estab- 
lished which the proposed buildings 
fail to meet, and that about 40 per- 
sons bought lots relying upon the 
security of the restrictions. The Su- 
preme Judic ial Court of Masschus'tts 
has said that "The preservation of 
the property of others in the neigh- 
borhood growing out of established re- 
stritions is important." It has also 
said that "The beauty of a residential 
neighborhood is for the comfort and 
happiness of the residents and it 
tends to sustain the value of prop- 
erty in the neighborhood." 

In declining to order the grant of 
the building permits requested by 
the County Building Supply Com- 
pany, the Board of Appeal is of the 
opinion that the granting of the per- 
mits would result in a menace to the 
welfare of the neighborhood in which 
the lots are located. 

The Board also believes that the 
erection and use of houses of the 
character indicated on the plans filed 
with the application would be injuri- 
ous to the welfare of the community 
in the district in which the property 
is located and in adjacent districts, 
and harmful to property therein. 

The town building laws require 
that each application for a permit to 
construct a building shall be accom- 
panied by plans and specifications so 
that the Building Commissioner may 
determine whether building regula- 
tions are being complied with. The 
Board of Appeal found the papers 
filed with the application for per- 
mits to build the proposed houses 
are not sufficiently full and explicit 
to indicate whether or not the build- 
ings which it is proposed to erect 
would conform with the building 
laws of the town. It appears to the 
Board that some of the garages in- 
itiated on the plans do not conform 
to these requirements. There is noth- 
ing in the specifications to indicate 
how the water and sewer requirements 
of the town are to be met for houses 
on Arlington street extension and 
Squanto road, in both of which there 
are neither sewer nor water mains. 

The Board found that the building 
lots in question are in a single resi- 
dence district in which dwelling 
houses mav not be constructed on 
lots of less than 10,000 feet. Three 
of the lots, on Emerson road are sub- 
stantially less than this area, and 
while the law provides that in cer- 
tain cases lots smaller than 10,000 
feet may be used, they shall not be 
used, under the law, if they adjoin 
other land of the same owner avail- 
able for use in connection with them. 

Finally the Board of Appeal 
found that the applicants' affidavits 
of title are not supported by any 
evidence of title records and so can- 
not be accepted as proof at least un- 
til such time as the Board shall 
have the opportunity to verify them 
by a title examination of its own. As 
a matter of fact the Board says it 
has been shown no proof that the 
applicants actually have title to the 
property in question. With certain 
other provisions of the Zoning By- 
Laws pertaining to notices and ad- 
vertisements the Board found that 
the applicants have not complied. 
The case, in the opinion of the Board 
in making its finding, involves ques- 
tions of the application of the Zon- 
ing By-Law and the provisions of 
that law were invoked by certain per- 
sons who appeared at the hearing in 
opposition to the grant.

Webster's Work on Dictionary 

Noah Webster began work on his 
dictionary in 1P07. He spent a year 
(1824-25) abroad, still working on 
it, in Paris and at the University 
of Cambridge, whore he completed 
his work in 1825. The work came 
out in 1828 in two volumes, an edi- 
tion of 2,500 copies. It contained 
12,000 words and from 30,000 to 40,- 
000 definitions that had not ap- 
peared in any earlier dictionary. 
An English edition soon followed. 
In 1840 the second edition, correct- 
ed and enlarged, came out, in two 
volumes. He completed the revision 
of an appendix a few days before 
his death. May 28. 1843

WINCHESTER SKI ENTHUSIASTS 
DEVELOP NEW SKI CENTER 
IN VERMONT 

Prominent among Vermont's new 
winter centers this season is Brain- 
tree Valley, where an 1100-foot ski 
tow feeds five trails, a ski school is 
in operation, and a roaring fire in an 
unique fireplace offers cheer in a 
newlv -furnished two- story log cabin. 

Located on the Central Vermont 
Railway and 170 miles from Boston 
on auto route 12-A, Braintree Val- 
ley ski slopes has an enviable reputa- 
tion as a "snow pocket" even during 
winters of sparse snow cover. Marcus 
Fowler and Ted Dissel of Winchester 
have developed the 15 mile valley for 
skiing with the co-operation of the 
Randolph Chamber of Commerce.

Rosetta Looks Like Old Turkish Town 

The inscription of the Stone is a 
copy of a decree, issued in 196 B. C, 
by the General Council of Egyptian 
priests assembled at Memphis, order- 
ing that additional honors be paid to 
the king. Ptolemy V, Epiphanes. The 
occasion was the commeration of the 
coronation of Ptolemy and occurred 
during the ninth year of his reign. 

Rosetta is 36 miles northeast of 
Alexandria. Known today chiefly for 
the Stone which bears its name, Ro-

GEORGE FREEMAN ARNOLD 



George Freeman Arnold, for near- 
ly 40 years a florist in Winchester, 
died Monday morning, Jan. 23, at his 
home, 7 Dix terrace, after a long ill- 
ness. 

Mr. Arnold was bom March 6, 1862, 
in Haverhill. After receiving his edu- 
cation in the Haverhill schools he 
spent 14 years in the State's service 
as a gardener before coming to Win- 
chester in 1900 to accept a position 
with John Newman & Sons, florists, 
whose greenhouses were locateu on 
Cottage avenue. 

In 1901 Mr. Arnold opened his own 
florist shop on Common street and 
continued to conduct a successful bus- 
iness at that location for :i0 years, 
numbering his patrons in many cities 
and towns throughout the Mystic 
Valley. He attained a wide reputa- 
tion for the excellence of his floral 
designs. 

Mr. Arnold became assoeiated with 
the Winchester Conservatories Inc. in 
1931, and from that time until his 
death acted as manager of the Con- 
servatories' shop in the center, first 
loeated on Common street, later in 
Lyceum Building and latterly on 
Thompson street. He was widely 
known by people of all walks in life 
and was held in esteem by all who 
knew him. 

For seven years, dining its reor- 
ganization period, Mr. Arnold was 
president of and active in the Win- 
chester Chamber of Commerce. He 
previously had been active in the old 
Board of Trade. He was a member 
of William Parkman Lodge of Ma- 
sons, of the Royal Arch Chapters of 
V. inchester and Woburn; Hugh de 
Paycns Commandory, Knights Temp- 
lar: Aleppo Temple of the Mystic 
Shrine, Eastern Star, Waterfieid 
I odge of Odd Fellows. Victoria Ro- 
bekah Lodge. Winchester Lodge of 
Elks and Winchester Council, Royal 
An anum. 

He was a member of the Church of 
the Er.iphany serving for a time as 
vestryman and some years ago sing- 
ing in the church choir. He was in- 
terested and active in civic affairs, 
serving as town meeting member in 
Precinct 5 and acting as teller at 
many of the regular and special 
meetings. 

On Jan. 6, 1885, he married Miss 
Josephine E. Parker of Westboro, 
their golden anniversary having been 
observed with a largely attended re- 
ception in 1935. 

Mrs. Arnold survives, with a daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Anna Holbrook. wife of 
Town Engineer. Parker Holbrook; a 
son, Ralph Arnold of Glendale, Calif.; 
and five grandchildren, Arnold. Mar- 
jorie and Shirley Holbrook of this 
town and Richard and Janice Arnold 
of Glendale, Calif. 

Largely attended funeral services 
were held Wednesday afternoon at 
the Church of the Epiphany with the 
r sctor, Rev. Dwight W. Hadley, of- 
ficiating.

The "past" is used to argue for j 
sound foundation for the extremist 
experiments: condemned for argu- 
ment for othev wild schemes. Truly 
we don't know where we are going, 
or when we will get there.

up a terrific debt, and the very ones 
who are undeserving will be the first 
to make trouble unless that is fore- 
stalled bv cutting and showing them 
that those REALLY in need will be 
cared for, and others, too lazy to earn 
an honest dollar, will be allowed to 
shift for themseves. 

In a little park up in a small town 
not far from here, 15 men were put 
lo raking leaves this Fall. Three could 
have done the work, and the rest of 
the money could have been spent on 
others really needy. If some of the 
ether men are in need let other work 
be found for them, but for the tax- 
payers, who are paying the bills, to 
see these men idle away their time 
I while THEY work to pay them, it is 
evidence of gross mismanagement and 
I injustice. And there is much of this 
I ill RELIEF. A few REAL honest in- 
vestigations into those receiving Re- 
lief, a great many cut off the rolls, 
and many, even so affected, would 
have a healthier respect for the Gov- 
ernment! 

In the matter of Labor, too. Is 
there none who has the courage and 
ability to put before the whole coun- 
try (and give it teeth!), the fact that 
whether belonging to a union or not, 
if anyone wants to work, it is his 
privilege and right, and that no in- I 
timidation will be tolerated. Many 
times one knows that members of 
seme union do not want to strike, 
but because some weak excuse is 
found, a strike is called, and anyone 
willing and anxious to work dares not, 
because of threats to himself and his 
family. This is certainly not FREE- 
DOM.' 

I remember President Cleveland's 
settling a strike when I was a child, 
and how proud the country was of 
him. Have we no men of that calibre 
now? Are there so few who dare to 
act as they REALLY believe, that the 
whole country must suffes? A 
healthy, honest, straightforward re- 
buffs would be a good thing. Many 
of those in the unions are un- 
informed, and if you could get some- 
one who can "speak their language" 
to get at them, it might help to clear 
some things for them. 

Where are our real patriots today? 
Have we none with real courage and 
.-t'aight-thinking and ability, and 
real honesty of purpose to lead us out 
of this quagmire? The unfair taxa- 
, tion on business, the exemption of 
j those in (ioverment. the foar-to-of- 
I fend-Labor, and lack of Government 
I co-operation, are but a few of the 
; things which thinking people in all 
! walks of life are struggling under. 
Government makes many demands, 
but in the last few years has been so 
Labor-minded that all else has been 
overlooked, and soon the demands 
will have so taxed the business man 
that he cannot go on . . . then what 
No business, no tax money for the 
Government. That is plain. 

Why not require that the Adminis- 
i tration use a bit of discretion. Let 
j the "procession of dimes" for infan- 
tile research and care, be set aside 
and real attention paid to helping get 
important matters seen to. With 
prosperity people would help the 
charities and research anyway. And 
perhaps the next President might be 
interested in eye clinics, and the next 
in orthopedic work. This might be a 
good way to get things before the 
eyes of the public, though it stems 
a' most unethical way to use one's 
position to further one's persona', in- 
terest! Admittedly the cause is good, 
but we all have our charities, quite 
as deserving, fully as much needed, 
and unable to advertise, and quite as 
important medically and in the inter- 
est of the nation's health! 

Hoping that all courage and deter- 
mination to help CUT wasteful spend- 
ing, will be given to your splendid 
group.

MISS AVERY ON LATIN AMERICA 
AND MEXICO 



"Latin America and Mexico" was 
Miss Eunice Harriet Avery's topic in 
the sixth lecture of the Smith Col- 
lege Club series on Wednesday after- 
noon, Jan. 18. It is no longer fash- 
ionable to be ignorant of and sar- 
castic about our "good neighbor pol- 
icy." The public attitude toward the 
recent conference in Lima, Peru, 
shows something of our growth in 
knowledge and understanding or the 
importance of our relations with oui' 
southern neighbors. 

Cordell Hull's statesmanship, tact 
and understanding, his perseverance 
in this important mission through all 
sorts of discouragements, has largely 
brought about the fact of strength- 
ened bonds, and the change in our 
attitude. The geography of South 
America in relation to Europe is ap* 
to surprise us. Rio is nearer to Lon- 
don than it is to New York and the ! 
whole continent of South America is I 
much farther east than we are in the 
habit of thinking it is. An East- 
West alliance is just as easy to con- 
ceive of as our rather takm-for- : 
granted North-South one. We are 
brennninjr to realize that it would 
make a 1 i? difference to us if there 
should be a strong totalitarian senti- 
ment south of us. 

It took all of Hull's tact and sensi- 
tivity to accomplish the throe thinff:- 
he went for: a sympathetic expres 
sion, throughout the whole lenirth of 
the hemisphere, of a feeling of mutual 
interest and solidarity; the stimula- 
tion of trade: and move definite ma- 
chinery for the carrying out of the;

According to figures compiled by 
Water Registrar Frank T. Olmstead, 
formerly closely associated with re- 
lief matters in Winchester, since 1932 
$1,579,033.93 has been spent in 
town for relief. 

While many would on first thought 
believe more tnan a million dollars 
a large sum for a town of the size 
of Winchester to spend for relief, 
actually Mr. Olmstead's analysis 
shows that such is not the case. 

From his own experience he would 
estimate that at least 200 persons 
per year have obtained relief from 
the total sum expended with the ac- 
cepted average slightly more than 
three persons who must be supported 
by a person on relief. That is one 
recipient represents a family of 4.2 
persons and with this and the 200 
estimated persons receiving relief per 
year, over the seven years in which 
the million dollar total was rolled up 
5*80 persons were aided. 

These figures show that each per- 
son received per year approximately 
or about 15 per week. 

Actual town appropriations for re- 
lief have been $117.8'1«.48 ('::2t. 
$152 899.27 ('33), $120 924.29 C34). 
$112,299.52 (*36), $105.0^5.38 ('36), 
$91,919.88 ('37), and $85,206.05 ('38). 
The 1938 figures do not include Chap- 
ter 90 figures since this work did not 
figure to any great extent last year. 
The town'.- total seven year expendi- 
ture is $785,889.62. 

From 1933 through 1937 both Fed- 
eral Government and State and 
C o u n t y contributed approximately 
| $1)17.469.86, the Federal Government 
adding $88,325.15 last year for a total 
of $705,795.01. Public subscription 
| raised $47,987.57 in 1932, $29,452.43 
! in 1933 and $7,999.30 in 1934. In 
1932 $2000 represented an item of 
private expense.

It has been an interesting point in 
our dislike of this milking of America 
and our broadcast aversion to the 
so-called Social Security robbery, that 
up to lately we have felt largely 
alone in our criticism. Outright hos- 
tility, or at the best humorous toler- 
ance seems to have been the ultimate 
result of our scolding. We. apparent- 
lv have been the one individual who 
is peeved over this gigantic experi- 
ment of our ruler. Others have little 
interest in the feature other than to 
class it at best as another New Deal 
sop to the masses. And yet we see 
it as a distinct deterent to business 
and a chimerical gesture to the mass- 
es — still and notwithstanding the 
mess of favorable nropaganda fed to 
the nation. And as a member of a 
democratic nation we have failed to 
note wherein anyone other than our 
rulers stood up and waved a flag to 
get it. But we have it and "must's" 
the word! However — we are finding 
lately that we are not wnolty alone 
in our opinion. Several small busi- 
ness men like ourselves, who are hard 
pressed to pay their tribute to our 
rulers and have not the means to 
hire accountants to give all their 
time answering silly questions, have 
volunteered to extend to us their 
concord in opinion. This is nice; but 
of course it does not get us anywnere. 
The fellow who sobbed on our should- 
er just now and deplored that his trib- 
ute amounted to $250 last year and 
that he has had to hire a $23 a week 
accountant to avoid future fines, and 
the other fellow who let two assist- 
ants go to avoid paying the tribute 
and is now facing a fat fine of some 
sort, seem to be willing to get on the 
boat along with us.

Harold F. Ambrose, director of pub- 
lic relations for the National Post- 
office Department and son of Mrs. 
M. C. Ambrose of Vine street, was 
the official government representative 
at the dedication of the new postof- 
tice building at Hyannis on Monday. 

Mr. Ambrose delivered the dedica- 
tory address in the afternoon and 
was one of the principal speakers at 
the banquet in the evening. He an- 
nounced during his remarks that the 
government is planning to establish 
a trans-Atlantic air service from New 
York to Marseilles, France, commenc- 
ing May 1 with 40-three-ton planes 
capable of carrying 30,000 pounds 
with 7." passengers. The planes will be 
powered by four 1500 horsepower en- 
gines and will carry a crew of 12. 
Construction of the planes will per- 
mit mechanics to make repairs to any 
portion while in fliirht and the planes 
will be capable of flying 60O0 miles 
without stop. 

Mr. Ambrose stated that the Post- 
office Department spent $15,000 for 
the Hyannis postoffice site and $99,- 
000 for the building, the expense be- 
ing a part of a Government program 
instituted five years ago to aid em- 
ployment Prior to establishing a 
building program he said the Gov- 
ernment paid $11 .000.000 annually for 
postoffice rentals throughout the 
country. Postoffice receipts in this 
country, he stated, in any year equal 
the combined postal receints of Great 
Britain and France, $728,000,000 be- 
ing taken last year.

GLEANINGS FROM THE SELECT- 
MEN S CURRENT REPORT

The town's excellent financial con- 
I dition is attested by the audit re- 
| port made by the Division of Ac- 
counts, Massachusetts Depart ement 
of Corporation and Taxation. No new- 
bonds have been issued since 1932. On 
I Dec. 31. 1988, the town's bonded in- 
| debtedness was 1567,000, approxi- 
) mately $560,000 below the statutory 
! limit. The total amount of debt ma- 
! turing in 1939 is $88,000; interest 
J payments to be made on outstanding 
bonds during 1939 total $21,101.26. 
Corresponding figures for 1932, when 
j the town's bonded indebtedness was 
I ;?1.1«5.000, we re $102,000 and $44,887- 
,50 respectively. This comparison 
I clearly show,s the progress that has 
[been made in reducing the town's 
j debt during some of the most difficult 
j year's in the nation's financial history. 

The Board believes that while the 
I substantial use of this fund (Excess 
i& Deficiency) should be made to meet; 
I 1939 expenses, the balance should not, 
{be drawn below $150,000. . . .This, 
I last loan ($100,000 Dec. 12. '38 due! 
! Nov. 10, '39) which was the only one 
j outstanding at the end of the year, 
j carries the lowest interest rate at 
j which the town ever borrowed, 0.14 
! per cent. . . .The total expense oc- 
casioned by the hurricane amounted 
j Dec. 31, '38, to $19,780.75. Several 
hundred dollars more will 
sary to repair signs. . . 
| the town included $6,000 

patching and $10,000 for surface 
t treatment which has made it possible 
i to make a substantial start upon our 
i long neglected secondary streets, 
j . . . .To keep the secondary streets 
I in good condition and to avoid recon- 
! struction costs they should be given 
: surface treatmen about once in five 
; years. 

The Board has petitioned the Com- 
j monwealth of Massachusetts and the 
, County of Middlesex for assistance 
I under Chapter 90 for the construction 
of the remaining portion of High 
street through to Ridge street as the 
major construction activity in 1939 
j . . . .A new surface drainage pro- 
j ject to care for the water from the 
west side hill streets, formerly drain- 
ed in to a small pond, has been ap- 
proved, calling for a total expendi- 
ture of federal funds 
$86,069.20. Work on 
started in the fall of 
last through '39 and into '40. It is one 
of the largest surface drainage pro- 
jects ever undertaken by the town. 

Under an agreement with the Bos- 
ton & Maine Railroad the town is to 
lower the level of Cross street un- 
der the railroad bridge 10*4 inches 
and the railroad is to raise the level 
of its tracks by 10 y> inches, making 
a minimum clearance of 11 ft. The 
wooden pier in the middle of the road 
is also to be removed. . . .The Board 

recommends the appropriation of 
$2,400 for the construction of a traf- 
fic circle with delta islands and blink- 
er lights at the junction of Washing- 
ton and Winthrop streets with the 
Parkway (where corners have been 
lopped off and a considerable area 
of road space added). . Traffic 
lights apparently are not popular in 
Winchester. . . .The efficiency of our 
(Fire) Department continues to be 
evident in the careful care of equip- 
ment. . . .The Board believes that 
from now on it will be sufficient to 
buy each year only the amount of 
hose condemned during the preced- 
ing year. 

In 1939 it is planned to buy a new 
car for the (Police) Chief and put his 
Dodge into service as a patrol car. . 
. .the Board considers it good busi- 
ness practice to trade in at least one 
(Police) car each year. . . .The Ford 
truck with ambulance body receives 
constant criticism as a rough rider 
... .it was used only 42 times last 
year. . . .The Board feels this need 
must be postponed in view of the ur- 
gent necessity of adding to the per- 
sonnel of the Police Department. . . . 
to adequately cover the existing six 
routes, add a man for route seven 
from Lebanon street to the town bor- 
ders and keep both patrol cars run- 
ning all night would require a force 
of 2o men (present personnel 21) 
. . . .the Board has voted unani- 
mously to recommend the appoint- 
ment of two additional patrolmen 
. . . .the employment of special of- 
ficers to take the place of men on va- 
cation has proved most helpful and 
should be continued. . . .The Board 
recommends that the main auditori- 
um of the town hall be painted dur- 
ing 1939.

English "Cottage and On the Way to 
Widdieomb. is subdued in coloring 
and well drawn. 

Very striking is Mr. Gray's Snow, 
showing clumps of evergreen stand- 
ing in rocky snow-covered ground 
under a steel blue bit of sky. The 
half buried rocks in the foreground 
are finely done and the rather lavish 
use of deep blue for the shadows, ar- 
resting; though hardly as natural ap- 
pearing as the shade used by Mr. 
Gray to tone the snow in Logging, 
a study of a team of horses hauling 
a sled piled high with good sized 
logs. The suggestion of freshly fall- 
en, feathery snow upon the bare 
blanches of the trees is finely made. 
The Falls, by the same artist, shows 
creaming water with a yellowish- 
brown cast dashing over a stony 
stream bed against a background of 
evergreens. 

Picturesque and having an inde- 
finable appeal is Mr. Jevvel"s The Old 
Ell, showintr a graying ramshackle 
structure leaning against a fresher 
white house under tall trees. The 
Marshes, also by Mr. Jewell, depicts 
an o 1 d weathei beaten building, 
flanked by the wall of a tall building 
and bit of tumble down fence to the 
left and the prow of a long boat at 
the right with the golden bronze of 
the marshes stretching away to a 
broken skyline. The same artist has 
achieved a fine perspective in his 
Village Street, one of the outstand- 
ing studies in the exhibition show- 
ing white colonial type houses and a 
church, lining a narrow tree-shaded 
street in a country town. 

There is a fresh wind-blown air 
in Mr. Richert's Petit Manan with 
its weather-beaten fish shanty in a 
setting of sandy beach vegetation 
and blue water with a dark green 
high land at the rear and banks of 
fleecy white clouds. The Farm by 
the same artist is broadly painted 
and shows a square white house and 
weatherbeaten outbuilding under tall 
leafless trees with a suggestion of 
late fall foliage. Very luminous is 
Mr. Richert's Rocks with its great 
masses of well drawn ledge, warm 
with the rays of a late afternoon 
sun, and vague highland seen across 
shimmering water under a greenish 
golden sky. 

Three very colorful studies are 
Mr. White's' The Red Tree, Hill 
Town and Rock Maple. The first 
shows a singularly graceful tree with 
red foliage flaming against a green- 
ish purple background of shadowy 
highlands with angry deep gray 
clouds breaking away to show a bit 
of blue sky. The stucco walls of the 
tall red tile roofed old world build- 
ings lining a narrow court in Hill 
Town are mellowed with purple and 
orange shadows. Rock Maple shows 
flaming foliage of red, yellow and or- 
ange in profusion about a large 
gnarled tree trunk. 

Miss Bill shows several studies of 
flowers, of chief interest being a vase 
of lilacs, contrasted with a shallow- 
deep blue pan of pansies. The only- 
still life in the exhibition. Fruit and 
Flowers, is by the same artist. The 
exhibition will continue at the library- 
through February.

Rev. Laurence L. Barber, president 
of the Arlington Historical Society, 
was the speaker at the winter meet- 
ing of the Winchester Historical So- 
ciety held on February 2 at the public 
library. 

Previous to Mr. Barber's talk Miss 
Quiniby, for the gifts committee, dis- 
played two framed photographs of 
Winchester which had been presented 
to the society by Mr. Henry Robins. >n. 
The largest of these was taken from 
thetop of the Rev. Joshua Coit's house, 
and gave a very fine idea of how Win- 
chester looked ~>0 years ago in the vi- 
cinity of Main, Mt. Pleasant and 
Washington streets, showing several 
old land-marks among them the Uni- 
tarian Church, which was burned in 
1897 and which stood near the pres- 
ent Warwick terrace. The other pic- 
ture was a section of Wedge Pond, 
(lowing the birches, which was very 
beautiful. 

Mr. Barber's subject was "Makers 
of Time," and as president of the 
Clock Ciub, he spoke with authority. 
He traced the methods of measuring 
time through the centuries. The earli- 
est method was the sun dial which 
was used with various markings al- 
most from the dawn of history until 
the development of clocks during the 
18h century. The next method was 
the water clock, a contrivance for 
measuring time by the graduated flow 
of water through a small aperture 
which indicated on a dial the passing 
of time. That graduated dial was the 
beginninng of the clock dial. The third 
means of measuring time was the 
hour-glass. 

There was no very rapid develop- 
ment of clocks for a considerable per- 
iod of time, but from 17('<> to 17. r >0 
certain develpments came. From the 
earliest times Connecticut was the 
center of the industry and from the 
beginnng was interested in making a 
cheaper clock, while Massachusetts, 
with Boston as a center, was more in- 
terested in a quality product. 

Strictly speaking a clock is not a 
clock unless it has a bell, Simon Wil- 
lard made that distinction. If it hasn't 
a bell it is a timepiece. The two im- 
portant parts of the clock are the 
works or movement and the case. The 
works were made by master mechan- 
ics and put into some kind of a case 
by the local cabinet maker. Many of 
the cases were of the finest workman- 
ship, hut sometimes the most beauti- 
ful clock dials were put into atroci- 
ous cases, even a coffin-maker some- 
times making the case. 

Mr. Barber had a number of dials 
which he carefully explained to the 
society, tracing the development of 
various types and telling some inter- 
esting anecdotes. There were first the 
grandfather clock, then the shelf 
clock, grandmother clock, banjo clock 
and finally th<> cathedral clock. He 
also showed photogrphs of many rare 
anil beautiful clocks. These old clocks 
were remarkably well-made, many of 
them made 150 years ago keeping ac- 
curate time today, 
j This is the second time the society 
I has been privileged to hear Mr. Bar- 
j ber, and his talk was a real treat.

At their annual Fireside meeting in 
the Parish Library Sunday afternoon, 
Feb. 5, the Young People's Fellowship 
of the Church of the Epiphany had 
as guest Miss Mary R. Mackedon, who 
spoke to them on a subject to which 
no one of her hearers was indifferent. 
The speaker who announces Miss 
Mackedon's subject has no need to 
begin with a funny story to angle for 
the interest of an audience; the topic 
of happiness interests every one from 
the very beginning of consciousness, 
and the interest goes with us all the 
way. Perhaps it is keenest in an audi- 
ence like the Fireside Group, where 
the average age falls in the teens, 
among people so young that no one 
of them is quite sure yet whether he 
is carrying into life the merry heart 
that "goes all the day" or the sad 
that "tires in a mile-a;" whether hap- 
■ piness is an endorsement by fate or 
an art that the practitioner of living 
can learn. 

Miss Mackedon's announced title 
placed her among those who believe 
happiness comes from the individual's 
mastery of the art of living, for she 
called her talk "A Recipe for Happi- 
ness." 

The metaphor from the fudge-ket- 
l tie or the camp fire piqued the inter- 
est of her young hearers beforehand 
and set them to asking themselves 
two questions: what materials must I 
have for happiness, and what skill 
must I have in using them? They 
were interested in seeing how their 
own answers compared with the recipe 
worked out and trusted by someone 
who had sat a few year's longer at 
life's table and has observed what 
people have happiness as daily bread 
and who know it only as an occas- 
ional and capricious feast. They en- 
joyed also the good humor and merri- 
ment with which the speaker spiced 
the wisdom. 

Miss Mackedon compared happiness 
to a cake. Flour is a basic ingredient, 
and we may consider as flour the fun- 
damental equipment of knowledge 
which we bring to the work of every 
day, to bring an efficient butcher or 
baker or candlestick maker, or ad- 
miral of the fleet, or prime minister. 

The milk is our sympathy for 
others, our courtesy, our interest in 
them, our flexibility, our power to live 
with people. The sugar is kindness, 
humor, laughter. Eggs that lighten 
are recreations, sports, fun. The flavor j 
is given by the special assembly of 
qualities and attitudes that we term | 
personality. But all these materials 
cannot alone make a cake. Without 
one t'nintr they will be heavv and flat. 
This indispensable thing which light- 
ens and sustains a happy life, Miss 
Mackedon called faith in God. 

To many of her listeners Miss 
Mackedon was already known, and 
bapnily. for she is a teacher of French 
in the Winchester High School.

fine feeling. A peppy tap dance en- 
livened this number, and a tap solo 
was beautifully done by Edith Jones, 
always an outstanding performer in 
the Cabaret, whose delightful "Rag 
Doll Dance" of two years ago will be 
long remembered.

A FITTING FEBRUARY PLAY 

Friday, February 17, at 2:15 p. m. 

inchester will have a chance to hear 
"Abe Lincoln in Illinois." It will be 
the fourth of the series of plays re-ad 
by Mrs. Eleanor Mish Graham at the 
Epiphany Parish Hall.

Here and there a dis- 
senter from the unqualified praise has 
felt that the play does not succeed in 
fusing known elements of Lincoln into 
a living personality, that it remains 
a mosaic, in which shine great utter- 
ances of Lincoln's that history has 
preserved.

We quote from the week's news'. 
"The American Federation of Labor 
called the nation's unemployment 
'appalling* today, and urged the ad- 
ministration to remove 'fear, lack of 
confidence and distrust' from the path 
of industrial expansion."

All in all, and boiled down to the 
essential facts as viewed by and at 
large, there is not such a great dif- 
ference between the German condi- 
tions and the present day 
situation. In Germany all property 
is deftly and completely confiscated 
from the Jews. Here the action ap- 
pears the same except that the pro- 
c ss is a little more extended througw 
the excuse of taxation. There the 
shock is great and immediate; here 
the agony is prolonged. Which meth- 
od is the best remains to be proven, 
but the ultimate result seems to be 
the same. While it is true that an 
immediate confiscation in America 
would possibly lead to armed revolt; 
in view of what the present admin- 
istration is trying to accomplish the 
longer, although even more terrify- 
ing, action appears to be the wisest 
to our rulers. Germany, in the Jews, 

h:<s not of course the number of its 
inhabitants to consider, and they are 
so far outnumbered that any revolt 
is not to be considered. As Jews the 
Americans could not live in Germany; 
what their status will be in their own 
country by the time their wealth is 
turned into the government coffers is 
an interesting point to consider. The 
totalitarian states were quIcK to 
grasn the schf-me of things as earlier 
outlined by New Deal America, but 
their methods are more direct and 
devoid of guile, and in the end 
they may be well in the fore of New 
Dealism. or whatever our rulers 
ehoo^> to call thii modern change. 
At any rate the similarity of the ul- 
timate aims is apparent, and the Ger- 
man results should prove interesting 
to us in America.

Not only has he the 
civil service law at his fingertips but 
he has a fine conception of the fair 
and practical workings of Civil Serv- 
ice. 

Secretary Gilbert has a humane 
heart which looks upon applicants in 
a most humane way. 

In clothing Mr. Gilbert with more 
powers, it is amazing to note that the 
special commission appointed by the 
previous administration to consider 
Civil Service matters, which spent 
thousands of the state's money, much 
of it in travel, did not once consult 
Mr. Gilbert regarding matters which 
would aid and strengthen the Civil 
Service department. They had avail- 
able the state's leading authority on 
Civil Service and yet they utterly ig- 
nored him. Nothing could be more 
reprehensible than the failure to get 
the counsel and advice of this recog- 
nized expert. 

The result of this committee's care- 
less and cursory examination has re- 
sulted in the recommendation for a 
director of Civil Service with abso- 
lute or Fascist powers, of course 
which would bring Civil Service of 
Massachusetts in to immediate dis- 
, credit. If such a course is to be pur- 
| sued, however, the only man within 
the Commonwealth capable of hold- 
! ing such a position would be Mr. Gil- 
I bert himself. Yet we venture to say 
j that Mr. Gilbert's modesty, and his 
I knowledge of Civil Service manage- 
ment, would cause him to decline the 
position, were it offered to him. We 
believe that Mr. Gilbert would much 
I prefer to perfect the present set-up, 
I with important changes being made 
here and there as required, by contin- 
uing the three-headed commission as 
at present with possibly the giving of 
more powers to the associate mem- 
bers.- -[Medford Mercury.

Mr. 1 
Minich spoke on the all inclusive sub- I 
ject of parent-teacher and child re- 1 
lationship using as the title of his 
address, "Am I Doing My Job." 

Mr. Minich emphasized particularly 
the child's rights. In his opinion the 
child must make his own decisions, 
and for that reason the autocrat who 
dominates the child by making his de- 
cisions for him is a very poor parent 
ion. perhaps even worse, is the pro- 
tective parent.. This type hovers over 
the child continually denying it one 
of its primary rights— the right of 
being alone. The child must have the 
right of retreating within himself 
without anyone's intruding. Particu- 
larly harmful to the child is the sar- 
castic parent or teacher who, by ridi- 
culing him, takes advantage of his 
sensitivity and arouses a sense of fear 
or teacher. Next in line to the auto- 
cratic parent and in Mr. Minich's opin- 
in him. 

It is imperative that children think 
of their parents as being the finest 
people in the world. They must be- 
lieve that their parents have a funda- 
mental integrity.. In just that way- 
certain traditions, such as honesty, 
are built up. For as Mr. Minich im- 
pressed upon us the family tradition 
still remains one of the most power- 
ful influences on the life of a child. 

At the close of this" very stimulat- 
ing talk the parents went to their 
respective children's rooms and in- 
spected their work.

Last Friday afternoon at 12:39 the 
Fire Department was notified by the 
General Crushed Stone Company on 
East street that a nearby house was 
on fire. An alarm was sounded from 
Box 333 and Woburn was also noti- 
fied. 

When the local apparatus left the 
station the men could see the heavy 
smoke rising from the fire and as 
as they approached Holton street the 
flames from the burning building 
were easily seen.

The fire in the Regan home was 
thought to have been caused by an 
explosion in a range oil burner. * Mr. 
Regan who was alone in the house 
succeeded in getting safely out of 
the dwelling, but only just in time. 
He had to make his way to the Gen- 
eral Crushed Stone plant to give the 
alarm, permitting the fire to get a 
good start before apparatus rrom 
either Winchester or Woburn could 
respond to the call.

ent day. This region played an im- 
portant part in the early' history of 
this part of the country, and was ex- 
plored as early as 1028, and was then 
reported as "an uncouth wilderness, 
full of timber." In the days of the 
early settlers it served as an almost 
inexhaustible supply of wood, not on- 
ly for household use but for the ne- 
cessary fires for making bricks and 
distilling the famous Medford Rmn, 
A great deal was also used for shoe 
pegs and for building ships, for 
which Medford was famous 100 years 
ago. 

It was particularly interesting to 
know that in 1775-76 the wood was 
entirely cut off Pine Hill in Medford 
for Washington's Army camped 
around Boston, some as near as Win- 
ter Hill. 

It was a great privilege to hear 
such an interesting and authoritative 
account of this beauty spot. 

At the close of Mrs. Coolidge's talk 
delicious refreshments were served by 
Mrs. Frank E. Rowe and her commit- 
tee.

STATE NO LONGER LEADS 

Arthur W. Dean Talks of Koads 
Over W. C. O. P. 

Talking over the State's leading 
"Safety Station," WCOP, Arthur W. 
Dean, Chief Engineer of the State 
Planning Board,, for 25 years Thief 
Engineer of the State Highway De- 
partment, viewed with alarm the fact 
that this State no longer leads in 
good roads and highway safety. 

"Massachusetts was the first of 
these United States," he told WCOP's 
audience, in an address entitled 
" r 'ree\vays," "to definitely lay out and 
construct State highways, and for 
many years was so respected as a 
pioneer and leader that other States 
looked here for information to guide 
them in their efforts to give to the 
public the means of transport that 
the town's demanded." 

He told the radio audience that a 
"freeway" is a "highway over which 
abuttors have no right of light, air 
or access. In addition, it usually em- 
bodies a number or all of the follow- 
ing features: the separation of oppos- 
ing lanes of traffic by a planted cen- 
ter strip; the handling of intersec- 
ting traffic by grade separation or ro- 
tary traffic design; long and properly 
banked curves; bicycle and foot paths 
where necessary; accelerating and de- 
celerating lanes at all points of ac- 
cess, usually placed at considerable 
distances apart in order to avoid in- 
terruption of traffic." 

Continuing his remarks to WCOP's 
audience. Mr. Dean, whose home is 
at 60 Yale street, added: 

'"Paramount control of all public 
highways is an attribute of State 
sovereignty and hence the people, 
speaking through their legislative 
bodies, may regulate and may entirely 
control the establishment of highways 
whether they be county roads or state 
highways or city streets. It is quite 
proper then to conclude that with re- 
spect to the establishment of freeways 
the problem of intersecting or connert- 
insr roads or approaches being entirely 
within the sovereignty of the people, 
can be easily controlled by direct leg- 
islal ion." 

The radio audience heard the State 
Engineer go on: 

"Unless provision is made for the 
establishment of freeways, the wis- 
dom of constructing four and six-lane 
highways to accomodate through traf- 
fic is questionable, for it seems un- 
wise to spend the amount of money 
necessary for the building of wide 
highways when the benefits and re- 
sults to be accomplished are diverted 
by abutting property owners. 

Quoting figures as to the desirabil- 
iy of the freeway type of highway, 
Mr. Dean concluded: 

"This constitutes conclusive proof 
of the safety advantage of a freeway 
over the highway that is open to ac- 
cess along both sides, not mentioning 
the advantage of convenience for the 
millions of people driving over the 
highways."

The Februarv meeting of the Win- 
chester Branch of the National Econ- 
omy League was held at the home of 
Mrs. Edwin R. Rooney on Feb. 24. 

At the January meeting of the , 
League, Mrs. E. O. Horner, branch 
chairman, reported on the immediate 
bills to come before Congress. These 
were Neutrality, Re-armament, Re- ; 
organization and Social Security. I 
During the intervening period these j 
bills have come up for action in Con- 
gress, and Mrs. Horner gave a very \ 
interesting report on Congression.il j 
activity in regard to them. 

Mrs. Philip Woodward, N. E. Direc- | 
tor of the League, was guest speak- 
er. Her subject was "Government 
Employees," and under this title Mrs. 
Woodward discussed various phases I 
of government employment such as 
Civil Service and the problems ef 
patronage as related to Civil Service, 
tax exemption of government em- 
ployees, and the rise in government 
pay rolls. 

Some of the note- worthy points 
made by Mrs. Woodward are as fol- 
lows. On Government Employment: 
of all persons employed in this coun- 
try about 8^2 per cent are employed 
bv Federal, State and local Govern- 
ments and receive 12% per cent of 
all income received by employed per- 
sons in the country. These govern- 
ment workers form one of the most 
effective lobbies in Washington. Un- 
der the New Deal there has been an 
increase of from oOO.OOO to 8(50.000 
Federal employees. This does not 
include relief workers. 

In regard to Civil Service, Mrs. 
Woodward stated that as employment 
increases under Civil Service politi- 
cal patronage decreases. During the 
administrations of Presidents Wilson 
and Coolidge the number of govern- j 
merit employees under Civil Service ! 
gradually increased, and reached a 1 
hitrh point of 80. S during Mr. Hoov- | 
er's term. Today, with the increase 
in government employees noted above 
those under Civil Service make uo 
less than 60.5 per cent of Federal 
employees, in spite of the fact that 
Mr. Roosevelt promised to enlarge 
fhe scope of Civil Service. This, of 
course, makes possible greater politi- 
cal patronage. 

Following Mrs. Woodward's talk 
an open discussion was held.

The women of the Winchester Re- 
publican Club met Wednesday after- 
noon, March 1, at Watertieid Hal!. 
Mrs. Vincent Clarke, who has recent- 
ly returned from a southern trip, dis- 
cussed the nuisance of the sales tax 
tokens which are now used in many 
Southern states and which would be 
used in Massachusetts should the pro- 
posed sales tax be passed. 

Mrs. George Hatch, representing 
the educational committee told of sev- 
eral pending bills. She suggested that 
the Registering Bill is badly needed 
despite the expense because of the 
number of names on the voting lists 
not entitled to vote. She said that 
flood control had been found practi- 
cal by Governor Saltonstall and Sen- 
ator Walsh. In regard to the Federal 
bills, Mrs. Hatch said the new 
"streamlined" Reorganization Bill has 
had its major objectionable features re- 
moved. She told of the bill allowing 
1 0,000 refugee German children, un- 
der 14 years of age, to enter this 
country during 1039 and 1940. A con- 
sideration of Harry Hopkins "sweet 
singing" which has given hope to 
business, the search for the unifica- 
tion of the A. F. of L. and the C. I. O., 
and President Roosevelt's foreign pol- 
icy, which seeks to throw our influ- 
ence on the right side in case of war, 
concluded Mrs. Hatch's informative 
discussion. 

Rev. Thomas Thompson, chaplain 
of the Charlestown Navy Yard, told 
of the "Psychology of Having a Big 
Navy." Deploring the money neces- 
sary for a navy, which might be bet- 
ter used for better purposes, Rev- 
erend Thompson nevertheless insisted 
on our need for a navy large enough 
to give confidence t- the American 
citizen, confidence in the surety of 
protection for himself and his home, 
for the valuable rights and institu- 
tions of democracy. A big navy would 
insure the continuation of our nation 
as planned by its founders. It has 
positive value and constructiveness, 
standing for fair and righteous con- 
duct. Reverend Thompson said that 
the psychological effect of a big 
United States Navy on foreign dicta- 
tors would help to promote peacej 
Force is still the final arbitrator be- 
tween nations. W r e must demand 
peace and safety, and the expense of 
a large navy is a small price to pa|r. 

In discussing the arguments 
against a strong defence, Chaplain 
Thompson said that those who argued 
that spiritual force was superior to 
physical force and that a large navy 
would tend to encourage war had 
only to examine the records of Ameri- 
can history to find they were wrong. 
He presented one side «f the ques- 
tion and spoke with conviction and 
sincerity.

Mr. Basil Mathews of London, 
England, will be the Forum Leader 
at the Young People's Forum of the 
First Congregational Church during 
the month of March.

NEW WINDOW AT EPIPHANY 

Memorial to Miss Florence McPhee 
Dedicated Sunday 



The large stained glass window in 
the chancel of the Church of the 
Epiphany, given by members of her 
family in memory of Miss Florence 
McPhee, a member and benefactor of 
the church, was dedicated at the 11 
o'clock service of morning prayer 
last Sunday. The dedication prayers 
were read and the acceptance of the 
window made bv the rector honorarius, 
Rev John W. "Suter, D. D., of Bos- 
ton. The rector, Rev. Dwight W. 
Hadley, preached the dedication ser- 
mon and the scripture lessons were 
read by Rev. William S. Packer, 
whose spirit of service has been so 
helpful to the Epiphany through the 
years. 

The venerable Dr. Suter conducted 
the dedication standing before the al- 
tar, beneath the beautiful window, 
with its jewel-like blues and reds 
glowing above the subdued shades in 
the tapestries of the reredos and pro- 
jecting its rich coloring through the 
chancel and transept to the nave, 
where, despite the bad weather, a 
large congregation had assembled. 

In that congregation were old par- 
ishioners who, thrilling to the beauty 
of the fine new window, felt an an- 
swering thrill in seeing once more the 
Rector Honorarius before the altar of 
the church, toward the building of 
which he was such a vital force. 

The rector, Rev. Mr. Hadley, in his 
dedication sermon, spoke of the sound- 
ness of church ornamentation as a 
stimulus to worship, and traced brief- 
ly the efforts of the church to make 
its places of worship beautiful from 
the days when early (Christians 
traced rude pictures upon the walls 
of their secret chapels in the cata- 
combs of Rome. Continuing, the rec- 
tor paid tribute to those who built 
the Church of the Epiphany, which 
he described as an excellent example 
of Gothic beauty and simplicity, add- 
ing that he liked to think of them as 
members of a great army of builders 
who had enriched and beautified 
church buildings through the ages. 

Referring to the new window and 
tf> her in whose memory it had been 
placed in the church, Mr. Hadley felt 
that its obvious beauty would prove 
more than a mere physical asset, but 
that it would also lift the minds of 
those who see it to the worship of 
God, to whose service the whole 
church is dedicated. 

An appropriate musical setting for 
the service was provided by the 
vested choir under the direction of 
Enos Held, the choristers singing a 
festival "Te Deum" by Dudley Buck, 
and at the offertory, the anthems, 
"With God" by Dr. Francis W. Snow 
and "Open Our Eyes."

trip by airplane through Hispanic 
America. 

"South America." said Dr. Sharp, 
"is a rich and fertile country, with a 
wealth of natural resources, but re- 
nuires outside aid in its development. 
If the United States docs not step in 
and proffer that, aid quickly, some 
European country will, and, if the 
successful bidder in this assistance 
problem be one of the dictator coun- 
tries, it will mean an end to the 
friendly relations that have existed 
so long between the Americas." Dr. 
Sharp emphasized this point by quot- 
ing facts and figures on the most re- 
cent attempts by both Germany and 
Italy in building up tangible evidence 
of their faith and good will. These 
included pictures of the museums and 
rare gifts of art presented to various 
cities by Germany and Italy, and pic- 
tures of school children being trained 
to give the 'Heil Hitler" salute upon 
leaving their class rooms at noon 
time. 

"These Americas." Dr. Sharp con- 
cluded, "a"e one — the opening of the 
Panama Canal did not divide them, 
rather did it bind them more closely 
commercially. Every country in this 
hemisphere enjoys the democratic 
form of government and no country 
is, at the present time, bearincr arms 
for the protection of that democraev. 
The future of South America holds 
much promise and the more closely it 
is linked with that of the United 
States, the more mutually advan- 
tageous it will be. The success of the 
recent Pan-American Conference is 
apparent; it is only through such 
friendly get-togethers that interna- 
tional problems will be ironed out 
and the paths toward mutual aiil be- 
tween the Americas be more firmly 
established." 

Dr. Sharp was introduced by Mrs. 
Robert A. Reynolds. President of the 
Fortnightly, who presided at the 
meeting. 



The newly dedicated window com- 
pletes the series long ago planned 
for the chancel of the church. 

Epiphany, the Manifestation of 
Christ to the Gentiles, typifies the 
wideness of God's love, the mission- 
ary spirit; and the windows of the 
church strive to tell the story of 
Christianity's spread throughout the 
world. The tapestry over the altar 
depicts the first Epiphany, the wise 
men from afar worshipping the In- 
fant Jesus, a.nd since the story is so 
closely connected with the story of 
the Nativity, the new window above 
the altar has taken the Nativity as its 
theme. 

In the upper section of the centre 
lancet an angel with a shining cross 
typifies the power of God. Surround- 
ing this angel, in the top sections of 
the other four lancets, as well as in 
the tracery, the heavenly host is 
symbolized "praising God and say- 
ing 'Glory to God in the highest.'" 

Below in the three centre lancets 
are shown the shepherds silhouetted 
against clear blue, symbolizing heav- 
en. 

In the two outer lancets stand two 
evangelists, chosen as those whose 
gospels give us the stories of the 
Nativity and of the Visitation of the 
Wise Men; in the right St. Matthew 
with the symbolic angel in the back- 
ground, in the left St. Luke with the 
winged ox. 

The five predellae contain in small- 
er scale the Annunciation, the Visita- 
tion, the Flight Into Egypt, the 
Presentation in the Temple, and 
Christ Among the Doctors. 

The artist and designer, Mr. Wil- 
liam Herbert Burnham, working with 
the architect of the church, Mr. Pat- 
terson Smith, has created a window 
of great beauty. The design uses the 
rich and glowing color typical of the 
Middle Ages, yet this has been 
brought into harmony with the more 
delicate loth century windows of the 
church by means of the lace-like 
Gothic canopies of silvery white and 
gold which frame each lancet.

We interviewed 
Town Engineer Parker Holbrook about 
it Tuesday, and he admitted he didn't 
know a thing about it. And this mag- 
nificent" engineering project under 
construction since last November.

Present indications would lead one 
to believe that Mondays town election 
will be one of the most quiet seen in 
Winchester for some time. Close fol- 
lowers of local politics seem to feel 
that the vote will be light, despite 
the fact that there is a contest for 
school committee, a condition that 
usually results in plenty of activity 
at the polls. The fact that there is 
but one vacancy on the Roard of Se- 
lectmen this year, and but two can- 
didates running for the office, is 
probably responsible for what has 
thus far been an apathetic attitude 
on the part of the voters. This lack 
of interest is to be deplored. Any 
vote that is not representative is not 
convincing, and alike unsatisfactory 
to both the town and the candidates, 
successful and unsuccessful. We all 
owe it to ourselves, to the town and 
to those who offer themselves for 
public office to express our prefer- 
ences at the polls. We surely have 
no right to grumble at the results 
if we do not do so. 



Many people in the center wondered 
why the water was so high in the riv- 
er this past week. It seems that the 
United States Geological Survey is 
putting in a dam at the foot of Mys- 
tic avenue which will raise the level 
of river greatly, especially along 
Manchester Field. This dam is an ex- 
pensive affair of concrete and work- 
men have been at work on it a good 
part of the winter. The survey's pur- 
pose is to install a meter whieh will 
keep a record of just how much water 
passes down the Aberjona every day 
in the year. Just what good this rec- 
ord will do anyone is beyond compre- 
hension as there are no mills on the 
river now. When the town purchased 
the Whitney Mills and dams they also 
acquired the water rights. In the 
olden days an agreement was made 
with the Whitney family about the 
level of the river and a copper bolt 
was imbedded in the stone work of 
the bridge which takes the Metropol- 
itan Parkway over the river where it 
enters the upper Mystic Lake. This 
bolt is still in place and it is said this 
agreement was that the level of the 
river should never be above it as it 
backed the water up on the Whitney 
mill race. Another matter to be con 



sidered is that canoes will not be able j 
to come up the river to the center or ' 
to Manchester Field without being 
carried around this new dam. The la v 
also requires fish ladders or weirs be 
constructed when the natural flow of 
a river is obstructed so that fish can 
go up streams but on provision is be- 
ing made for one at the new dam. I 
would seem that Winchester should 
have been consulted before a dam was 
built in a residential section. 

That Washington master mind, 
Harry Hopkins, has now extended the 
lett hand of fellowship to business.

"Senior member- 
ship" being defined as follows: a sen- 
ior member in a Rotary club will be 
a non-classified member who has been 
an active Rotarian for 20 or more 
years or who has reached the age of 
6.") after having been an active Ro- 
tarian for at least five years.

WHAT'S AHEAD FOR MASSACHUSETTS

Massachusetts this year faces a 
serious situation from the standpoint 
of taxes. 

It is vitally serious to the small 
home owner who may be forced into, 
the growing ranks of the thousands 
who have lost their property because 
they were unable to pay steadily in- 
creasing tax bills. 

It is equally serious to rentpayers 
who ultimately must dig down for 
their share of taxes, disguised as 
rent. 

It is serious to merchants and 
manufacturers who provide employ- 
ment for labor. 

And it is increasingly serious to 
towns and cities which find more and 
more citizens abandoning property or 
tearing down old buildings rather 
than continuing to pay confiscatory 
taxes. Why has so critical a situation 
arisen ? 

In the early days of the country, 
government was simple. Folks were 
close to it and understood it. Today 
it has developed into a great com- 
plex piece of machinery so far be- 
yond the understanding of the aver- 
age person that he does not know 
what to do to help himself. With loss 
of understanding of government has 
gone loss of control. 

Our democratic government today 
is made up of three elements: 

1. Self-seeking minority elements 
asking special advantage at the ex- 
pense of other persons. 

2. The political element, whose 
chief desire seems to be to perpetuate 
itself and its party in office regard- 
less of the expense to the taxpayer. 

3. The great inarticulate majority, 
sitting back helplessly, neither try- 
ing 1 to understand government nor to 
protect themselves. In this group in- 
dividuals alone can do nothing but 
when organised they can have any 
kind of government they want. 

This year Massachusetts citizens 
are facing some of the most difficult 
problems of generations. 

In the last decade, the cost of gov- 
ernment in Massachusetts — state, 
countv, city and town — has risen from 
$326,000,000 to over $415,000,000 a 
v,. n - Tb-t m* M »n« that it is costing 
us more than $1,000,000 a day to be 
""• •"•ned (not even counting Federal 
costs). 

And that is where we begin to see 
tho proportion of our problem. 

Why are costs increasing? There 
are several reasons: 

1. Government is performing more 
and more services: A new board set 
up to control this or that. A health 
department takes in more work, per- 
haps essential, or perhaps not. A 
school department gives more evening 
vocational courses. The state con- 
siders creation of a new hospital. A 
town for the first time undertakes to 
collect rubbish. A city buys a private 
water system or establishes a hos- 
pital. 



2. Government is doing more of 
what it has done: A city doubles its 
engineering staff; the state extends 
welfare to include old-age assistance, 
later drops the age limit and in- 
creases the amounts paid out. A town 
borrows heavily to extend its water 
mains farther into the country. 

3. Government often has tolerated 
more and more inefficiency, more and 
more patronage, more and more an- 
tiquated equipment, and even more 
ami more costly corruption. 

4. Salaries have been going up 
over a period of years. 

5. Hours of work of public em- 
ployes have been coming down. Us- 
ually that requires hiring additional 
help, and in a decade that means mil- 
lions of dollars in new taxes. 

Some of these new costs are neces- 
sary. Some are desirable if they can 
be afforded. Some are extravagant, 
and some must not be tolerated. But 
all contribute to the rising cost of 
government and of your taxes. 

In the last 20 years, no real effort 
has been made by public officials to 
reduce the cost of government by 
eliminating unnecessary and waste- 
ful expense that has crept in through 
acts of political expediency and under 
pressure from minority groups. 

Today the taxpayer — and every- 
body pays taxes — must start not by 
screaming about the cost of govern- 
ment but by intelligently diagnosing 
the situation and then making the 
necessary reductions without destroy- 
ing the functions of a department 
whose services have become vital to 
the people. 

That is why the third element in 
the community — the vast, unorgan- 
ized majority which pays the bills — 
must organize to protect itself and 
to hold its government on an even 
keel. 

That is the purpose of the Taxpay- 
ers Associations in the towns and 
cities of Massachusetts — to provide 
a common meeting point where side 
by side the citizens of this state can 
grapple with their common problem, 
not as rabble-rousers but as intelli- 
gent human beings who first obtain 
the facts and then act on those facts 
logically and sanely.

One can well imagine that the name 
"Goodwill," as applied to these work- 
shops, is not a misnomer. In a place, 
where so much optimism, cheer and 
gratitude abound, it is only natural 
that there should be a feeling of "good- 
will toward men." In fact, a number 
of visitors have spoken of our Good- 
will Workshops as the "Singing 
Workshops." An earnest invitation 

and a cordial welcome await all of 
those who will take the time to go 
through these interesting buildings of 
Morgan Memorial. Well instructed 
guides are always available and liter- 
ature is provided which goes into de- 
tail as to the various phases of this 
great enterprise, which, during 1937, 
paid out over $7,500 every week in 
opportunity labor and relief.

Freedom Available to All 

In this age, thousands of people 
the world over are rejoicing that 
through the splritual-mlndedness of 
a New England gentlewoman, Mary 
Baker Eddy, the Discoverer and 
Pounder of Christian Science, they 
also have been able to attain the 
spiritual understanding with which 
to prove for themselves that the 
"Spirit of the Lord" Is as present 
now as In Biblical times; and that 
It Is able to liberate mortals from 
slavery to the material senses and 
from the dens and furnaces of sin, 
sickness, disease, death, limitation, 
unhappiness, and all the evils that 
are claiming to hold humanity in 
bondage. 

Just as the "angel of the Lord" 
came to Peter when he lay m prison, 
bound with chains, and awakened 
him, lifted him up, and led him to 
freedom, so this "angel of the Lord" 
— Christian Science — comes to sut- 
ferlng humanity in their prisons of 
fear, awakens them to their true 
selfhood, lifts their thought above 
material sense evidence, breaks the 
chains of wrong thinking, and leads 
them to freedom. Thus they are 
able to say with Paul, "The law of 
the Spirit of life in Christ Jesus 
hath made me free from the law of 
sin and death." 

Freedom the Result of Right 
Thinking 

The Master told those who ac- 
cepted and understood his teaching: 
"If ye continue In my word, then 
are ye my disciples indeed; and ye 
shall know the truth, and the truth 
shall make you free." What a glori- 
ous promise! And it applies to his 
followers throughout all time. But 
let us also remember to keep the 
condition clearly in thought, since 
the fulfillment of the promise de- 
pends upon our complying with the 
condition. Christian Science is in 
perfect accord with this wonderful 
statement, as it not only teaches 
that freedom is the result of right 
or spiritual thinking, but it also 
makes it clear that all discord is the 
result of wrong thinking. 

Unfortunately, the true meaning 
of Jesus' statement has not been 
understood by most men. Conse- 
quently they have believed that in 
order to enjoy a greater measure of 
freedom they must overcome some- 
thing material, such as germs, ad- 
verse material conditions, limiting 
circumstances or laws, evil persons 
or things. And in order to accom- 
plish this, they have resorted to ma- 
terial means and methods, such as 
drugs, and force, and when these 
have failed, they have regarded 
themselves as the hopeless victims 
of whatever was claiming to hold 
them in bondage. Is not all of this 
the exact opposite of the teaching 
of the Master? 

Jesus the Exemplar 

Is there anyone better qualified to 
instruct mortals how to attain free- 
dom than Christ Jesus? Certainly 
no one has so thoroughly demon- 
strated man's God-given dominion 
and freedom as did he; and he did 
this for our guidance, that we might 
follow his glorious example and do 
likewise. He overcame diseases of 
all types, usually healing them in- 
stantaneously. He freed men from 
sin, overcame lack and the limita- 
tions of gravity and distance, si- 
lenced the storm, and raised the 
dead. He conclusively proved the 
insubstantiality of matter when he 
entered the room, "the doors being 
•hut."

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When th* Master overcame death 
and the grave for himself and rose 
above the perception of the material 
senses in what is called the ascen- 
sion, he proved man's full dominion 
over and complete freedom from 
every phase of materiality and evil. 
And he accomplished all of this 
through spiritual thinking, through 
his understanding of the true nature 
of God and man. Could he have 
given more positive proof that this 
Is the true way to freedom? 

Importance of Healing; 

Christ Jesus understood and 
taught the great spiritual facts 01 
real being. Often these were plainly 
stated, but at other times he taught 
by parables and works, and the 
spiritual truths which these contain, 
as well as his direct teaching, must 
be discerned through spiritual sense, 
rather than through the human In- 
tellect. We can thank God that 
each individual has spiritual sense, 
and that therefore he can grasp the 
spiritual truth with which to work 
out his own salvation; hence all can 
be, must be, saved. In his real 
being, each one has spiritual sense 
without measure, but humanly 
speaking, we seem to have it in 
widely varying degrees, although we 
may increase it daily through con- 
scientious study and prayer. 

As a result of this variation in 
mankind's ability to grasp spiritual 
truth, there have been, and still are, 
many conflicting opinions as to the 
correct interpretation of what Jesus 
taught. But Jesus did not leave his 
teaching at the mercy of human 
opinion, for he provided his follow- 
ers throughout all time with a 
definite standard by which to test 
the correctness of their understand- 
ing, when he said, "He that be- 
lieveth on me"— that is, he who 
understands my teaching— "the 
works that I do shall he do also." 

In the measure that one correctly 
understands the Master's teaching, 
he must do the works that he did, 
for the works are inseparable from 
spiritual understanding and consti- 
tute its proof. This is why healing 
is an essential element of Christi- 
anity, an element that is being re- 
stored to it by Christian Science. 
Christian healing indicates that 
thought is being spiritualized, that 
spiritual sense and spiritual under- 
standing are being increased, and 
that the regeneration is taking place 
to which Jesus referred when he 
told Nicodemus, "Except a man be 
born again, he cannot see the 
kingdom of God." On page 150 of 
the Christian Science textbook, 
"Science and Health with Key to the 
Scriptures," Mrs. Eddy states that 
"the mission of Christian Science 
now, as in the time of Its earlier 
demonstration, is not primarily one 
of physical healing." Referring to 
the physical healings, she adds, 
"But these signs are only to demon- 
strate its divine origin, — to attest 
the reality of the higher mission of 
the Christ-power to take awav the 
sins of the world." 

There is little doubt but that most 
people take up the study of Chris- 
tian Science for physical healing — 
often as a last resort. This was true 
In my own case. When a boy of 
fifteen, I suddenly became totally 
deaf in one ear and practically so 
In the other, due to the eardrums 
being injured by abscesses. Al- 
though quite prejudiced toward 
what I thought Christian Science 
to be, I turned to It for healing 
after a specialist had informed me 
that even an operation would not 
help me. Ten days after beginning 
the study of Science and Health 
and requesting treatment lrom a 
Christian Science practitioner, the 
hearing suddenly returned; and 
subsequent examination showed the 
eardrums to be in perfect condition. 

There is common belief that heal- 
ing through spiritual means was a 
special dispensation to Christ Jesus 
and his immediate disciples, and 
that it ceased with them. But ac- 
cording to authentic historical ac- 
counts, the earlv Christians con- 
tinued to prove their understanding 
of Jesus' teaching by healing the 
sick as well as the sinning, and by 
often raising the dead, tor nearly 
three hundred years following his 
ministry. Then the Christian church 
became temporally powerful, ma- 
teriality crept in. and the spiritual 
sense of the Master's words and 
works was lost, and with it was lost 
the power to heal. 

The Discoverer and Founder 

It was this spiritual meaning of 
Christ Jesus' words and works that 
Mary Baker Eddy discovered in the 
year 1866. when she was apparently 
at the point of death as the result 
of an injury. Deeply religious from 
early childhood, it was natural tor 
her to turn to God in her hour of 
need. While some friends, who had 
come to see her for what they be- 
lieved to be the last time, were wait- 
ing in an adjoining room, Mrs. Eddy 
opened her Bible to the account of 
Jesus' healing of the palsied man, 
and as she read it her consciousness 
was so flooded With the revelation 
of Truth that she was immediatefy 
healed. She arose, dressed herself, 
and joined her friends, much to 
their consternation and amazement. 

For twenty years prior to this ex- 
perience, Mrs. Eddy had believed 
that all physical effects must trace 
back to a mental cause, and her 
healing made her certain of it. Re- 
ferring to this in her brief autobi- 
ography, "Retrospection and Intro- 
spection." she writes (p. 24), "I 
gained the scientific certainty that 
all causation was Mind, and every 
effect a mental phenomenon." Re- 
lating her next steps, she continues: 
"I then withdrew trcm society about 
three years, — to ponder my mission, 
to search the Scriptures, to find the 
Science of Mind that should take 
the things of God and show them to 
the creature, and reveal the great 
curative Principle, — Deity. 

"The Bible was my textbook. It 
answered my questions as to how I 
was healed; but the Scriptures had 
to me a new meaning, a new tongue. 
Their spiritual signification ap- 
peared; and I apprehended for the 
first time, in their spiritual mean- 
ing. Jesus' teaching and demonstra- 
tion, and the Principle and rule of 
spiritual Science and metaphysical 
healing— in a word, Christian 
Science." 

Mrs. Eddy thoroughly tested her 
discovery according to the Master's 
standard, proving it by many re- 
markable healings before giving it 
to the world. Then in 1875. having 
reduced this divine revelation to a 
system that could be comprehended 



by the thought of this age, she made 

it available to all mankind through 
her great work, "Science and Health 
with Key to the Scriptures." 

But this by no means completed 
Mrs. Eddy's mission. In addition to 
writing several shorter works, she 
taught this Science to several thou- 
sand students, enabling them to heal 
successfully; and she founded the 
Church of Christ, Scientist, and its 
vitally important periodicals: The 
Christian Science Journal, published 
each month, the foreign-language 
Heralds, the Christian Science 
Sentinel, published each week, and 
that great daily newspaper, The 
Christian Science Monitor. In order 
to accomplish these great works, 
which have blessed and are blessing 
untold thousands, Mrs. Eddy en- 
dured the severest sort of hardships, 
persecution, and calumny, but her 
great love for God and humanity 
enabled her to triumph over them 
all. 

Since a right concept of the mes- 
senger is essential to a correct 
understanding cf the message, the 
individual who is Just beginning the 
study of Christian Science will find 
it helpful to read Mrs. Eddy's auto- 
biography, "Retrospection and In- 
trospection," and one or all of her 
authorized biographies, which may 
be obtained in any Christian Sci- 
ence Reading Room. And if any 
student of Christian Science feels 
discouraged, or if he Is listening to 
error's subtle argument, "What's the 
use?" may I recommend that he 
reread one of these biographies. As 
he again considers the obstacles 
with which Mrs. Eddy had to con- 
tend when she was the only Chris- 
tian Scientist in the world, and the 
wonderful way In which they were 
overcome through her understand- 
ing of the Christ, Truth, I am sure 
that he will gain fresh courage and 
strength to press on to victory. 

The Master said, "By their fruits 
ye shall know them." By the fruits 
oi her great works, measured In 
hundreds of thousands of healings 
and regenerated lives, the world is 
coming to recognize Mary Baker 
Eddy as the Discoverer and Founder 
or the greatest religion movement 
since the days of tlu Galilean 
Prophet. 

Knowing God Aright 

The spiritual illumination, which 
Mrs. Eddy s writings throw upon the 
words and works of Christ Jesus 
and the other inspired writings of 
the Bible, enables the sincere seeker 
to understand the spiritual truth 
about God and man which they con- 
tain, and to demonstrate this in his 
own experience through overcoming 
sin, sickness, and other phases of 
mortal discord. Since wrong think- 
ing, which produces apparent dis- 
cord, is due to ignorance of God, and 
since right or spiritual thinking, 
which frees mortals from inharmony 
of every kind, is based on a correct 
understanding of Him, nothing can 
be of greater importance to you and 
to me— to all mankind— than to 
know God aright. 

There seem to be many widely 
divergent views as to the true na- 
ture of Deity, and each of these has 
its adherents among good people 
who sincerely feel that they are 
knowing Him aright. But it is quite 
apparent that all of these contra- 
dictory concepts cannot js true. 
There Is but one God; hence there 
can be only one correct understand- 
ing of Him. 

All Christians agree that the truth 
about God is to be found in the 
Bible, but since many passages of 
Scripture seem to attribute to Him 
that which is utterly contradictory 
to His nature as defined by other 
passages, a correct interpretation, a 
key. Is needed to give men the true 
meaning of the Bible and to clear 
up these seeming contradictions. 
And this is what "Science and 
Health with Key to the Scriptures" 
does, as its name implies. It pro- 
vides the spiritual interpretation of 
the Bible, which reveals its spiritual 
meaning, the spiritual truth which 
is applicable to the healing of all 
types of error. And the Bible of 
which I am speaking is the King 
James Version, used by most Protes- 
tant churches. Christian Scientists 
do not have a new Bible, but they 
find that Science and Health makes 
the Bible a new book to them; and 
they study these two textbooks 
daily with the assistance of the 
Lesson-Sermon, contained In the 
Christian Science Quarterly. 

The Christian Science definition 
of God is not only in complete ac- 
cord with inspired Scripture, but it 
also satisfies the reason and is sub- 
ject to proof, which establishes its 
correctness beyond cavil. On page 
465 of Science and Health, in answer 
to the question "What is God?" we 
read, "God is Incorporeal, divine, 
supreme, infinite Mind, Spirit, Soul, 
Principle, Life, Truth, Love." These 
terms are synonymous, and refer- 
ring to them in the following para- 
graph, Mrs. Eddy writes, "They refer 
to one absolute God. They are also 
Intended to express the nature, 
essence, and wholeness of Deity." 

Knowing God by such terms is not 
new. Four of them— Spirit. Truth. 
Life, and Love — are used in this way 
in the Bible, and the others are 
clearly Implied. However, one does 
not have to blindly believe this 
Christianly scientific definition, he 
has only to make it his starting 
point, the basis of his thinking, and 
in the degree that he does so, the 
results will prove to his complete 
satisfaction that he is knowing God 
aripht. 

Throughout the ages the tendency 
of mankind has been to limit the 
All-in-all. Mortals, in the error of 
their belief, have reversed the 
Scriptures and have conceived God 
as like a human being, as outlined 
and circumscribed, as changeable 
and partial, as knowing and em- 
ploying evil, and so on, although all 
such beliefs are quite contrary to 
His nature as revealed by the in- 
spired word of the Bible. Is it any 
wonder that they have failed to 
recognize Him as their "refuge and 
strength, a very present help in 
trouble"? 

Seven Synonyms for God 

God is infinite, one, but each of 
the seven synonyms — Mind, Spirit, 
Soul, Principle, Life, Truth, Love- 
enables us to consider His nature 
from a different aspect and thus to 
gain an understanding of His one- 
ness — His wholeness. Consequently 
these terms are of the greatest im- 
portance and inerit the thoughtful 
consideration of both the beginner 
and the more experienced student. 



They free us from false, limited. 

finite concepts of God and enable us 
to understand Kim as infinite and 
incorporeal, as omnipresent and 
ever available. 

Every Christian believes God to 
be all-knowing; that is, infinitely 
intelligent. It is evident that a 
finite, limited mind cannot be in- 
finitely Intelligent, and it is equally 
clear that Infinite Mind cannot be 
outlined, limited, or circumscribed, 
but must be Incorporeal, filling all 
space— must be All-ln-all. Infinite 
Mind can be possessed by nothing 
but itself, so it follows that Mind is 
God. And since Mind, God, is in- 
finite, there Is but one Mind and its 
infinite ideas, all of which are per- 
fect, for a perfect Mind cannot 
create an imperfect idea. Hence any 
belief in Imperfection has no place 
In Infinite Mind. In true conscious- 
ness, and this spiritual fact gives us 
dominion over such beliefs. 

Christ Jesus taught: "God is a 
Spirit: and they that worship him 
must worship him in spirit and in 
truth." To know God as Spirit frees 
us from the belief in matter and its 
supposititious effects— sin, sickness, 
and death. Christian Science re- 
veals Spirit as true substance, and 
since Spirit Is infinite it Is the only 
substance, indivisible and indestruct- 
ible. Therefore, only that which is 
spiritual is really substantial, and 
whatever Is real reflects the sub- 
stance of Spirit. Since matter is 
the opposite of Spirit, which is real 
and substantial, matter must be un- 
real and insubstantial, a false sense 
of substance — an Illusion. Conse- 
quently, whatever claims to be in or 
of matter must likewise be untrue 
and unreal— substanceless. Sin, dis- 
ease, and death are not spiritual, 
but claim origin, existence, and 
manifestation in matter; and by 
this very claim they are doomed to 
nothingness. 

A case that came to my attention 
some time ago illustrates the effec- 
tiveness of the truths we have just 
considered. A bone became lodged in 
the throat of a student of Christian 
Science, causing considerable dis- 
comfort. When the claim was not 
met after several hours, the student 
examined his thought more closely 
and perceived that he was listening 
somewhat to the subtle suggestion 
that there was something material 
that needed to be removed. He then 
vigorously affirmed the allness of 
Spirit, realizing that Spirit Is the 
Infinite and only substance, In which 
there is no discordant, irritating, or 
obstructive element. In a few min- 
utes he noticed that the claim had 
entirely disappeared, although he 
had had no sense of swallowing the 
bone, nor did it come out through 
the mouth. 

Many people are suffering today 
from the belief that they possess a 
personal, finite soul, which has 
sinned and therefore has been con- 
demned to everlasting punishment, 
although the sin has long since been 
repented of and forsaken. Christian 
Science destroys such bondage by 
revealing God as infinite Soul, which 
man has by reflection. This Soul is 
never in a material body, never sins, 
is never lost, and never dies. It is 
material sense that sins, and this 
false sense is to be put off and re- 
placed by spiritual sense. And when 
the sense of sin is destroyed, there 
is nothing to cause suffering, for sin 
punishes itself. Soul Is infinite, di- 
vine consciousness, in which there 
is no sense of sin or suffering. 

The Bible teaches that God is ine 
only cause or creator, that He gov- 
erns His creation, and that "In him 
we live, and move, and have our 
being." The term Principle, as used 
by Mrs. Eddy, embraces this con- 
cept of God as the only cause, In- 
cluding and governing its every 
effect. The understanding of God 
as Principle gives us a standard by 
which we may te.n everything that 
comes to our consciousness claiming 
to be true and real. Whatever does 
not trace back to Principle has no 
cause, no existence, no intelligence, 
no presence, no power nor influence. 
It has no activity and no person, 
place, nor thing through which to 
act as subject or object. This enables 
us to see it as impersonal error and 
to turn to Principle for the right 
idea with which to correct it. Then 
it has no power over us, but we have 
dominion over it. for we are able to 
reduce it to nothing. 

And what freedom Is made pos- 
sible to us through knowing God as 
infinite Life— the only Life, without 
beginning and without end! This 
enables us to understand that birth, 
growth, underdevelopment or over- 
dc ^lopment, age, decay, discord, 
dissolution, sin, disease, and death 
are no part of real being, since all 
being Is of God. Hence they have no 
real existence, and their claim to 
exist, being false, baseless, and 
powerless, is destroyed by spiritually 
understanding this truth. 

As we understand God to be 
Truth, we are able to prove man's 
dominion over and freedom from 
whatever is unlike God. Since God 
Is infinite Truth, everything true or 
real must emanate from Him, and 
He does not create His unllkeness. 
Therefore, whatever Is unlike Him 
Is untrue and unreal. And since 
God Is good, only that which is 
good is true and real. Hence all evil 
is untrue, unreal, and exists only as 
belief, as illusion or error. These 
truths do not lead Christian Scien- 
tists to ignore the claims of evil, but 
rather enable them to recognize the 
falsity of these claims, which are 
then replaced with spiritual ideas. 



Is nothing to fear. The very fact 
we seem to be afraid of something 
establishes Its unreality. lor it 
proves tnat it is not of Love, God, 
and so has no cause, no existence, 
no intelligence, no Identity, and no 
power nor taw to support It. And 
when we understand this about 
whatever claims to frighten us, we 
have dominion over It and are free 
from fear. 



Perhaps nothing brings such com- 
fort to the human heart as the 
understanding that God Is Infinite 
Love, for to realize the allness of 
Love destroys fear, envy, jealousy, 
and hate, which seem to be Me root 
of so much of humanity's suffering. 
In his first epistle. John declares, 
"God Is love," and "There Is no lear 
In love; but perfect love casteth out 
fear." What a wonderful change 
would take place in this world If all 
fear were to be cast out! A large 
percentage of mankind's troubles 
result from fear of sin, sickness, 
death, unemployment, loss, lack, old 
age, lumtation, Imposition, injustice, 
con. tion, domination, war, and 
the h— a; and the removal of the 
fear brings freedom from Its evil 
effects. And this freedom is avaU- 
able to each one now through under- 
standing God as divine Love. 

Love is the essential Principle of 
the universe, eternally giving to its 
creation, always blessing all of its 
Ideas. Since all that really exists 
must reflect or express Love, there 



The Truth about Man 

We have considered briefly the 
seven synonyms for God, and we 
have seen how understanding Hun 
by these terms frees us from false 
concepts of Him and gives us do- 
minion over the erroneous beliefs 
based on such concepts. Now let us 
see how this understanding of the 
true nature of God enables us to 
know the true nature of man— the 
truth that Is able to liberate us 
from every form of human bondage. 

If this material sense of man as 
sinning, sick, limited In every re- 
spect, were true, to know this could 
not possibly help him. As a matter 
of fact, this is just what mortals 
have been doing for centuries, but 
it has not set them free and never 
will. Yet the Master said, "Ye shall 
know the truth, and the truth shall 
make you free." Since the under- 
standing of the truth about man 
sets us free from the claims of error, 
the truth must be that we are free 
now, that we always have been and 
always shall be free, and that this 
sense of ourselves as material and 
in bondage to this or that form of 
error Is false, a mistaken concept of 
man, which the true Idea corrects. 

Christian Science reveals man as 
the object of God's love, perfect m 
every respect. Could God possibly 
express more love for man than to 
create him in His own image and 
likeness? For as the image of God, 
man has, by reflection, all that God 
Is The Father could give nothing 
more to His beloved son than this. 
And being omnipotent Love, it fol- 
lows that God maintains man 
eternally in His likeness, for to do 
less would be contrary to the nature 
of Love. 

A correct understanding or the 
term "image and likeness" removes 
all possibility of conceiving or man 
as material, fallen, sinning, sick— as 
less perfect than God or unlike Him 
in any respect. And a correct under- 
standing of the term is essential to 
the successful practice of Christian 
Science. 

An image and likeness, being the 
perfect reflection of Its original, 
must be exactly like It in quality; 
hence man, God's Image, perfectly 
reflects every quality of Mind, 
Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, Truth, 
and Love. For example, as the like- 
ness of Mind, he reflects Infinite in- 
telligence; as the image of Spirit, he 
Is altogether spiritual; as the reflec- 
tion of Soul, he Is sinless and im- 
mortal; in the likeness of Principle, 
he reflects the one government; as 
the perfect expression of Life, he is 
healthy, holy, and harmonious; as 
the image of Truth, his perfection 
is immutable; and as the reflection 
of Love, he is altogether lovely, lov- 
ing, and lovable. 

The real man is the perfect and 
full expression of God's being; and 
as such, he is inseparable from Him, 
just as the rays of the sun reflect 
the sun and are inseparable from it. 
The sun cannot exist without its 
rays, for without them it would 
cease to be the sun; nor can the 
rays exist without the sun. In like 
manner, God and man are insepa- 
rable and coexist a.s Father and son, 
cause and effect, Principle and idea 
— each being essential to the other. 

Referring to the ideas constituting 
the real and perfect creation, Mrs. 
Eddy writes, "These ideas range 
from the infinitesimal to infinity, 
and the highest ideas are the sons 
and daughters of God" (ibid., p. 
503). As the highest idea of God, 
man includes or embodies all right 
Ideas. God perfectly controls man 
and all the ideas which man in- 
cludes; and man reflects the do- 
minion of Mind. 

Man in the ima^e and likeness of 
God is your true individuality and 
mine— the true individuality or 
everyone— and we want to keep this 
clearly in thought as we discuss the 
true nature of man. What we are 
discerning to be true about God s 
image and likeness is the truth about 
each of us right now. We do not 
have two selfhoods, one material 
and imperfect and the other spirit- 
ual and perfect. We have only the 
one— our true individuality as the 
image of God— and whatever is un- 
like this real man exists merely as 
a false sense of man, a counterfeit 
mentality. 

Individual man, God's likeness, is 
an individual spiritual conscious- 
ness, ever at one with and reflecting 
the divine Mind; therefore man Is 
conscious as God Is conscious, he 
knows as God knows. Since God 
knows only His own ideas, which 
are good, spiritual, healthy, har- 
monious, perfect, and immortal, that 
is all that individual man can really 
know or experience. 

So we see that the real man's con- 
sciousness is free irom all carnal 
thinking — from all beliefs In matter, 
sin, sickness, death, limitation, and 
the like; for these beliefs have no 
place In spiritual consciousness, but 
exist only as phenomena of a sup- 
posititious mortal mind. Since all 
error Is nothing, to be conscious of 
error Is to be conscious ot nothing, 
which is no consciousness or uncon- 
sciousness. Thus there really can be 
no error in consciousness. As we 
understand that t.^iere is but one 
consciousness, whicli Is reflected in 
Individual consciousness — your true 
selfhood and mine — and that what- 
ever does not reflect God has no 
place in this consciousness, we de- 
stroy the claims of error to presence 
In individual human consciousness 
and so prove man's God-given do- 
minion over such claims. 

Recognize this free consciousness 
as rightfully yours, my friends. Know 
that only His ideas are present in 
real consciousness, and these ideas 
are available and applicable in 
every need. 

The practical results ot this kind 
of thinking are illustrated by the 
experience of a young friend ot 
mine. He was given charge of a 
building project, and one of the men 
with whom he had to work very 
closely had the reputation of being 
Impossible to get along with, and of 
possessing many disagreeable traits 
that need not be enumerated. When 
all of this was first voiced to the 
young man, he refused to accept it 



as true and insisted that no such 
concept of man could have place in 
true consciousness. He endeavored 
to realize that, in his rea; being, he 
could only know man as God knows 
him, since he reflected God s know- 
ing; and that God knows every one 
of His ideas as exuressing the quali- 
ties of divine Love. 

The first two or three eonlerences 
seemed to Indicate that this man's 
reputation was well deserved, but 
my friend did not retreat from his 
stand. He continued to insist upon 
the absolute truth about man in the 
Image or Love as being the present 
fact, and from this standpoint he 
denied the evidence of the material 
senses. Then, after one or two 
more conferences, there was a sud- 
den and complete change. Kindness, 
consideration, good will, and co- 
operation replaced the unlovely 
beliefs that had been claiming 
presence, and this association proved 
to be most pleasant and helpful. 

Freedom God's Will for Man 

Divine Mind being infinite, omnis- 
cient, omnipresent, omnipotent, un- 
restricted In any respect, Is abso- 
lutely free; and man, the perfect 
expression of this Mind, manifests 
Its unlimited freedom, Intelligence, 
understanding, ability, and so on. 
Since man's freedom and dominion 
are of God, they must be good and 
cannot result In evil either to him- 
self or to his fellow man. In reality, 
man Is free to express God, good; 
he Is not free to express evil. He is 
free to reflect Life; he is not free to 
sin or to be sick. He is free to re- 
flect God's knowing; he Is not free 
to think error or to listen to it. He 
Is free to reflect Love; he Is not free 
to express fear or hate. And in the 
degree that we understand that it 
Is God s will for man to be Tree, we 
can demonstrate it in our own lives. 
Whatever might claim to deny or 
limit our ability to do this is not ot 
God and has no power nor law to 
support it. Our present opportunity 
Is to prove that "man is Tree 'to 
enter into the holiest,'— the realm 
of God" (ibid., p. 481). 

The spiritual fact that It is God's 
will for man to be free, when under- 
stood, enables one to overcome vari- 
ous forms of slavery to the material 
senses, such as bondage to lalse 
appetites for alcohol and tobacco. 
Slavery being the complete denial 
of man's dominion, the overcoming 
of whatever claims to enslave is of 
utmost importance to our demon- 
stration of freedom. It Is essential 
to be consistent In our practice of 
Christian Science; hence we must 
strive just as diligently to overcome 
the forms of slavery that claim to 
give pleasure as we do to destroy 
those that claim to cause suffering. 
We cannot willingly yield to the one 
without limiting our ability to over- 
come the other. 

The Bible and Christian Science 
teach men to resist evil, but it must 
be resisted on a Christianly scien- 
tific basis and not through human 
will. Let us remember that God's 
will Is not human will, and when we 
make God's will our will, we are not 
using human will. In short, when 
we realize that it Is God's will lor 
man to be free from false appetites 
or any other form of slavery, and 
base our refusal to indulge these 
claims on this understanding, we 
have the omnipotence of God to 
support us in our stand for freedom. 
Therefore, to stop drinking or smok- 
ing on this basis is not using human 
will, but is scientific resistance to 
evil and breaks the claim of 
bondage. 

The Christ 

We have seen how the under- 
standing of the truth about God and 
man operates to liberate mankind 
from all the erroneous beliefs claim- 
ing presence in human experience. 
It was Jesus' clear understanding of 
the true nature of man as the son 
of God, the Christ, that enabled him 
to do his wonderful works. He was 
the great demonstrator of the son 
of God, proving his true selfhood, 
the Christ, by overcoming every 
argument of error that claimed man 
to be unlike God. And since, in re- 
ality, man in God's image is the 
tiue selfhood of everyone, Christ 
Jesus was the Way-shower, marking 
out the way for each one to work 
cut his own salvation. 

As the truth about man In God's 
likeness unfolds in individual human 
consciousness, as one comes to 
understand his true selfhood and 
what pertains to it, he Is freed from 
the false material sense of self and 
the discords and limitations which 
seem to constitute it — and this 13 
salvation. Thus, in Christian Sci- 
ence, we are being saved day by day. 
The Christ, the unfoldment of the 
real man to the human conscious- 
ness, brings full salvation — complete 
freedom from sickness, as well as 
from sin. 

Prayer 

Prayer Is the utilization of this 
understanding and is based on the 
present perfection of God and His 
idea, man. Prayer Is not only know- 
ing man as God knows him. it is 
also striving to be this man. It is 
an affair of living, not merely a 
matter of a method or of words. In 
Christian Science treatment, the 
spiritual fact pertaining to the case 
is silently affirmed with the humble, 
prayerful desire to realize it; and 
the material evidence Is denied. The 
moment we realize the spiritual fact, 
the true idea replaces the false be- 
lief, and we have healing. In brief, 
prayer is the adjusting of our 
thought to Principle, whereby we 
know man as Pnncip!e knows him, 
&3 spiritual instead of material, as 
harmonious instead of discordant, 
as healthy instead or sick, as tree 
instead of in bondage. 

My friends, this Christ, Truth, 
which "shall make you free," is 
available to you today through trie 
teachings of Christian Science. If 
you will accept it, strive dally to 
increase your understanding or it, 
use it in everything you attempt, be 
it great or small, and live It to the 
best of your ability, you will come 
into your priceless heritage as the 
son of God— perfect freedom and 
dominion. 

May I leave with you Mrs. Eddy's 
loving invitation to share the bless- 
ings of her great work « ibid., p. 227) : 
"Christian Science raises the stand- 
ard of liberty and cries: Follow 
me! Escape from the bondage of 
sickness, sin, and death!' Jesus 
marked out the way. Citizens of the 
world, accept the 'glorious liberty of 
the children of God.' and be free I 
This is your divine right."

Bridges and Highways 

In New York Cicy and it vicinity 
work was continued on varied im- 
provements to facilitate traffic move- 
ment. The upper level of the Henry 
Hudson Bridge over Spuyten Duyvil 
Creek was opened May 7, and re- 
stricted to north-bound traffic. The 
lower level, now exclusively for WUth- 
bound traffic, was opened in UM>. 
Work progresed on the southern ex- 
tension of the West Side Elevated 
Highway. , . . 

In Connecticut 20 miles of the new 
Menit Parkway, providing the first 
section of a speedway to New Eng- 
land, was completed in July. This 
parkwav connects with the Hutchin- 
son River Parkway at the New York 
border and is open to traffic to the 
outskirts of Norwalk, Conn. On the 
highway, over the Connecticut River, 
between Middletown and Portland, the 
longest suspension bridge in New- 
England was opened for travel in 
August. Including approaches, the 
bridge is 3,420 feet long. 

\ ten-mile parkway extension link- 
ing the Northern State Parkway to 
the Wantagh State Parkway and the 
Southern State Parkway, in Nassau 
County, Long Island, was opened to 
traffic'on December 17. This completes 
the aH-parkway route to Jones Beach 
State Park from Manhattan and the 
Bronx via the Triborough Bridge, and 
from Queens and Brooklyn via the 
Interboi-ugh Parkway. 

Mayor U Guardia of New York 
City, *bv cutting the first steel gir- 
der out of the old trestle at :>3rd 
street, on Dec. 20, started demoli- 
tion of the Sixth avenue elevated 

railway. , .... 

A vehicular bridge across the Ohio 
River at Cairo, 111., was finished in 
November. This bridge and the one 
built several months earlier across 
the Mississippi River at Cairo make 
possible quick communication between 
all parts of the middle Mississippi 
and lower Ohio valleys. 

North Carolina's longest draw- 
bridge-type span, across Albemarle 
Sound from Sandy Point to Leonard s 
Point, was opened in August. The 
drawbridge section consists of a 
swing span of 330 feet. The entire 
bridge is three and a half miles 
long. It will be a part of the main 
coastal highway from New York to 
Florida.

J he Port Arthur-Orange Bridge j 
crossing the Neches River in Texas | 
was dedicated in September. It is a ! 
link in the proposed scenic coastal > 
highway from New Orleans to 
Brownsville. Tex. The main span is 
176 feet above the water and its top 
rises 230 feet. The bridge is 7,772 
feet in length (nearly a mile and a 
half). 

In the United States, the last gap 
of 80 miles over bridges and tiny 
coral keys of "the highway that 
goes to sea" from the mainland of 
Florida to Key West was completed 
and opened to traffic in April. One 
bridge is seven miles in length. This 
Overseas Highway forms the last 
link in U. S. Route No. 1 along the 
Atlantic coast from Calais, Me., to 
Kev West. Fla. 

With the 221-mile stretch through 
open farm country from Memphis, 
Tenn.. to Jackson, Miss., completed) 
the first all-paved highway linking 
the Great I.akes and the Gulf of 
Mexico, was opened in January, 1938. 

The new 108-mile Kingman High- 
way between Kingman, Aria., and 
Las Vegas, Nev., was opened to traf- 
fic April 24. Boulder Dam serves as 
a b:idge for the highway across the 
Colorado River.

Hasty Nimrods might mis- 
take the rare trumeter swan for 
other waterfowl. 

This great white bird has lately 
show a tendency to multiply — thanks 
to a united protective front of sports- 
men, the press and naturalists, says 
a bulletin from the Washington. D. 
C. headquarters of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

A recent census made by the L\ S. 
Biological Survey showed a total of 
114 birds in their only known Ameri- 
can breeding grounds — Yellowstone 
Nat : iviial Park, Wyoming and the Red 
Rock Lakes Refuge in Montana. An 
estimate listed only 50 trumpeter 
swans. 

Chief Enemy Not Man. Bui Coyote 

Contrary to popular belief the chief 
enemy of the trumpeter swan is not 
man. however but the coyote. This 
underbrush sneak thief which de- 
vours beth eggs and young, threaten- 
ed to sent the trumpeter the way of 
the great auk and the passenger pig- 
eon until man stepped in and offered 
bounties for coyote scalps. 

But the battle has not yet been 
won, and the Government is making i 
efforts to have people and cattle ex- ' 
eluded from the breeding grounds of 
the swans during the nesting period. 
Also islands are being built in lakes 
that lack them in the area. 

The trumpeter is only slightly 
larger than its elose relative, the 
whistling swan. The main distinction 
is the voice. That of the trumpeter 
is very low in key— it might almost 
be called a groan at times — but po- 
ssesses unusual resounding qualities 
It has been compared to a Freneh 
horn. When a flock is passing over 
head, the calls do not seem to be 
very loud, but long after. lor miles 
away, the low groaning crumpet 
comes back, clear and insistent.

Political favorites of the past fared 
badly in Winchester's town election 
Monday when a small vote tore the 
form book wide open and permitted 
candidates new to the local arena to 
win election in two of the four con- 
tests on the ballot. 

Only 3882 voters cast ballots on 
Monday, approximately 44 per cent 
of the 7571 registered voters in town. 
Close followers of town politics pre- 
dicted rough going for the favorites 
in the event of a small vote and thrs 
prophecy proved well founded in the 
light of subsequent results. Few, 
however, excepting those with their 
fingers on the town's political pulse 
during the last few days prior to: 
election, believed that the votes for 
selectman and school committee 
would be so decisive as they turned 
out, even despite the fact that the 
new-comers in both brackets had 
waged vigorous and comprehensive 
campaigns while the favorites had 
apparently at least done very little 
pre-election work. 

While the weather undoubtedly 
helped to keep the vote down during 
the forenoon, the fact that there 
were but two candidates running for 
selectman did not help to get out a 
large vote. A failure to estimat-e 
correctly the strength of the win- 
ning candidate for school committee 
was very likely another major factor 
in the general pt a -eleetier. apathy on 
the part of many voters. This year's

Rosabelle, her full name is Queen

under the prepayment plan. It is a 
comparatively new idea and has as 
yet been practised in but few com- 
munities, but the possibility of its 
becoming general seems more than 
possible. 

The idea being that not only will 
the prepayment of groups toward 
medical and hospital care be possible 
but toward nursing care in the home, 
as well. Public Health nurses have 
long realized that there is need in 
almost every community for nursing 
service to those able to pay a small 
fee. 

Those who have given most atten- 
tion to this problem believe that any 
prepayment plan for nursing should 
be part of a larger project which in- 
cludes hospitalization or medical care 
because otherwise the volume of pay- 
ments will not be sufficiently large to 
make the plan practical. 

The visiting nurses of San Diego, 
Calif., have been giving this service 
on a cost basis for nearly a year. 
Their director reports that the num- 
ber of visits allowed to any type of 
case is based somewhat on the plan 
of the Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company. However the beneficial So- 
ciety allows extra visits in any case 
where the nurse considers it neces- 
sary,

It seems that some provision should 
be made in our limited town meeting 
act for those whom a majority of the 
town would like to see town meet- 
ing members, but who, for one reason 
or another can not get themselves 
elected in their respective precincts. 
There has been a tendency, perhaps 
entirely innocent, to make up "slates" 
of precinct members, and while inde- 
pendent candidates have occasionally 
succeeded in getting elected, as a 
general thing the group designated 
by the precinct leaders is most likely 
to be chosen. We have no quarrel 
with those who spend hours induc- 
ing apathetic citizens to stand for 
election as precinct members. They 
deserve a large vote of thanks! On 
the other hand, the town occasionally 
loses a valuable town meeting mem- 
ber through his failure to be included 
on the "slate" for his precinct. We 
are thinking specifically this year 
of Mr. Laraway, who had changed 
his residence from Precinct three 
to five, and who failed to be 
elected in the latter precinct. A 
town meeting without "Joe" would 
be like a clam chowder without clams 
—pretty flat! Why couldn't there be 
town meeting members at large say- 
ten or so, that every one could vote 
for? Ten more votes would do no 
harm and such procedure would give 
those interested in town affairs wno 
aren't included on precinct "slates'' 
an opportunity to run for town meet- 
ing member * with a much better 
chance of election! 

What is one to read in the returns 
from the town election on Monday? 
For one thing that the day seems 
past in Winchester when long resi- 
dance, wide acquaintance and fa- 
miliarity with town affairs through 
years of service can prevail against 
aggressive campaigns waged in be- 
half of candidates little known, to 
start with, but who are willing to 
meet and ingratiate themselves vviiii 
citizens for the sake of their sup- 
port at the polls. Winchester has 
changed not a little in the past ten, 
yes even five years. Many new faces 
are seen on the streets daily. Old 
names and family prestige do not 
mean as much as they did 20 years 
ago. Then what took place Monday 
could not have happened! We east 
no reflection upon the successful can- 
didates. We have felt from the 
start of the current election that who- 
ever was elected, the town would not 
be the loser. We do say. however, 
that those who want town office from 
now on must be willing to sell them- 
selves to an electorate, among the 
members of which are many who 
know one candidate as little as an- 
other and who have to be shown! 
Those who persuade a candidate to 
run for office should and must be 
just as eager to ensure his election 
as they were to get him to run. The 
day is past in Winchester when a 
simple announcement of one's can- 
didacy can mean election! There are 
too many recent comers to town for 
thit. Those who contended that in- 
creasing the term of Selectmen from 
one to three years would eliminate 
petty politics surely cannot prove it 
by the election this year. Not for 
some time has there been more ma- 
nipulating and pressure brought to 
hear, more political trading, than was 
the case in the recent campaign. 
Things did not turn out just as they 
were intended to. but then, even th" 
best laid plans often come a cronper, 
and usually when they do an inno- 
cent party is left holding the well 
known satchell. One thine: was no- 
ticeable in the campaign just past. 
The candidates, without exception, 
conducted their campaigns in a gen- 
tlemanly, dignified manner. Winners 
and losers and the community a-e to 
b« congratulated for that. There 
should have been more contests on 
th ■ long ballot and many more can- 
didates for office. Hot battles for 
election are a siirn of a healthy in- 
terest in municinal affairs, such as 
has always been apparent in Win- 
chester. The size of Monday's vote 
is sufficient indication fnat the elec- 
torate was not especially interested. 
This is unfortunate and in the long 
run cannot help being detrimental to 
.the town and its government.

The present playground and recre- 
ational system as it is now being car- 
ried on in Winchester is the result of 
many years of painstaking work and 
study under our Park Commissioners. 
This growth has been a gradual one. 
Changes and additions were made 
from year to year so that the average 
person has no realization of the time, 
thought and careful planning that 
have brought this smooth function- 
ing system into being. Many disap- 
pointments and many set backs have 
occurred during these years but noth- 
ing was big enough to cause thte 
members of the Park Department) 
and those who believed 
deviate from their goal— 
ing in Winchester as fine 
Park-;, Playgrounds and 
facilities as could be f< 
town comparable to 
size. 

Let us go back over the years and 
see how this gradual growth has 
taken place, see how each year some- 
thing new was added (always with 
the improvement of the system in 
mind). Its growth can be compared 
to the construction of a beautiful 
building: the foundation, that of ac- 
quiring land: the framework, that of 
improving this land, making it us- 
able; the rough finish, that of equip- 
ping the land with rudimentary rec- 
reational facilities; the final finishing, 
perfecting: this equipment so that our 
children are provided with the finest 
opportunities for supervised play 
that can be found in any town of our 
size. And this was not brought about 
in a year, or two years nor even five 
years. Its inception goes back to the 
year 1893. 

The Winchester Park Board was 
first organized on Nov. 21, 1893. Its 
first members were Messrs. F. C. 
Manchester. D. N. Skillings and Louis 
Goddu with Mr. Manchester as the 
first chairman. Work of the first 
years was mostly in the interest of ac- 
quiring the area of Manchester Field 
and the creating of this into a play- 
ground.

' a World War hero, and this play- 
i ground has since been called "Leon- 
ard Field." This playground was 
I graded and put into condition as a 
] playing field. Leonard Field and Man- 
! chester Field were maintained as 
j playgrounds, and supedvisors were in 
i attendance during the summer. Noth- 
i ing was done at this time about 
I Palmer street. 

Nineteen twenty-two saw the con- 
! struction of a small beach at Palm- 
; er street and the laying out of tennis 
! courts. It was during this year that 
j Mr. William S. Packer became a mem- 
I ber of the Park Board, and from that 
| year to the present this Board has 
j worked as a unit always with the in- 
i terests of the town and of the child- 
i ren of the town uppermost in its 
1 mind. 

j Nineteen twenty-three saw the 
I opening of the Palmer street play- 
j ground. Four double tennis courts 
I were constructed and immediately be- 
i < ame the mecea of tennis enthusiasts. 
; Manchester Field was no longer 
! maintained as a summer playground 
I and its equipment was moved to 
I Palmer street and Leonard Field. 

The instructors carried on their work 
; at these fields. The bathing bt'a:h at 
j Palmer street was also proving very 
. popular at this time. During th'.-- 
| year the demand for a playground in 
j the north end of the town was mak- 
I ing itself felt.

three saw the completion of a beach 
at Leonard Field. Swimming and 
life saving classes were now carried 
on at both beaches. Without a doubt 
there are countless children in our 
town, who because of the maintenance 
of these beaches have been given an 
opportunity to learn to swim and to 
earn life saving badges, Improve- 
ments were also made on the playing 
fields. Two new tennis courts were 
completed at Palmer street, a field 
house was erected at Leonard Field 
and a practice court constructed at 
Loring avenue. A supervisor and 
two assistants were now directing 
the activities on the playgrounds and 
the bath house was also provided with 
supervision. 

Nineteen thirty-four saw the erect- 
ing of two more courts at Palmer 
street and the construction of three 
permanent asphalt courts at Leonard 
Field. Here was an experiment to 
see whether players would avail 
themselves of the oportunity to use 
these courts whenever the weather 
permitted. And here too the fore- 
sight of the Park Board has been 
proven for people can be seen play- 
ing here as soon as the weather is 
warm enough in the spring and late 
in the fall months. 

In 1935, 1936, 1937 and 1938 many 
changes took place — -always with the 
improvement of the system in min i. 
Tennis courts were perfected, base- 
ball diamonds rebuilt, uniforms wer j 
provided for the playground baseball 
teams through the kindness of differ- 
ent town organizations, women super- 
visors were added to the summer 
force to work with younger ehilldren, 
teach handcraft, etc., an appropria- 
tion for a new playground and ten- 
nis courts at Ginn Field was mad.', 
shelters were built at Palmer street. 
Leonard Field and Loring avenue, and 
the beaches were constantly being 
improved. Until we now have a 
smooth-running system of summer 
work that takes care of thousands of 
children every summer giving them 
every opportunity for good, health- 
ful supervised play under ideal condi- 
tions. 

It has been my purpose in this pa- 
per to show that this system was 
not the result of any unproved, un- 
tried project but each addition and. 
each imnrovement was made as the 
need was felt, and this slow but sure 
growth has been carried on over a 
period of 20 years. Money has been 
appropriated and spent wisely, and 
it seems to me that we should all 
think very carefully before making 
any radical change in our playground 
and recreational plans. 

The town and the people of our 
town owe a great debt of gratitude 
and loyalty to our present Park 
Board. Mr. Davidson. Mr. Packer and 
Mr. Alexander, who for so lonjr have 
given unstintingly of their time and 
energy to the development of our 
present Park. Playground and Rec- 
reational System. We, ourselves, 
and our children have all benefited 
because of their foresight. What we 
have here in Winchester is the re-

Boiled Prisoners to Death 

Punishment was once used by 
boiling prisoners to death both in 
England and on the continent. The 
"Chronicles of the Grey Friars" 
(1852) have an account of boiling 
for poisoning at Smithfield in the 
year 1522, the man being fastened 
to a chain and lowered into boiling 
water several times until he died. 
The preamble of the statute of 
Henry VIII (which made poisoning 
treason) in 1531, recites that one 
Richard Roose, a cook, by putting 
poison in food intended for the 
nousehold of the bishop of Roches- 
ter, and for the poor of the parish 
of Lambeth, killed a man and wom- 
an.

Prof. Bruce C. Hopper of Harvard 
University speaking on Russia after 
Munich, to the League of Women 
Voters and their guests Tuesday 
evening said: "We are in the process 
of dividing the earth. All rales, theo- 
ries and formulas mean nothing any 
more, they are obsolete. Today wan* 
are won without firing a shot. Break- 
ing the morale of the people is the 
greatest worry. The Munich Confe-i- 
ence was a crossroad, and time is 
now measured before Munich, since 
Munich. A dividing line in history! 
We are in an era of Intergretion or 
Parcelatior. of countries." 

Professor Hopper went on to say 
that the small countries in most in- 
stances were unfit to rule, therefore 
were being sacrificed. The following 
combinations seem inevitable: Britain 
and France; Germans in control or 
the Black Sea; Italian zone down to 
Libya; Soviet Russia and China; Ja- 
pan; America and Canada. 

Russia is sincere in her desire for 
peace and was very hurt at being 
blackballed from Munich. Russian 
resources are vast and therefore Rus- 
sia as a place in the readjustment oi 
the world. In England the generation 
of men lost in the war makes her 
greatest problem, because today she 
is faced with the very old and the 
very young. We need to be either hot 
or cold on a situation, thus the reason 
for many of the strange policies. 
Education is much to blame for our 
present situation. Situations can't be 
measured to determine results. His- 
tory has already proved that the re- 
ligion, politics of man can't be ana- 
lyzed. 

Moral indignation of a people is 
what founded America. Russia has 
a million youth with no past, trained 
only under the Soviet regime. Watch 
Russia's unfoldment. Will Russia join 
with Germany? Chamberlain thinks 
that they will. The bogey man of the 
last years has been communism, and 
now the Jewish problem. Anything 
to frighten the people while they 
barge in and take territory or break 
policies. 

The greatest question in Europe to- 
day is the Ukranian situation, the 
little jewel of Russia. Germany needs 
an outlet for her products; Russia 
needs what she has to offer, and the 
barter system works very good be- 
tween these countries. Russia is the 
only country in the world that has 
eveything she actually needs, and she 
will have a large share in writing 
future history. Russia is new in 
machinery manufacture and China is 
old in culture, therefore this is a 
happy combination. 

America has an important place in 
world affairs. In early days monas- 
teries and churches kept the treas- 
ures of a country. Today a church or 
monastery is no more socred prop- 
erty, therefore many of Europe's 
treasures have been sent to America. 
We hold the historical records. We 
are a free intellectual nation. We 
want nothing from anyone. We have 
financial power and can do for pos- 
terity what England did at the time 
of Napoleon. The problem today is 
the Rome, Berlin, Tokio triangle and 
where it may lead.

To fight the mounting toll of acci- 
dents, traffic authorities have found 
a new aid in aerial photography. 
Necessary apparatus — according to 
reports from Milwaukee where the 
device was recently tried out — in- 
cludes one small captive balloon, 
controlled by ropes and guys from a 
passenger automobile equipped with 
trailer; and one camera suspended 
from the balloon and operated from 
below by means of batteries and a 
push button. 

Result: photographs of busy street 
crossings giving a bird's-eye view of 
traffic conditions at various hours, the 
effects of certain regulations and 
causes of congestion. 

Balloon Pictures Not New 

Studying traffic jams from such air 
pictures is a modern way of dealing 
with the peculiarly modern problem 
of cities on wheels. But aerial pho- 
tography, particularly from captive 
balloons, is an old story, says a bul- 
letin from the Washington, D. C„ 
headquarers of the National Geo- 
graphic Society. 

As far back as 1861, nearly half 
a century before the history-making 
flights of the Wright brothers, the 
face of Boston, was recorded from a 
captive balloon some 1200 feet up. 

Wilbur Wright himself, in 1911, 
made a few shots of the landscape 
with his simple ground camera. 
Around that time a fire at Salem, 
was snapped from a plane. Published 
as a newspaper "scoop," it was said 
to be the first airplane illustration 
so used. 

But. aerial photography was slow 
in advancing, largely because vibra- 
tion and air currents made ordinary 
camera use almost impossible. It was 
the World War that offered the prov- 
ing ground for the art. Then air map- 
ping became of age. Recognized as 
an aid to military reconnaissance, it 
provided, according to some esti- 
mates, nearly four-tifths of all enemy 
information obtained. 

Today, making maps and pictures 
from the air is a highly specialized 
business, calling for trained men and 
technical equipment. Such photos are 
made now anywhere from a few hun- 
dred feet off the ground all the way 
up to the rarified atmosphere of the 
stratosphere. During the record- 
making balloon ascent sponsored by 
the National Geographic Society and 
the U. S. Army Air Corps in Nov., 
1935, cameras clicked continually, a 
number of them operating automati- 
cally. They made vertical and ob- 
lique shots; they took pictures of the 
earth and the horizon they made 
motion pictures and color pictures. 
Air Maps and Pictures Serve Many 
Masters 

To fill the increasing demand for 
more and better bird's-eye photo- 
graphs, s|>ecial cameras that cover 
ever-widening territory have been 
evolved with multiple lens, automatic 
shutters, and other modern improve- 
ments. Many of these machines are 
attached to the plane; some point 
through windows like small cannons; 
others are built into the floor of the 
ship. With the recent advent of the 
"photographic airplane" designed for 
no other purpose, Old Mother Earth 
may be more photographed than a 
Hollywood movie star! 

From national governments to civic 
authorities, from Big Business to in- 
dividual mining prospectors, many 
and varied are the interests served 
by aerial photographs. Long-range 
photographs are particularly useful 
in road planning, in flood control 
work, in studying soil erosion, or in 
locating power-plant sites. Now and 
then, the air picture gets into the 
news by solving some odd problem, 
as when the promoters of a stadium 
boxing match suddenly discovered on 
the eve of the bout that they had no 
floor plan. Time was limited, but not 
too short to hire a commercial pho- 
tographer to fly over the stadium and 
take a picture. Rushed through de- 
velopment routine, it was ready with 
a diagram of the seating arrange- 
ments when called for. 

Canada has made good use of the 
aerial photographer. With its vast 
open spaces such surveys are enor- 
mously helpful in forestry checks, for 
locating canoe trails, in mine detec- 
tion, etc. One of the world's biggest 
radium mines was found there as a 
result of air pictures. Mining pros- 
pectors can now buy at nominal cost 
virions maps illustrating regions 
likely to contain valuable ore. 

Hunting coal and oil, both private 
and government agencies employ bird- 
men who fly back and forth over a 
given area. Later the many overlap- 
ping shots obtained are turned over 
to laboratory experts, made into a 
complete mosaic map, and, with the 
aid of scientific devices, studied for 
signs indicating the presence of na- 
tural wealth. 

Air maps check up on shifting 
coast lines, and may even settle inter- 
national disputes as to bundaries. 
For example, several years ago the 
U. S. Army Air Corps, at the re- 
quest of a Special Arbitration Trib- 
unal, took hundreds of photographs 
of territory claimed by both Guate- 
mala and Hondouras. With this infor- 
mation at hand, an agreement was 
reached. Another spectacular role of 
the aerial camera involved the loca- 
tion of Maya Indian ruins in Mex- 
ico. Ancient Roman ruins in Britain 
have been spotted in the same man- 
ner.

The same was true in the contest 
for School Committee where Robert 
R. Elliott and Mrs. Caroline P!. 
Spaulding were elected over Harold 
V. Farnsworth, former Finance Com- 
mitteman and chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen. Mr. Hlliott's backers 
worked hard in his interest through- 
out the town and were rewarded with 
the high vote in the three cornered 
fight for election, 2,400 votes, with a 
high total of 503 in Precinct 1. the 
citizens of which were greatly inter- 
ested in this particular issue. Mrs. 
Spaulding'a supporters, while not so 
active as those of Mr. Elliott, were 
quietly busy and secured for her 270 
more votes than Mr. Farnsworth 
could total, her vote being 1,740 and 
his, 1,270. He would have been a rash 
man who would have predicted this 
result, but here again Mr. Farns- 
worth's cohonts were satisfied to an- 
nounce his candidacy only, without 
working in his interest. 

Harry T. Winn, veteran chairman 
of the Board of Assessors, withstood 
the challenge of Edward G. MacDon- 
ald, but his winning margin, 1">1 
votes, was a narrow one and proved 
nothing so much as the fact that the 
MacDonald workers in Precinct 1 
and 6 did not get out their vote. 
There was no apathy on the part of 
the Winn workers who galvanized 
into action during the last week of 
the campaign and worked feverishly 
right up to the polls' closing. Sea- 
soned observers seem to feel that 
Mr. MacDonald's failure to do better 
in 6 was his undoing, but few, except 
those close to the political situation 
this year, expected him to come so 
close to winning from a political vet- 
eran like Mr. Winn. 

In the other contest on the ballot 
the three candidates for re-election 
to the office of constable. Michael J. 
Foley, Edward F. Maguire and Glea- 
son W. Ryerson were returned over 
Frederick J. Larson, who, however, 
made a good showing. Mr. Maguire's 
2,343 was high in this contest. 

Mabel W. Stinson, Winchester's 
popular and capable town clerk, run- 
ning unopposed oolled the ballot's 
high vote. 2,704. The final results of 
the election were announced about 
10:45, the re<ristrars being not a lit- 
tle delayed by the difficulty in prov- 
ing some of the figures submitted by 
the precinct workers. 

In the contest for precinct rep- 
resentatives Patrick H. Croughwell 
was high in 1. Arthur R. Keehn, in 
2: Carl Eaton, in 3; Marshall R. 
Pihl. in 4; Vincent P. Clarke, in 5j 
and Joseph J. Tansey, in 6. Chief in- 
terest in the precinct contests on the 
morning after election concerned the 
failure of former Selectman Jonas A. 
Lara way to win election in Precinct 
5, to which he moved from 3 since 
the last elecion.

NEW RECREATION SET-UP 
KILLED 



Debate Limited at Opening Town 
Meeting Session Last Night

With 179 of the town's 233 precinct 
members present the first session of 
the limited town meeting last evening 
in the town hall defeatd the proposal 
of the committee on recreation to 
change the present recreational set- 
up in Winchester by separating the 
appropriation for recreation from the 
general appropriation for parks and 
playgrounds, by employing a full 
time recreation director to have 
charge of the entire recreation pro- 
gram and to establish a recreation 
council to act in an advisory capa- 
city to the Park Commissioners, in 
whose hands the. administration of 
the new program was to be left. 

The Finance Committee offered two 
budgets under the article, the first of 
which was divided into two parts, one 
to care for park and playground 
maintenance and the other for recre- 
ation. In the event the meeting fol- 
lowed the advice of the recreation 
committee, which also had the Fi- 
nance Committee's approval, these 
budgets would be voted upon. If the 
meeting decided to continue the rec- 
reation system as in the past direct- 
ly under the Park Commissioners, the 
second of the two budgets 
parks, playgrounds and 
was to be considered. 

In connection with the 
tion of the matter it was voted to 
take up Article 20, dealing with the 
recommendations of the recreation 
committee, under which it was moved 
and seconded that a Recreation Coun- 
cil of 16 members be appointed by the 
Selectmen and Moderator to work 
with and advise the Park Commis- 
sioners in the administration of the 
town's recreation program. 

Actually the entire debate per- 
taining to recreation revolved about 
the appointment of this council. 

Mr. Davidson, speaking for the 
Park Commissioners stoutly opposed 
the Council idea and some of the 
recommendations of the recreation 
committee, saying that its members 
were about ten years ahead of them- 
selves. He particularly attacked the 
proposal to hire a $50 a week recre- 
ation expert, stating that the town 
now has the services of an expert in 
the field of recreation whose services 
could not be improved upon by any 
newcomer at that figure. He felt that 
the Park Commissioners through their 
years of experience with the locai 
recreation problem are capable of 
handling the problem better and 
more economically under the present 
setup without the Council and par- 
ticularly without a paid expert who 
at present could not be fully em- 
ployed to advantage,

Mrs. Woodside favored the Coun- 
cil, stating that the best advice the 
recreation committee could obtain 
from experts was in favor of such a 
setup. She felt a council of inter- 
ested persons would do much to keep 
local recreation matters on an even 
keel, would provide balance and also 
much helpful volunteer assistance in 
the recreational field. She felt further 
that a council of 15 was not too large, 
stating that in some places they have 
as many as 100 members on such 
councils and concluded by expressing 
surprise at anyone not wanting any 
co-operation and aid possible in the 
administration of public duties. 

Mr. Packer opposed the council 
idea. He stated* that he had been 
laboring under the delusion that the 
Park Commissioners had been doing 
a good job in the field of recreation 
and had arrived at that apparent mis- 
apprehension because he had been 
told so by so many communities who 
had expressed their envy of Winches- 
ter's system and had sought advice 
from him as to how to proceed to 
copy what has been done here. He 
further felt that it would be difficult 
to hire an expert to administer Win- 
chester's recreational activities as a 
full time job. 

Mr. Rotundi favored the Council, 
stating that a broader recreation pro- 
gram is needed with an expert to ad- 
minister it. one who would teach ail 
branches of sport as well as tennis. 
Mr. Cullen opposed the council, stat- 
ing that its appointment would be a 
distinct reflection on the Park Com- 
missioners who had brought the 
town's recreation system along so 
well. 

Mr. Bates favored the council, stat- 
ing that recreation has become a com- 
plex and highly technical matter need- 
ing trained experts in the field. He 
assured the meeting the council's 
function would be purely advisory and 
would not handicap, but assist the 
Park Commissioners. 

Mrs. McDonald opposed the coun- 
cil and wanted to know why Mr. Ro- 
tundi hadn't heard of the playground 
baseball league that has been func- 
tioning for several years. She also 
wanted to know where all those in- 
terested in recreation had been when 
cars were wanted to take the play- 
ground kiddies to a ball game. 

Mrs. Woodside felt that the new 
setup would prove more economical 
and progessive than the old. Mr. 
Wilde spoke in favor of the council, 
whose functions were purely advis- 
ory, he assured the meeting. Mr. 
Cullen felt that if the Council's 
functions were purely advisory, it 
was of ni, use, since it could 
not enforce ; ts advice. Mr. Farns- 
wortfa favored the council. Mr. Salt- 
marsh opposed, stating that adding 
15 members to a board of three was 
too radical an innovation. 

Mrs. Conlon asked the opinion of 
Mr. Tansey. a member of the recre- 
ation committee and for several years

Mrs. D. Bar- 
rett Tanner, a member of the staff at 
the Boston Art Museum, was the 
guest speaker, including in her ad- 
dress reference to the work of 
Charles H. Woodbury, who is show- 
ing a group of paintings, etchings 
and charcoal drawings at the library 
this month. Mrs. Tanner kindly con- 
sented to speak at short notice, re- 
placing Mr. A. J. Philpott, art critic 
of the Boston Globe, who had been 
originally scheduled to speak and 
who had been prevented by illness 
from appearing. 

Mr. Woodbury's exhibition is very 
colorful, especially so by contrast 
with some of those seen this year at 
the library. A veteran artist," he has 
long been noted for his marine paint- 
ings and it is easily apparent that he 
sees in the ocean much that is hid- 
den to the casual observer. His 
moods and imnressions are trans- 
lated in bright colors, purples, greens, 
pinks and warm light-reddish-browns, 
in the use of which he is lavish, even 
in his water colors. 

Mr. Woodbury is very successful in 
portraying the surging motion of 
heaving water and the light translu- 
cent qualitv of rock dashed spray. 
Largest and most spectacular of the 
marines in the local show is Tidal 
Waves, a prize picture, in oils, show- 
ing heaving greenish blue combers 
meeting to toss their spray high in 
air. the spray being cleverly light- 
ened with a bit of rainbow " irrides- 
cense. 

Two interesting marine water col- 
ors are Ledges, showing spray and 
spume from surf dashing on brown 
rocks; and Between Bermuda and 
Boston, a study of heaving, smoky 
water shot with blues, purples and 
white under a pale gray sky. 

Spring is a large study in oils, done 
with great delicacy to suggest the 
freshness of a new season reflected 
in the budding foliage of tall grace- 
ful trees painted against brownish 
earth with a warm pinkish haze over 
the background. Changing winds is 
another delicately handled canvas, 
showing filmy trees on a brown hea 1- 
land beside blue water with the faint- 
est suggestion of the pinkish cast of 
the clouds in the sky treatment. 

Winter is a fine study of trees, 
clumps of evergreen framing the leaf- 
less trunks and branches of those 
ravished by the winter, with here and 
there a few brown leaves hangin 
above uneven, sloping anow-eoi M 
ground. 

A most unusual picture is Rain 
Squall-Montserrat, developer! in imag- 
inative fashion with hazy blues End 
greens. There is a virile quality to 
the water color, October Seas, shew- 
ing rugged water shading from antr- 
ry gray to green and purple, break- 
ing on a partially submerged reef, 

Mr. Woodbury has chosen a snow 
setting for a study of Mt. Monadnock, 
an interesting picture that is broadly 
painted, and his water color of St. 
Thomas is full of strength and color. 
Breaking wave shows the artist's 
marked ability to paint the 
hurled high in air from green i 
ry water far off shore. 

Fog-coastline is a difficult 
painting well handled, and 
small canvasses. Sun Spots. 
Light, A Swell and Towing are full 
of charm. 

Besides the oils and water colors 
there are several etchings,- crayons 
and charcoal studies, including bath- 
ers and several quirkful poses of dogs. 

Mr. Woodbury's exhibition is open 
to the public and a Cordial invitation 
; s extended to all to view it at the 
library.

CHILI) INJURED BY SNOW PLOW

Of course, Gen- 
eral Farley may not be to blame be- 
cause his Department showed a defi- 
cit of more than $43,800,000.00 in 
1938— but who is? 

This could be accounted for by 
bookkeeping or, as he says, by free 
mail for government bureaus, con- 
gressmen, etc., but what an indict- 
ment of the very democratic party 
of which he is chairman.

The ques- 
tion of whether it is more equitable 
to re-distribute it cannot be consid- 
ered, for the question is, will an $80,- 
000,000,000.00 national income bal- 
ance the budget? This question is 
not one of social justice. 

To balance the budget taxation on 
the smaller incomes must be vastly 
increased, and here is the hub — poli- 
ticians hesitate to lower the range 
tt> the small incomes — it loses votes. 

Unless spending is curtailed, or 
the small incomes are all heavily 
taxed, the budget will not be bal- 
anced, and if it is not. a collapse of 
our whole credit structure, with all 
the siitfering that will moan, cannot 
b«> indefinitely postponed. 

Famine, unemployment, floods, and 
war— it is always something. If we 
could plow the politicians under, stop 
them from vote angling with the

To the Editor of the Star: 

Town election is over and along 
with our congratulations, we, of the 
electorate, wish to remind those 
elected to office that they were elected 
as servants of the town to perform 
their duties to the best of their abili- 
ty. It is to be hoped that the suc- 
cessful candidates will bear this in 
mind, being ever conscious of the 
fact that they were elected by the 
Winchester people to work for their 
best interests. 

The matter of appointments by 
town department heads is a case in 
point. Particularly is this pertinent 
with regards the School Department 
in general, and the appointment of 
high school teachers, in particular. 

It is understood by this writer that 
it is necessary for a prospective 
teacher in the Winchester High 
School to have a college degree, sup- 
plemented by two years of actual ex- 
perience in a recognized high school. 
Now, many of our local aspirants 
for teaching positions have furthered 
their education at one of our local in- 
stitutions of higher learning and af- 
ter having received the necessary de- 
gree, have followed the logical course 
of returning to their local nign 
school to secure their necessary ex- 
perience. This opportunity has been 
denied them with the excuse that tin 
Winchester High School cannot jeo- 
pardize its standing in the Staf 
school system by allowing teachers 
to teach here who are not experienced. 
They are, however, encouraged to go 
elsewhere to gather this experience. 
What right has a young person who 
wishes to teach, and who is a resi- 
dent of Winchester, to expect some 
other community to provide for him 
the opportunity to secure the neces- 
sary experience denied him in his 
home town? 

Surely no one feels that young 
men and women who have been grad- 
uated from Winchester High School 
and later from a recognized univer- 
sity or college, are not qualified to 
teach. This writer cannot believe 
this, in the light of the money spent 
bv the town to provide the best pos- 
sible secondary educational facilities. 

It is not necessary for me to com- 
ment upon recent selections by the 
School Department. One selection, in 
particular, has been the object of 
much criticism. This criticism would 
not have been so severe had not a 
former Winchester High School grad- 
uate been very well qualified for the 
position. His qualifications, inciden- 
tally, embraced the necessary exper- 
ience. 

It may be somewhat an unjust 
criticism to noint this article at the 
new School Board since some of its 
members have not had time to inves- 
tigate, let alone remedy, the condi- 
tions that are prevalent. As a mat- 
ter of fact, this article is not intended 
as a destructive criticism of past 
failures and unanswerable appoint- 
ments by our School Authorities, but 
more as a constructive criticism in 
order that in the future, we, of this 
town, who are anxious to see our 
own young men and women succeed 
will see a change that will benefit 
Winchester and its residents. 

Is it possible that it is inability to 
teach that has prevented the inclu- 
sion, at least in recent years, in our 
high school faculty of a single teach- 
er who received his preliminary edu- 
cation in the Winchester schools?

Members of the Metcalf Union of 
the Unitarian Church braved the 
storm last Sunday evening and as- 
sembled as guests of Prof, and Mrs. 
Joshua Whatmough in their home on 
Falmouth road, Arlington, for the 
regular monthly evening meeting. 
After a delicious supper, the young 
pt ople gathered in the professor's at- 
tractive study to listen to his very 
interesting talk on the languages of 
the world, beginning with those 
named for the three sons of Noah. 

Professor Whatmough gave exam- 
ples of words in everyday use, which 
had come from Sanskrit. Persian and 
other very ancient languages. II • 
stated that more can be learned about 
ancient peonies and civilizations from 
studying their language than any- 
thing the archaeologists can discover. 

Mr. Whatmough. a native of Eng- 
land has boon for a number of years 
professor of Philology at Harvard, 
coming here from the University of 
Cairo.

propriated. Motions were put, ap- 
parently carried, and then put again 
with the meeting becoming more and 
more confused until upon motion of 
Mr. Bond consideration of this part 
: of the Parks and Playgrounds budget 
I was tabled until the next meeting. 

Aside from this one article there 
! was no debate. The equalization of 
j pay in the tire and police departments 
I was voted without opposition. Con-

Adjournment was at 11:03 o'clock 
until Monday evening. A public 
speaking system of microphones and 
amplifiers was tried out, and was 
apparently fairly satisfactory.

Recent elections in Memel, Lithu- 
ania, resulting in reported Nazi-Par- 
ty victories, swings the busy Euro- 
pean spotlight to another German- 
border sore Spot. 

Lying along the northeast frontier 
of East Prussia (now cut off from 
the rest of Germany by the "Polish 
Corridor"), Memel Territory is an ir- 
regular sliver of land covering an 
area of about 1,000 square miles, 
says a bulletin from the Washing- 
ton, I). C, headquarters of the Na- 
tional Geographic Society. In gen- 
eral a farming and cattle-raising re- 
gion, it has a population of about 
150,000 people and includes the long- 
contested and vital Baltic port of 
Memel— "Klaipeda" to the Lithuan- 
ians. 

An International Football 

(liven up by Germany under the 
Versailles Treaty, Memelland was ad- 
ministered by the Allied Powers for 
several years after the World War, 
continues the bulletin. 

In L924, following Lithuania's ac- 
tion of the previous year in taking 
over the area, Memel Territory — 
with certain autonomous rights — was 
legally ceded to that country in a 
League of Nations pact signed by 
Great Britain, France, Italy, Japan, 
and Lithuania. Since then Memel has 
periodically rated news space as one 
of Europe's problem children. 

Such dramatic events as it has 
seen since the War, however, are mild 
compared with the bloody past of this 
strip of land on the crossroads of in- 
ternational history. 

More than 700 years ago, before 
the town of Memel was founded, its 
site was a battleground between 
Lithuanian tribes and invading Teu- 
tonic Knights, a military and relig- 
ious order of German Crusaders. 
Destroying the Lithuanian fortress 
which stood guard against Baltic 
pirates, the Knights built their own 
stronghold, following it with the 
town of "Memelburg." 

As an early trade center, Memel 
grew and prospered, but found little 
peace. In the 13th, 14th and 15th 
centuries, it was attacked and burned 
time and again in a three-cornered 
tug - of - war between Lithuanians', 
Poles, and Teutons, the latter win- 
ning out in the Peace of Melno in 
1422. 

For a short time in the 1600's, the 
Swedes called Memel theirs; later it 
was occupied by Russian troops. Af- 
ter sacking and burning the town 
they left it to the mercy of a deadly 
plague. But the stubborn city again 
struggled to its feet. As a thriving 
Prusian town, it became, until the 
World War, Germany's northernmost 
Baltic port.

tories — where mills have failed or 
left the state, and new factories have 
hesitated to enter Massachusetts 
while competing states offer low tax- 
es or even complete tax exemption. 
Any property owner, any home 
I owner, will tell you how his taxes 
have gone up. Take as a single ex- 
! ample the case of one man who built 
; a cottage in a Massachusetts city in 
1914 and in that first year paid a 
: moderate tax bill of $69. Last year 
; his bill for that same house, grown 
-'4 years older and shabbier, had 
jumped to $286.73, a four-fold in- 
crease. There are similar cases 
among your own neighbors. 

That sort of increase unfortunately 
is typical of much that is happening 
in Massachusetts. Since 1916 the 
average of all the city and town tax 
rates has nearly doubled — jumi>ed 
from $18.88 to $86.94, and still tne 
trend is upward. 

To mills competing with goods 
made in other states, that means 
sharply higher costs. Is it any won- 
der that the New England Council's 
recent survey of manufacturers 
showed taxes as the most important 
single cause of high production costs? 

With higher taxes, the actual mar- 
ket vaue of property has fallen, and 
for thousands of pieces of property 
there is no market. Is it any won- 
der that towns and cities have had 
to seize and now hold 75,000 pieces 
of property on which the owners 
could not pay the taxes and could 
not even sell the property? 

As taxes rise, the buildings that 
could earn enough to pay the tax 
bill have been torn down— an out- 
right destruction of taxable property. 
In Boston alone last year 330 build- 
ings were torn down. The same is 
happening throughout the State. Is 
it surprising, therefore, that assessed 
values have fallen by one billion dol- 
lars since 1980? That is a shrinkage 
of 15 per cent in the largest tax, 
source in the state. 

With higher taxes, owners of prop- 
erty in many cases have been un- 
able to pay off mortgages. Is it any 
wonder that banks in this state now 
own $200,000,000 in real estate? 

With taxes soaring, is it any sur- 
prise that the building industry has 
slumped, dwindling last year to one- 
fourth of the *H8,000*,0l)0 volume 
reached in l'.»28? 

The seriousness of this problenu 
goes far beyond the effect on individ- 
ual property owners. It touches to 
the heart of the welfare of the entire 
commonwealth, and led the Special 
State Commission on Taxation and 
Public Expenditures to report last 
year: 

"Neither a campaign for the re- 
vival of the building industry nor the 
state's efforts to attract new industry 
can succeed, however vital to recov-

Industrial expansion and 
the reemployment of our building 
trades craftsmen will not be realized 
under our present system." 

Meanwhile the depression has ac- 
centuated the grave problem of un- 
employment and welfare relief. In 
ten years, welfare costs in Massachu- 
setts have gone up nearly four-fold, 
not including any Federal aid. Wel- 
fare and relief now take $1,000,000 a. 
week in state and local money alone. 
And that welfare load lias been piled 
almost entirely upon real estate. 

More serious, the Special Tax Com- 
mission repored the welfare burden 
had become to a large extent a per- 
manent load, representing higher 
standards of public assistance and a 
liberalized public attitude. Thus, 
even with full economic recovery, 
welfare will continue as a substantial 
tax burden. 

Yet, because we are not facing 
this probem squarely and providing 
specific revenue for it, we are al- 
lowing it to crush us by resting the 
burden almost entirely on the back 
! of real estate. 

Mayors of some of our large cities 
felt as you and I did five years ago 
that this welfare burden was tem- 
porary, and therefore they borrowed 
to meet some of their welfare ex- 
penditures — a procedure that can not 
be •'ontinued indefinitely. But if there 
had been no borrowing and if prop- 
sis of 

true valuations, the tax rates in som'-' 
of our industrial centers would have 
run to the astounding figure of $80, 
$00 or even $100. 

The probem is one that must bo 
faced, and faced realistically.

Although lightning frequently 
strikes trees, there is usually no 
damage to the trees or else the in- 
jury is limited to the path of the 
electrical discharge, occasionally 
stripping oft" a narrow piece of bark 
or splitting the trunk or limb.

Joseph A. Moulton, one of Win- 
chester's remaining Grand Army 
veterans, died Wednesday morning, 
March 22, at the home of his daugh- 
ter, Mrs. A. M. Twombley, 29 High- 
land avenue, after a short illness. He 
was in his 93rd year. 

Mr. Moulton was the son of War- 
ren and Ann Maria (Ham) Moulton. 
He was born in Peabody, received his 
education in the Peabody schools, 
and like so many young men of that 
city, became a shoe worker, a trade 
he followed throughout his lifetime. 
For some time during a 50 years' res- 
idence in Stoneham he was a mem- 
ber of the shoe manufacturing firm 
of Turner & Moulton in the Farm 
Hill section of that town. He had 
made his home in Winchester for the 
past 18 years. 

At the age of 16, Mr. Moulton en- 
listed as a drummer boy in the Union 
Army during the Civil War. He 
served two enlistments, having been 
[a member of Company I, 0th Rogi- 
, ment, Massachusetts Volunteers, and 
discharged Oct. 27, 1802. In Win- 
I chester he was a familiar figure in 
; recent Memorial Day parades, being 
well known and highly esteemed Dy 
all who knew him. He was past 
grand and the last charter member of 
Holton Lodge, 104, I. O. O. F.; and a 
member of Wajteficld Lodge of Elks. 
He was one of the few surviving 
members of Post 75, G. A. R. in 
Stoneham, and for years participa- 
ted in the Post's Memorial Day acti- 
vities there, until his health forbade 
taking part in ceremonies both in 
that town and in Winchester.

An attempt to reconsider the Pane 
Department budget, particularly with 
reference to the recreation item, was 
defeated Monday evening as 179 
members of Winchester's limited 
town meeting concluded the current 
warrant at the first adjourned ses- 
sion in the town hall. 

Soon after opening, the meet- 
ing moved to the consideration of 
Article 20 which had been tabled 
at the opening session after a 
lengthy wrangle to afford the Par* 
Board and the Finance Committee op- 
portunity to adjust their differences 
in the matter of the sum to be ap- 
propriated for the operation of the 
town's recreation center. 

A motion was introduced by the 
Park Department asking for $4,490 
for the operation of the center. Mr. 
Bates opposed, feeling that this 
amount was not enough to include 
trained leadership at the center for 
a year. He felt that the Recreation 
Comimittee had taken too much tor 
granted, in the attitude of Mr. Tan- 
sey, one of its members, the Park 
Department and the Finance Commit- 
tee, all of whom had concurred, he 
said, with the report of the Recrea- I 
tion Committee, yet had opposed its j 
recommendations in the meeting. He 
felt that the problem of recreation is 
B complex one needing the full time , 
attention of a trained leader, one 
conversant with recreational trends 
and procedure and able to recruit me 
necessary volunteer workers to mae 
it a complete success. Returning to | 
the subject of the Recreation Council. ; 
defeated at the previous meeting, he 
championed this recommendation of ', 
the Recreation Committee and feu ! 
that 15 persons were not too many 
to assist and advise in the adminis | 
tration of a truly representative and j 
efficient recreation program. 

Mr. Carruthers of the Recreation 
Committee spoke in support of Mr. j 
Bates, also championing the Recrea- j 
tion Council and seeking to clear up | 
some mis-statements made by the j 
opponents of his committee's recom- I 
mendations. 

In response to several protest* 
Moderator Hayward finally rapped j 
the speaker to a point of order and 
stated that debate would have to bfl I 
confined to the appropriation of $4490 j 
for the recreation center. The merits ' 
of a recreation council and pail | 
director did not enter into the que.- j 
tion. 

Mr. Parsons suggested that tho>e , 
who favored a reconsideration of the 
Park Department budget could vote : 
to kill the appropriation for trie i 
recreation center, whereupon it 
would be in order to move such 
reconsideration. Mrs. McDonald I 
wanted to know what hap|>ened 
in the event the $4490 was killed I 
and also the reconsideration of j 
the Park budget. The Moderator ex- j 
plained in that event there would be | 
no recreation center. 

Mrs. McDonald was recorded 
against killing the $4490 appropria- 
tion and asked the meeting to sup- 
port the Park Department. 

Mrs. Woodside took exception to 
the previous speaker's statement that 
the Recreation Committee had ex- 
Deeded its authority in considering 
the entire problem of recreation and 
read from the instructions given that 
committee to support her statement. 
She added that the committee's rec- 
ommendations were made with a view 
to economical operation and were in 
the line of progressive thought in the 
recreational field. They had been : 
made in accordance with the best ex- j 
pert advice the committee could ob- 1 
tain. She felt that trained leadership 
was vital and added that in the event 
such leadership is provided the School 
authorities had agreed to the use of 
the high school gymnasium for the 
basketball so much wanted by tht 
older boys' group. 

Once again the Moderator had to 
explain that the speaker was not ad- 
dressing herself to the question, and 
at that point Mr. Parsons, in the in- 
terest of expediency, moved to lay 
upon the table the motion to appro- 
priate $4490. He did this to permit 
the reconsideration of the Park De- 
partment budget so that the Recrea- 
tion Committee could have an oppor- 
tunity to present its report and rec- 
ommendations which some felt hart 
been denied at the previous meeting, 

Mr. Hayward took exceptions to 
this statement and felt that ample 
time had been afforded for argument 
by all and sundry at the first meet- , 
ing. Mr. Symnies concurred, stating 
that the meeting had considered the 
problem for one hour and a half last 
Thursday. 

Mrs. Woodside moved to reconsider 
the Park Department budget, under 
which three motions had been acted 
on at the previous meeting. 

Mr. Tansey in answer to Mr. 
Bates, stated that he had been per- 
suaded in the interest of committee 
harmony not to file a minority report 
for the Recreation Committee but hao 
not understood that the committee 
was going to come in with a budget, 
and had expressed himself to the j 
committee as opposed absolutely to 
the hiring of a paid expert. He said 
that he would let the cat out of the 
bag and informed the meeting that 
the Recreation Committee had a 
director all slated for the recreation 
job in Winchester, to start at $2500 
a year and advance to $4000. 

Mr. Cullen opposed reconsidera- 
tion; Mr. Bates and Mr. Carruthers 
favored it. both stating that the com- 
mittee hau no director in mind and 
no intention of paying any one $4000 
per yea". 

Mr. Gunby favored reconsideration 
in fairness to the Recreation Com- 
mittee, the members of which he 
feh had not had sufficient opportunity

When the new Czecho-Slovakian Re- 
public was formed after the World 
War in 1918 an era of religious free- 
dom set in and more than two million 
people broke away from the estab- 
lished church. In 1921 Dr. Norbert F. 
Capek, a Czech, sponsored by the 
American Unitarian Association re- \ 
turned from the U. S. A. to his native 
land "to contribute to the liberal re- 
ligious life according to his best 
knowledge and ability." Through pub- 
lic lectures, forums, and private con- 
ferences he worked mainly among 
those that were not members of any 
church. His message met a wide- 
spread popular need and its success 
was extraordinary. In 1922 he organ- 
ized a "Liberal Religious Fellowship" 
and from that group sprang the Uni- 
tarian Church, organized in 1930 and 
accepted as a state-acknowledged 
chu rch. 

It is thoroughly organized witn 
societies of men. women and young 
people. The regular congregation can- 
not be accommodated Sunday morn- 
ing in the auditorium that seats only 
600 so the whole service, sermon ana 
all, is repeated Tuesday evening to a 
different group. Since the crisis Dr. 
Capek has even been giving a third 
sermon. Mrs. Capek has worked with 
him. Shoulder to shoulder all these 
years she is a great force in the 
church and the directing power in 
the Women's Alliance. She also super- 
intended all the social and relief work 
carried on by the church as well as 
extensive post office mission work 
through the outlying districts. 

Mrs. Capek is in this country on 
an informal good will mission to 
bring greetings from her church to 
ours from her people to us and to 
give us news of their condition, their 
problems, their hopes and their ef- 
forts to realize these. 

Mrs. Capek will speak in our Uni- 
tarian Church on Wednesday evening, 
March 29. under the auspices of the 
Winchester Unitarian Men's Club as- 
sisted by the Ladies Friendly Society.

Your kind consideration of this no- 
tice is respectfully requested. 

Within the past year a company 
known as the County Building Supply 
Company, Inc. purchased from the 
Management Corporation twenty- 
three (23) lots in the vicinity of 
Emerson road and High street. On 
this property the purchasing com- 
pany contemplated building houses to 
sell at pnees considerably below the 
average valuation of the homes al- 
ready existing in the neighborhood. 

Fearing that a development of this, 
sort would act to the detriment of the 
Town of Winchester, many citizens 
protested. As a result, the Building 
Commissioner refused to grant the 
permits and a hearing before the 
j Board of Appeals was arranged. This 
Board confirmed the action of the 
Building Commissioner. 

The question was then carried to 
the Middlesex Superior Court. This 
court upheld the decision of the Board 
of Appeals, but without prejudice to 
the right of the County Building Sup- 
ply Company, Inc. to amend its ap- 
plication for building permits and to 
start proceedings again. The new- 
application has been drawn up and is 
ready for filing with the Building 
Commissioner. 

A group oi . interested citizens 
wishes to establish^a trust to be 
known as the Myopia Park Associ- 
ates. This group has negotiated with 
Mr. Rudnick, president of the County 
Building Supply Company, Inc., and 
has obtained an option dated March 
14, 1939. The option carries the 
right to purchase this land within 30 
days for the sum of $9500. The citi- 
zens of Winchester may rest assured 
that this figure was determinea after 
careful deliberation and is believed to 
be fair, not only to the present owner 
but to the prospective purchasers. It 
represents neither a loss to the Coun- 
ty Building Supply Company, Inc. 
nor an excess above actual expendi- 
tures by them. 

Immediate action now becomes vi- 
tally important because the above op- 
tion must be exercised before April 
13, 1939, and if this option is not 
exercised, the County Building Sup- 
ply Company, Inc. intends to proceed 
with its plan to erect houses. Furth- 
| ermore, this company intends to file 
its application for permits with the 
j Building Commissioner within two 
| weeks in order to save time in case 
I the option is not taken up. 

The officials of the Town of Win- 
chester have taken a great deal of 
interest in this matter and deserve 
j commendation for their co-operation, 
i They are in sympathy with the aims 
I of the Myopia Park Associates. 

Pledges have been obtained for ap- 
proximately half of the total pur- 
chase price, but there is still a sub- 
stantial balance needed before the 
option can be taken up. The citizens 
of Winchester are asked to help by 
subscribing to units in the previously 
mentioned trust. 

The objectives of this trust are to 
purchase the land under consideration, 
to place adequate restrictions upon 
it, and to sell lots to prospective home 
owners. The proceeds from tne sale 
of the land will be held for the bene- 
fit of the purchasers of the units un- 
til they are paid out in the form of 
liquidating dividends. 

It is obviously to the interest of the 
Town of Winchester that this land 
should be purchased and that the ob- 
jectives of the trust carried out. 
Subscriptions from all citizens of 
Winchester will be welcomed. Those 
wishing to subscribe or to secure ad- 
ditional information should get in 
touch with one of the undersigned. 
Immediate action is necessary.

pear by a decree of Court to be libel- 
ous, and those making such charges 
may be held liable.

to present their recommendations and 
arguments. The meeting was getting 
impatient for the question and it was 
put, a two thirds vote being neces- 
sary. The reconsideration was de- 
feated on a poll vote: yes 87; no 82. 

Mr. Parsons then moved to take 
from the table the motion providing 
the $4490 for the recreation ccnu-, 
to be expended under the Park 
Board. This motion was carried to- 
gether with a subsequent one pro- 
viding the above figure. Mrs. Wood- 
side was unsuccessful in an attempt 
to have a clause introduced to pro- 
vide that the money could he snent 
only in the event the recreation cen- 
ter is continued, stating that there 
had been criticism of the Park Boaru 
in the past for spending recreation 
money for other items in their de- 
partment. 

Upon motion of Mr. Allen the 
meeting then moved to the consider- 
ation of the School Department mo- 
tion, tabled last Thursday. Under 
this item Mr. Allen moved to amend 
the original motion by raising the 
appropriation from $287,069.58 to 
$289,269.58, increasing the salaries 
item $1,300 to $245,327.33 to provide 
step rate increases in pay for teach- 
ers. 

Mr. Allen spoke at some length in 
favor of his amendment, stating that 
the School Committee in effect is 
morally bound to pay step rate in- 
creases since teachers are hired wit!) 
that understanding. He further 
stated that the teachers who would 
suffer most if the increase was de- 
nied are the lower paid grade school 
teachers, the maximum for whom is 
$1'700. He told the meeting that the 
School Committee had agreed with 
the Finance Committee earlier in the 
year that a financial crisis was im- 
minent and had been willing to fere- 
go the step rate increases on the 
basis of the Finance Committee s 
estimate of a possible $5 increase in 
the tax rate. Now that the financial 
picture is much improved he felt 
that the step rate increases should 
be paid to maintain the teachers' 
morale and prevent desirable teach- 
ers being lured away from town. 

Mr. Sargent expressen the Finance 
Committee's opposition to granting 
the step rate increases. He differed 
from Mr. Allen in the clearing of the 
financial picture, stating that affairs 
were in such a state on Beacon Hill 
that anything might happen, and that 
a heavy state tax might result in a 
material, if not a $5, increase in tne 
tax rate. He stated that the School 
Committee themselves had withheld 
the step rate increases last year, af- 
ter money for them had been voted, 
and that so far as could be seen there 
was no falling off in morale. 

Continuing, be quoted figures to 
show thp increase in school expenses 
in Winchester, stating that from Dec. 
1934 to Dec. 1938 the school popula- 
tion had increased only 13 pupils 
while the appropriation for salaries 
increased from $199,533.00 to $243.- 
208.00. From 1926 to 1938 pupils in 
the schools increased about 29 per 
cent while the total school budget and 
item for personal services (salaries) 
increased about 46 per cent. 

The entire School Committee. Mrs. 
Spaulding. Mr. Caldwell. Mr. Lvbeek. 
Mr. Nichols and Mr. Elliott followed 
Mr. Allen to speak in support of the 
motion to increase, the general tenor 
of their remarks being that the com- 
mittee was morally, if not legally 
obligated to fulfill its agreement with 
the teachers, that in the event the in- 
crease was not granted desirable teach- 
ers would be lured away to more gen- 
erous communities, that teacher mor- 
ale would suffer and that the Finance 
Committee was guilty of inconsis- 
tency when it approved a raise for 
members of the Fire Department 
and witheld an increase for the "un- 
derpaid" teachers. 

Mr. Cullen opposed the st^p rate 
increase, stating the Finance Com- 
mittee was in a position to advise 
clearly. He felt that school poDula- 
tion is on the wane and that gener- 
ally the School Committee expendi- 
tu-es would bear watching m the light 
of possible economies. Mr. Nowell 



felt the financial picture is not as 
rosy as the School Committee seemed 
to believe, a sentiment echoed by Mr. 
Gunby. 

Mr. Sargent stated that if. as 
stated by a member of the commit- 
tee, the School Committee could save 
$5,000 of its last year's appropria- 
tion, it ought to be able to get along 
without the $1300 increase this year, 
adding the school budgets have been 
increasing right straight along. The 
figures recommended for the schools 
this year were only $3900 under last 
year's budget when $5000 was saved. 

The question was finally put and 
the increase lost by a voice vote, 
which was immediately doubted by 
the school proponents. A poll vote 
won the increase, 81 yes; 73 no. 

This really concluded the debate at 
the meeting which authorized tne 
Cemetery Commissioners to spend 
$4,000 from existing funds for im- 
proving the cemetery property, anu 
accepted the Selectmen's layouts for 
Chesterford terrace, Felsdale close, 
Seneca road and Horn Pond Brook 
road, the latter a newly named street. 
The sum of $3,600 was transferred 
from the Excess and Deficiency fund 
for the expenses incurred. Opposi- 
tion was voiced by Mr. Symmes to 
the proposed construction of a traffic 
circle at the junction of the Parkway 
and Washington street, and this mo- 
tion was indefinitely postponed to see 
how the widening of the corners of 
the streets will work at that location. 

The sum of $12,000 was appropri- 
ated under Chapter 90 to be expended 
in the improvement of High street 
with $24,000 to be appropriated by 
the State and County. Five thousand 
dollars was transferred from the Ex- 
cess and Deficiency fund for the es- 
tablishment and administration of a 
contributory pension system for town 
employees. The sum of $36,280 was 
appropriated for a general unemploy- 
ment relief fund, and $14.75 voted to 
indemnify Patrolman William E, 
Cassidy for expenses incurred by 
him as a result of an automobile ac- 
cident in which ho figured while 
driving a police patrol car. 

Under Article 17, $4,600 was voted 
to purchase a plot of land adjacent 
to the park reservation on the west- 
erly bank of Horn Pond Brook and 
Edi«on Company land for the purpose 
of an additional water supply for the 
town. The sum of $2,100 was trans- 
ferred from the Excess and Defici- 
ency account to purchase for a play- 
ground a plot of land between Mid- 
dlesex street and Horn Pond Brook. 

Under Article 21 a new recreation 
committee of six members, one from 
each precinct, to be appointed by the 
moderator, was created to further 
study the town's recreation problem. 
The town history committee and com- 
mittee on economy were retained anu 
the committee on a memorial for 
Spanish War Veterans was dis- 
charged. 

The number of measurers of wood 
and bark was fixed at eight, Earle 
E. Andrews was elected director to 
serve in co-operation with the Mid- 
dlesex County Trustees for County 
Aid to Agriculture, and the town 
voted to accept the Mary Emerson 
Riley legacy of $C>00, the interest to 
be used to buy flowers for the Emer- 
son lot in Wildwood Cemetery. 

The meeting voted that town offi- 
ces should be kept open eight con- 
secutive hours daily and not close 
earlier than four o'clock, with vaca- 
tion and sieknes-s provisions, except 
on Saturdays when the offices shall 
be kept open three hours, closing not 
before 12 noon. Acceptance of pro- 
visions regulating air conditioning 
and ventilating was also voted. Un- 
der Article 28 the town voted to 
make its by-law covering town meet- 
ing conform with the State law 
which must be followed. 

Cnder Article 29 the town voted 
to accept th» section of the General 
Laws providing indemnification of 
town officers and employees for ex- 
penses or damages incurred while j 
operating vehicles owned by the town. 

A resolution was adonted provid- 
ing for the elimination of the library 
staff, except the librarian and assis- 
tant librarian, from the classifica- 
tion set forth in the report of the 
Committee on Equalization of De- 
partmental Salaries and fixing their

In these perplexing days, when 
there is such a flood of propaganda 
being forced down the throats of 
sorely tried people, it is encouraging 
to know that a group attending a 
series of meetings at the Winchester 
Post of the American Legion, delv- 
ing into the causes of our periodic 
industrial depressions and wide- 
spread poverty, are not asked v> 
agree with the ideas expressed. In 
fact they are encouraged to bring uj» 
arguments against the theories ad- 
vanced in order to stimulate a 
thorough discussion of the entire 
subject. Not only does this method 
more perfectly develop and clarify 
the thoughts of those present, but i. 
makes the meetings intensely enjoy- 
able. 

Underlying the talks are the ideas 
of Henry George, popularly known 
as the exponent of the single tax lev- 
ied on land values only. The class 
uses "Progress and Poverty" as a 
textbook. The meetings are a branch 
class of the Henry George School of 
Social Science of New York City. The 
policy followed is not to ask any- 
body to accept anything they don't 
wish to and no objection is raised to 
arguments. Many who are oppose.! 
to Henry George's ideas have en- 
rolled for the course. 

Last Tuesday evening completed 
the last lecture of a second series of 
ten meetings held in Winchester. Very 
favorable comments were made by 
those attending the course, whether 
or not they fully agreed with Henry 
George's theories. 

An interesting feature of last Tues- 
day's meeting was an illustrated lec- 
ture given by Mr. W. L. Upton, 
which showed exactly what wouiu 
take place if the Henry George idea 
of taxing land values only were 
adopted here in Winchester. It con- 
cluded a complete analysis of all 
property in Winchester and the con- 
clusion was that 60 per cent of the 
property in Winchester, based on 
present valuations, would find then- 
tax bills reduced and many of them 
very substantially reduced. Several 
visitors from Winchester, as well as 
from other cities and towns arourm 
Boston, attended this special meet- 
ing. Among those present were Mr. 
Ctxlman of West Roxbury and Mr. 
Marshall of Brighton, both prominent 
advocates of the single tax. 

Requests have been received that 
another series of meetings be con- 
ducted in Winchester, and it has been 
decided to do so. 

The previous two series of ten 
classes have been conducted by Mor- 
ris K. Hand of Winchester. The new 
series will be conducted by Harold J. 
Power, assisted by W. L. Upton, who 
are also residents of Winchester. Mr. 
Hand will devote his time to organ- 
izing a branch class in Arlington. 

Harold J. Power holds the degree of 
Bac helor of Science in Electrical En- 
gineering from Tufts College and has 
studied at the Harvard University 
Graduate School. He is a consulting 
engineer by profession, and contrib- 
uted in an important way in the pio- 
neering of the radio industry. This 
pioneer spirit, is now being applied to 
arousing the intelligent consideration 
bv the people in what is fundament- 
ally wrong in our great democracy — 
why we have such widespread unem- 
ployment — why we have recurring 
industrial depressions — and why we 
have poverty in the midst of plenty. 

Mr. Upton will bring to the class 
a wide knowledge from many years 
of experience in the power industry 
and metallurgical and chemical fields, 
where every decision has to be based 
on careful analyses of problems. 

The public, both men and women, 
are invited to attend the new series 
of lectures, beginning Tuesday even- 
ing. March '28, at 8 p. m. The American 
Legion Post of Winchester has kindly 
allowed the use of a room at their 
headquarters, 84 Washington Street, 
next door to the Public Library, for 
these meetings, which will be held 
each Tuesday evening. 

The lectures are non-profit, non- 
political, and non-sectarian, and are 
conducted in an informal mannvi. 
There is no charge for admission. The 
instructor devotes his time without 
compensation because of his deep in- 
terest in giving others an opportun- 
ity to consider and discuss these 
problems which directly or indirectly 
affect every citizen. Further infor- 
mation may be obtained by telephon- 
ing Mr. Power during business hours 
at Lafayette 0800, or Mr. Hand at 
Winchester 0471-R in the evening.

STANDING ROOM ONLY AT LAST 
OF FRIDAY PLAY READINGS 

March 17, the audience which came 
to hear Mrs. Phyllis Thaxter read 
"Robert's Wife" taxed the capacity 
of the Epiphany parish hall. It was 
the first appearance of Mrs. Thaxter 
in this year's series, and she had been 
happily remembered for her six read- 
ings in 1938. 

It would be inaccurate to say that 
the play, by the well-known English 
dramatist St. John Ervine, was es- 
pecially suited to Mrs. Thaxter's pow- 
ers, for Winchester has heard her rol- 
lick in "I'd Rather Be Right," por- 
tray the crude and sardonic vulgar- 
ity of the harpies in "The Women," 
and evoke the romance of "Golden 
Boy." 

But without wronging Mrs. Thax- 
ter's versatility, one can be glad that 
her power of understanding the still 
and deep waters of personality and 
of reading quiet lines so that they 
are brimming with significance was 
brought to "Robert's Wife." For the 
two protagonists, this husband and 
wife who have their individual ca- 
reers, dear to the deepest heart of 
each and commanding the deepest 
loyalty, yet each respecting the worth 
of the other's work and the world's 
need of it, do not move stormiij 
through the days when the work of 
one threatens to cost the greatest 
usefulness of the other. They are peo- 
ple of breeding and character who 
love each other. How much is at 
stake must come out through urbane, 
affectionate, quiet utterances, and in 
Mrs. Thaxter's capable reading it did. 

It was pleasant, in a time when we 
are so abundantly supplied with 
dramas of wrongheadedness, to lis- 
ten to a drama of rightmindedness. 

Pleasant, too, to find puzzled, baf- 
fled, tormented youth, — the young 
pacifist on vacation front Oxford, — 
met with kind understanding (which 
is very different from approval or 
agreement! by his elders, his clergy- 
man father, his step-mother, his 
bishop. This is not what we have 
come to expect in stage-stuff. Almost 
one cried out, "What, what. Mr. Erv- 
ine! In what Rip van Winkle sleep 
have you been ? Have you not read 
'The Way of All Flesh' and its num- 
berless imitators? Not read Bernard 
Shaw? Do you not know that the 
family is a calamitous nuisance to 
idealistic young people and all par- 
ents pests of monumental misunder- 
standing?" 

It is* from his contemporary, his 
fiancee, that the only hard words 
come to the young pacifist student 
whose pain at the wrongs in things 
is they are makes him turn impa- 
tiently against all. Those who have 
lived longer know that they need ado 
no scorpions to the whips with whicn 
life is certain to lash him while he 
is learnir-g how to turn to good use 
his gift for seeing the tears of things, 
"the pitv o't". 

The Tuesday Luncheon Group is to 
be congratulated upon the success of 
their second year of "bringing Broad- 
way to Winchester."

Laying ourselves 
open to being adjudged hopelessly 
reactionary and wholly out of touch 
with the more progressive schools of 
modern thought, we still are willing 
to admit our rather strong feeling 
that college students might find 
something just a bit better for which 
to compete. 




WHY DEMOCRACY? 



A democracy is the most compli- 
cated form of government devised; 
hence, it is the most difficult for peo- 
ple to understand. In order to have 
it work with the greatest success 
people must know what it is all 
about— for they decide what is to be 
done. 

Other types of government — abso- 
lute monarchies, Fascism, Commun- 
ism, etc., are the simplest forms of 
government, and they are easy for 
the people to understand. In order 
to have such types work with suc- 
cess, people do not know what it is 
all about. They are told what to do 
and they do it — or else. 

Now the question that the people 
of the world (this civilization) must 
determine is — do they want what it 
has .taken centuries of struggle and 
warfare to obtain — individual free- 
dom, with the right to worship God 
in their own way; the right to bring 
up their own children, the right to 
work, to save, and to progress, with 
the fruits of their labor their own; 
and the right, through representa- 
tion of their own free choice, to make 
the laws that control every second of 
their lives and their children's lives? 

The other side of the question is— 
no individual freedom, religious per- 
secution, state control of their child- 
ren, public works, little if any op- 
portunity to progress economically 
as individuals, and no rights in the 
law making that controls them — just 
be the wards of the state, with then- 
sole existence to further the might 
and conquests of the state — the indi- 
vidual of little concern. 

The dictator way of centralized 
control is the easy way, at first, for 
the lazy, for the individual who is 
without ambition, or who cannot un- 
derstand what it is all alxmt — yet 
when he wakes up from the circus 
of speeches, bands, parades, and 
boasting, and finds himself regi- 
mented as a cog, an ant in the hiH of 
state, the struggle for independence 
starts all over again— but it takes 
centuries each time it happens. 

L<et no citizen be fooled by slogans 
rr promises — just so far as bu- 
reaucracy, central control, and break- 
down.- of our Constitutional progress, 
then just that far have we departed 
from our free democracy as laid 
down by the spiritually - minded 
founders of our country. 

A government of people, by peonle, 
for people, is complicated — it requires 
the full interest of the 
is themselves that they 
Any time a people 
themselves, seme 



Life is too complicated — economics do 
not and never can re>fJond instantly 
to any yardstick that intellectuals 
may decide desirable. 

The first duty of those who guide 
and instruct the young is to estab- 
lish a firm foundation of the exact 
history of their particular subject; 
then to stimulate imagination, and 
induce all to struggle for improve- 
ments; finally turning out citizens so 
cultured that they have great toler- 
ance for those more fortunate, an 1 
complete understanding of the slow 
upward progress of the human race. 
Otherwise, too rapid economic and po- 
litical changes result of a revolution- 
ary nature, and progress is actually 
retarded longer than if the slower and 
surer route had been followed. 

Intellectuals who simply gain aca- 
demic training because they can the 
better enjoy life, and perhaps in- 
crease their own economic condition 
have no place in society, nor have 
they even repaid society which made 
their educational progress possible. 
Their schools anl colleges have been 
either wholly or partly made possible 
by public taxes or endowments. The 
tuition they or their families paid are 
but a small part of the cost. 

Intellectual education carries with 
it grave responsibilities, and it is this 
knowledge of what these responsibili- 
ties are that professors and teachers 
must stress; not that knowledge in it- 
self is of any value — it is the use that 
comes from it that only matters. 
There is very little difference in hu- 
man intelligence — the difference, if 
any, rarely comes from academic 
training; ut what does result from 
culture is exact knowledge of what 
has occurred before, then if a person 
has, what we will call for lack of a 
better description, "native ability," 
the best use will be derived from a 
trained mind. 

Intellectuals, regardless of how 
profound may be their knowledge, will 
simply go over the top, drift, flound- 
er, become cracles and egoists un- 
less they are endowed with "native 
ability" at the start. This theory may 
account for the great number of un- 
tutored mind 

not only in government, but in the 
very arts and sciences. There can be 
no worthwhile brain trust, for those 
who really lead and accomplish re- 
sults are individualists, not centrally 
regimented intellectuals turned out 
by mass production to goose-step up 
a one-way street.

President Roosevelt says that the 
aggregate public and private debt 
today is no greater than in 192'J — 
(what does this show?) 

In 1929 we had a national income 
of $80,000,000,000.00 with the same 
"aggregate public and private debt" 
that we have today with our $64,000,- 
000,000.00 national income. When and 
if the New Dealers will allow on. 
budget to be balanced and strive to 
give private industry confidence 
enough in them so that they will re- 
borrow that $30,000,000,000.00, re- 
emplovment and prosperity might re- 
turn. 'The $80,000,000,000.00 national 
income of 1929, the President says, is 
necessary. 

The aggregate debt may be the 
same in 1938 as it was in 1929, but it 
is being borrowed for reform and not 
for employment by politicians and 
not by industry. If the public debt is 
to keep increasing, say to $70,000,- 
000,000.00 (said to be safe hy some), 
and if private borrowing by some 
strange impulse also increase to the 
1929 level, where would interest rates 
go? What would happen to values of 
government bonds — and how hign 
would tax rates go because of high 
interest rates on the public debt? 

It would be impossible to have de- 
mocracy and have the entire debt a 
public one.

U. S. CAPITOL IS WORKSHOP AS 
WELL AS SHOWPLACE 

The United States Capitol Building 
where, on March 4. President Roose- 
velt led ceremonies marking: the 150th 
birthday of the first meeting of the 
U. S. Congress under the Constitu- 
tion, is not only a national showplace 
but also a Government workshop. 

Latest examples of "odd jobs" ac- 
complished by the Capitol'.- army of 
workers, says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C, headquarters of 
the National Geographic Society, is 
a five volume index of the files of the 
House of Representatives from the 
First through the Seventy-fourth 
Congress. In it, for the first time, are 
listed a number of priceless docu- 
ments believed to have been de- 
stroyed during the War of 1812. 
Historic Papers Found 

The project was started a year and 
a half ago in the housecleaning that, 
followed the installation of modern 
air-conditioning apparatus. Out of 
dusty nooks and corners came such 
long-lost papers as the original Dec- 
laration of the War of 1812, early 
Treasury reports and Acts of Con- 
gress, wrapped simply in brown D«- 
per parcels and boxes, and "filed" 
decades ago in storerooms in the 
House wing of the building. 

The vast amount, of routine activ- 
j ity required m the upkeep of tne 
| Capitol, both as a historic shrine and 
as a law-making establishment, is 
apt, to pass unnoticed by the aver- 
age visitor while seeing the great 
domed Rotunda, Statuary Hall, anu 
the Senate and House Chambers. 

On duty in the Congressional unit, 
which includes Capitoi. S<ms < e 
Buiding, and the two Hou Office 



Buidings is a population equal to 
tnat oi a small town. Besides 43o 
members of the House and 96 Sena- 
tors, some 3,000 men and women are 
regularly employed as officials, clerks, 
stenographers, carpenters, gardeners. 
There is a capitoi physician, a special 
police force, and a corps of page 
boys, from whose ranks many have 
graduated into executive jobs and 
even Congressional seats. 

More than 400 rooms in the Capi- 
tol Building have been set aside io« 
offices and shops. Press rooms, with 
typewriters, telephones, and tele- 
graph, are also available for news- 
paper men. There also are restau- 
rants and barber shops in the build- 
ing. 

Into this building each day pours a 
flood of mail. The Capitol maintains 
two branch post offices, one for the 
Senate, the Other for the House. 
About 100.00(1 pieces of mail may 
pass daily through the hands of pos- 
tal clerk.- in the Congressional units. 
Tons of Paper Used 

In correspondence, reports and 
speeches, tons of paper are consumed 
annually by this branch of the Gov- 
ernment. During the last fiscal year 
the Public Printer issued, on requi- 
sition from Congress, more than 7 
million publications. In the basement 
of the Capitol are machines that bina 
up waste paper for sale, when there 
is a market. 

Where so many famous people 
have gathered, tradition lingers. In 
the Senate Restaurant, for example, 
( both House and Senate have their 
own dining rooms, with near-o> 
tables for the public) bean soup is al- 
ways on the menu — a result of the 
request of a number some 20 years 
ago. 

Congressmen sometimes treat re.-- 
taurant guests to food specialties of 
their native State.-. Not long ago a 
500-pound elk was presented to the 
Senate Restaurant, with the compli- 
i -'pnts of Senator Wheeler of Mon- 
tana . 

>r the convenience of Members of 
Congress and other officials, an un- 



derground garage, hidden beneath a 
green park in the Capitol grounds, 
accommodates more than 200 cars. 
Number one space is reserved for 
Senator Borah, oldest in point oi 
service. 

Senators in a hurry to get special 
service in the public elevators by 
ringing three times. "Fire-bell" speed 
is also accorded those wishing to use 
the Capitol's monorail subway. Wash- 
ington's only underground line which 
runs between the Capitol basement 
and the Senate Office Building. 

Two floors below the Rotunda is a 
room seldom seen by the tourist. In 
this small whitewashed chamber, 
reached by winding corridors and 
narrow steps, it was once proposed 
that the remains of George Wa.-hing 
ton should rest. Before the plan was 
finally abandoned in favor of Mount 
Vernon, a "keeper of the Crypt" was 
appointed — a non-working job held, 
according to some accounts, for hall 
a century. 

Kept in this room today is a glass 
enclosed catafalque (a temporary 
casket), used for those who lie in 
state in the Capitol.

Elmo's fire should miss part of the 
tree, it may kill the greater part 
and several years may elapse be- 
fore the remainder of the tree suc- 
cumbs

FISHERMEN'S SUNDAY SERVICE

panse of Moosehead Lake tHl you 
pick up the Spencer Mountains, and 
Spencer Narrows in the foreground, 
and on beyond to Mount Katahdin in 
the blue distance, while the waters 
roar and the timbers tremble beneath 
your feet where the Kenebec is born, 
and if you do not feel the ecstacy of 
open spaces and sense the power of 
nature's forces, then the wilderness 
has no voice for you. 

As a matter of fact, I am begin- 
ning to think that fishing is only a 
secondary consideration in this mat- 
ter of getting away into the wilder- 
ness — a mere excuse to escape from 
business. I note that there are men 
who go on these fishing trips who 
never wet a line, and still seem to 
have a marvelous time. I'm not sure 
but what a fishing trip is not a great 
illusion, promoted to snare money 
out of the pockets of people who are 
a little insane. No fisherman is quite 
right in his head, anyhow, or he 
wouldn't sit in a canoe all day long 
without a nibble, still hoping against 
hope that he'll get a strike. He's just 
a cheerful, harmless idiot, for the 
time being, kidding himself along. 
As soon as you set off with your 
guide you're in a world of make-be- 
lieve, as strange as "Alice in Won- 
derland." As you push off from shore 
you ask him what the prospects are. 
He cocks his eye at the sky, takes on 
a look indicating heavy thought, and 
shakes his head dubiously. Either 
the wind isn't in the right quarter, 
or the moon's phase isn't right, or it 
lies too far on its hack, or the frogs 
didn't sing right last night, or a clog 
barked at the wrong time — or some- 
thing else. I've never known a guide 
who wasn't a pessimist about the 
weather. — it's never exactly right. 

Then there are the superstitions 
about bait. We laugh at that magni- 
ficent old patron-saint of fishermen, 
Izaak Walton, when he says that if 
you want a bait that will be a sure 
"killer" for carp, you take: "The 
flesh of a rabbit or cat, cut smalt; 
and bean-flour, and mix these to- 
gether with sugar or honey, and 
pound them in a mortar then work 
them all together in your hands into 
a paste, and mix with them a little 
white or yellow wool," and there you 
have it! But although fashions in 
fishing change, the superstitions lin- 
ger. If you don't believe it read 
your sportsman's magazines and ex- 
amine the supply of artillery with 
which some of your friends go into 
the woods. Some of them have 
enough patent tackle to stock a sport- 
ing-goods store! Of course it's a 
harmless, though rather expensive, 
delusion, and it's good for business, 
and increases the sportsman's hopes. 
And of course fishing is based on 
hope. Take that away, and a fishing 
trip woijVl be as dreary as the morn- 
ing after! 

The guides have also a few new 
wrinkles to suggest, as to the latest 
fly, that will break the heart of any 
salmon that spies it, to the new type 
of spoon that can be seen by a fish a 



mile away, and which furnishes an 
absolute irresistible attraction to his 
majesty, the trout, Not that I'm de- 
crying science in fishing. I remem- 
ber too well the better luck of expert 
fishermen. 

But the fish don't come, so what's 
to be done about it? Well, you've 
been out all forenoon and it's now 
lunch-time, so you fore-gather with 
your guide, and your friends with 
their guides, at some spot on shore 
where there is an outdoor stove b unlit 
of rocks, and the guides prepare the 
lunch. At home your appetite has 
been a little queazy lately, but it has 
a wire edge on it now, as you see the 
salmon grilling against the coals and 
bhe bacon-fat dripping down over it, 
and your mouth begins to water. 
You will eat a slab of salmon as 
large as your hand, topped off with 
a juicy steak, potatoes, onions, pie, 
three cups of coffee, and some choco- 
late bars. After this you're gorged 
like a boa-constrictor that has swal- 
lowed a pig, and only one step from 
complete coma. Your eyes are glassy, 
and you have just sufficient strength 
left to light your pipe, and stagger 
off to a grassy knoll and lie down. 
In such a state of bliss you'd trade 
off your home for a jack-knife with 
a broken blade! You don't notice the 
time it takes the guides to cook their 
meal, wash up and pack up, and when 
again you put to sea the sun is slop- 
ing down into the west,' and fresh 
hopes assail you that the fish will 
bite at sunset. 

And this brings me to the strange 
question as to the wilderness appe- 
tite, and what the doctor back home 
tolls you musn't eat, reinforced by 
the hawk-eyed attention of your wife. 
After he has found out aL' the things 
you like to eat, he forthwith ruth- 
lessly strikes them off your diet-list, 
leaving you only some tasteless mess 
that has no appeal whatever. If you. 
break over, your stomach is sure to 
set up a ruckus because it is like a 
spoiled child that knows its power. 
But when you get into the woods you 
can eat flapjacks and steak and fried 
potatoes and liver and bacon for 
breakfast, anil not a whimper from 
your stomach, because it knows it's 
far away from its allies, your wife 
and doctor, and had better behave. It 
has found its master again, and acts 
like a little man. This reign of peace 
[ in "the department of th? interior" is 
sometimes worth the entire cost of a 
fishing trip! It shows that the an- 
archy within has been temporarily 
subdued. 

Of course psychology accounts for 
a lot here, just as it does in other 
aspects of fishing. You'll usually find, 
j for instance, that the deep woods 
: fisherman is a rather gregarious ani- 
mal. He likes company. There; 
j wouldn't be much fun going down to 
Maine alone on a fishing trip. To be 
with one's friends on such a holiday 
adds 100 per cent to the pleasure for 
most fishermen. When night comes 
down, and the fires are lighted, and 
you all get together in one cabin to 
taj'k over the day's experiences, or 
drift off into small talk about every- 
thing in general, and a few things in 
particular, tongues limber up and 



you get to know more about a mam 
in three days than you would back 
home in three years. There is such 
a thing as a fishing fraternity, just 
as there is a class-spirit in college. 
And this is one of the by-products of 
a fishing trip with a group of friends. 
Some of my staunchest friends have 
been the result of various fishing- 
trips. 

Psychology, again, plays a part in 
the memories that abide in a fisher- 
man's mind. One would naturally 
think that the prize fish one got 
would linger longest in retrospect. 
As matter of fact, it's often the fish i 
that got away that haunts one, and i 
furnishes a lure to go back again. I 
am thinking now of a headland in 
Kezar Lake where 1 hooked onto a 
big salmon that broke my tackle and 
got away. I never fish past that 
headland but what I have a linger- 
ing hope that he'll strike again, al- 
though probably some other fisher- 
man got him long ago. At least, it's 
a pleasure to think of him, without 
regret, for he is now part of a de- 
lightful recollection. Each of us has 
such memories. 

Then there are the little unusual 
incidents that stand out and give us 
pleasure because of the humor in 
them. I remember once going down 
the tote-road from Moosehead Lake to 
Mike Marr's and seeing a fisherman 
sitting on a log and fishing in the 
Kennebec. I asked him how many 
he had, and he pointed behind him 
and said, "Five." His language was 
sulphuric when I told him there were 
no fish there. A mink had been car- 
rying them off to her den as fast as 
he unhooked them! 

I remember a fisherman fly-casting 
for trout off the wharf at Marr's. 
His reel suddenly began to sing, but 
there was no activity in the water. 
He had eaug-h the camp cat on the 
hack-cast, and the cat had run up 
the hill and hid under the cook-house. 

I remember two smart-Aleck fish- 
ermen who set off from that same 
wharf to give us novices an exhibi- 
tion in fly-casting, as they said it 
should be done. They both began 
casting, and it wasn't dong before one 
had his fly in the other's nose, and 
almost lifted him out of the boat! 

I remember the yearly deer on 
Moose River that was rescued by a 
guide from beside her dead mother 
when she was a day-old fawn. She 
followed the children to school down 

; river, like Mary's little lamb, and 
when the children went into school, 

1 went on to Rockwood in quest of fur- 
ther excitement, or back home to 

! play tag with the dog. 

One never knows when some en- 
chanting surprise is awaiting him 
around the corner, as when, for ex- 
ample, the late Ed. Rourke, of Wob- 
urn, who had always wanted to see a 
bear in its native haunts, came on 
one at a bend of the road in the 
woods on: 1 day, and was so scared his

Some 
unknown author wrote trenchantly 
of what it mean to him. 

"When the back-flow crawls to the tumbling 
falls. 

Where the mist on your face is cool ; 
When the fly drops true where the white 
breaks through 
At the edge of the dimpled pool : 
When the rod you like knows the sudden strike 

And is bent like a rapier's steel. 
And the silk line sinus through the agatni 
rings, 

And you hear the hum of the reel ; 
When a green-white flash and a silvery 
splash 

Ends the arc of the flailing leap. 
And your fish goes down where the depths 
ape brown 

And the roots of the cedar creep ; 
When the sullen wait in the deeper spate 

Brings the rush to the upper blue. 
And you tool him back, slow, tack by tack, 

And the tensioned lin«e holds true, 
And you get your wish, and land your fish. 

That's Heaven enough for you !" 

All these things bring an enrich- 
ment to life, that is too apt to be- 
come humdrum if one stays long in 
one rut. But there is something 
deeper and nyire suggestive than all 
this, which I find in the out-of-doors, 
especially when I survey the mess 
that men have made of their world. 
It is a consciousness of law and or- 



der and beauty that I always pick up 
as I become conscious of the proces- 
ses of nature undisturbed by the hand 
of man. 

The migratory passages of birds, 
for example, are, I think, a great 
consolation to men whose minds con- 
tinually search for an established or- 
der and progression in the universe. 
The knowledge that whatever we 
may make of ourselves in the mo- 
ment of our existence, the stars will 
continue in their appointed courses, 
seasons wj'.l move in their confirmed 
order, the birds will continue their 
biannual migrations, carries with it 
a sense of ultimate security which 
the works of man alone fail to con- 
vey. . . . Knowledge of the inte- 
grated pattern of the universe in 
which the birds share, of the final 
cosmic autocracy, whose imposed 
limits no organism may transcend, 
secures us from the nightmare of 
anarchy, which we see in the world 
of men. 

And so I come out of the woods 
each year more optimistic than when 
I went in because I have become con- 
scious of a Supreme Being. No mat- 
ter how stupid and selfish and avar- 
icious man may be, he cannot wreck 
the universe. No ultimate calamity 
has befallen the world yet. There 



are limits to the madness of man. 
And so I leave you with a picture of 
Nature, sent to one of our fisherman 
ilast year, by a Canadian guide. He 
says: 

"How lovely is Nature's Cathedral 
in springtime. Its altars are fresh 
and green. And Nature's great can- 
dles are lighted anew. Under its 
blue sky are the iridescent colors of 
green and silver and gold; as through 
those forest windows, centuries old, 
there wafts the incense of pine, and 
cedar and tamarack. Like the distant 
melody of a mighy, dreamy organ, 
the rhapsodies sung by birds, and 
the musical murmuring of the soft, 
warm wind in the tree-tops, echo 
back the anthems of Summer's Coro- 
nation. And, like a reverie — when 
the glory of the day is far spent, and 
even-ng shadows lose form; your 
great Cathedral of Nature is trans- 
formed by the pale-faced moon, and 
stands majestically in silhouette, 
while blinking stars scintillate like 
lantern lights in the silence of moon- 
lit waters. The nightingale blows 
taps. The owl hoots his nocturnal 
call. And the Cathedral's sexton is 
tired. So he bids goodnight to your 
great Cathedral, to peacefully slum- 
ber and to rest and to dream — for 
the dav is done."

Failure to follow the Master's 
teaching is responsible for the chao- 
tic conditions prevailing in the world 
today, said Rev. William S. Packer, 
honorary curate of the Church of the 
Epiphany, during his sermon in that 
church last Sunday morning. 

Mr. Packer, who is widely known 
as a journalist and member of the 
editorial staff of the Boston Globe, 
preached from the new testament 
passage likening those who hear 
Christ's teachings and heed them to 
the man who built his house upon a 
rock, firmly placed and strong to 
stand the stress of wind and wave. 
Those who hear His words and heed ; 
them not are like the man who built 
his house upon the sand, an unstable 
foundation permitting the house to be 
destroyed when the wind blew and 
the waves dashed against it. 

Referring to the hurricane of last 
September, Mr. Packer found the 
world we know to be in a hurricane 
state making last fall's demonstra- 
tion of the elements insignificant by 
comparison. 

This world chaos has been caused, 
he said, by the release of elementary 
human forces slumbering in the state 
we call society, aroused at last by 
the dissatisfaction bred of discontent, 
poverty and oppression. 

That our own national condition is 
better than that in some foreign 
countries is because these elemental 
human feelings are less to be found 
in our society than abroad. If we per- 
mit them to increase and become 
j acute, we too will face a social and 
economic hurricane such as that 
| which is sweeping the world else- 
where. 

That hurricane, said Mr. Packer, 
has been aroused by society's failure 
i to follow Christ's teachings embodied 
in the "Sermon on the Mount." World 
chaos has resulted from man's indif- 
ference to the plight of his neighbor, 
from his lack of will to follow the 
Master's admonition to feed the hun- 
gry, clothe the naked, minister to 
the sick and visit the afflicted. 

Let any society or nation perceive 
and follow these Christian tenets and

Boiled Prisoners to Death 

Punishment was once use*l by 
boiling prisoners to death both in 
England and on the continent. The 
"Chronicles of the Grey Friars' 
(1852) have an account of boiling 
for poisoning at Smithfield in the 
year i522, the man being fasteied 
to a chain and lowered into boiling 
water several times until he died. 
The preamble of the statute of 
Henry VIII (which made poisoning 
treason) in 1531. recites that one 
Richard Roose. a cock, by putting 
poison in food intended for the 
household of the bishop of Roches- 
ter, and for the poor of the parish 
of Lambeth, killed 6 man and wom- 
an. He was sentenced for treason 
ar.d publicly boiled fn 1547 the 
act was re'iealed

Business is so good on the Kiel 
Canal, according to reports from Ber- 
lin, that Germany is planning to en- 
large her strategic inland waterway 
from the North Sea to the Baltic. Not 
only will the canal be considerably 
widened to accommodate the Reich's 
biggest battleships, but modern locks 
will also be installed to facilitate 
quick and easy passage. 

Opened in 1895, the Kiel Canal runs 
across the narrow neck of the Ger- 
man part of the Jutland peninsula as 
it stretches toward the Danish fron- 
tier," says a bulletin from the 
Washington, D. C, headquarters of 
the National Geographic Sociey. "It 
connects the mouth of the Elbe River, 
flowing in to the North Sea, with 
Kiel Bay, an arm of the Baltic. 
A World War Axis Between Naval 
Bases 

Germany enlarged the Kaiser Wil- 
hem (now Kiel) Canal just before 
the World War. Finished in 1914. the 
improvements were undertaken in or- 
der to permit dreadnoughts and other 
bin vessels to oass frum one sea to 
the other without having to sail 
around the Danish peninsula and is- 
lands that stretch between. Some 
authorities say that the war was de- 
layed until the completion of the pro- 
ject. 

During the struggle the Kiel Canal 
was a 62-mile axis linking the Ger- 
man naval bases of Kiel on the Baltic 
and Wilhelmshaven on the North Sea. 
In this canal the German fleet was 
bottled up during much of the war 

I as a result of Britist sea strategy. 

j From its retreat the fleet issued m 

i 1.918 to fight the English forces in the 

: battle of Jutland, off the coast of 

' Denmark. 

Long before the World War. how- 
ever. Kiel Canal figured in interna- 
tional affairs. In connection with the 

| war between Prussia, Austria, and 
Denmark in 1864, the German Chan- 
cellor Bismark was reported to be 
particularly anxious to obtain the ter- 
ritory needed for an inland waterway 

j which would take the place of the 
long route around Denmark. The land 
was won from Denmark. In 1887 con- 
struction of the canal was begun, to 
be completed eight years later. 

| Short Cut on International Trade 
Routes 

Traffic on the Kiel Canal has in- 
| creased from less than four and a 
i half million tons in 1900 to more than 
I 24 million tons for the fiscal year 
! ending March, 1938. 

Between the grassy banks of this 
i winding sea lane pass ships of many 
| nations, carrying such assorted car- 
' goes as timber, grain, eggs, and coal. 
I Side by side are seen the flags of 
Britain. Sweden, Denmark and I ithu- 
ania — the Hammer and Sickle of Sov- 
j iet Russia and the Swastika of Ger- 
many. For the Kiel Canal represents 
tremendous savings in navigation 
! time and distance to Baltic seaboard 
: nations. In some cases time saved 
I amounts to more than 40 hours; navi- 
gation distances to hundreds of miles. 
For the past two years Germany 
! has been complete mistress of her in- 
' land seas. According to the Versailles 
Treaty, the Kiel Canal was to be an 
international lane, open to ships of 
all countries at peace with Germany. 
In November, 1936, however, Ger- 
many resumed sovereignty over it, 
later passing regulations whereby for- 
eign warships are required to get 
special permission through diplo- 
matic channels in order to use the 
canal.

I A new Sultan is now collecting the 
j American "tribute;" Abdul Aziz has 
j just been installed on the throne. His 
| domain, which is under the protec- 
j tion of Great Britain, is one of the 
I four Federated Malay States near 
j the southernmost tip if Asia. It is 
! about the size of Massachusetts but 
i has only one-fifth as many inhabi- 
| tants as the Bay State. Thi' popula- 
! tion consists of Malays, Chinese and 
! East Indians, and a sprinkling of 
] other nationalities, 
j The Malay states are the greatest 
i source of tin in the wor'd. deposits 
j which attracted the civilizing agen- 
i cies of Europe and converted the 
| jungle savagery into a well oriran- 
j ized society. Back in 1650 the Dutch 
j built a tin "factory" or trading sta- 
I tion on the Perak River and from 
' then onward tried to monopolize the 
I exportation of tin from Perak. In 
1818 the Sultan signed a free-trade 
treatv with Great Britain and shortly 
came under British protection, but 
the British had little to do with the 
affairs of the state until after 1870. 

About 50 years ago the British in- 
troduced rubber trees into British 
Malaya, from seed smuggled out of 
Brazil, and today rubber trees prac- 
tically cover Perak and other Malay 
states. In Northern Perak 60.000 ir- 
rigated acres devoted largely to ric. j :
